Dear  Sir  : — The  question  of  Water  Works  and  sewerage  for  this  city  has 
assumed  importance,  and  in  a  short  time  will  become  matters  of  necessity, 
and,  in  my  opinion,  we  should  commence  making  some  investigation  in  ref- 
erence thereto,  as  of  course  some  time  will  be  consumed  in  discussing  plans, 
and  I  would  be  glad  to  procure  some  facts  and  approximations  to  which  to 
refer  any  parties  contemplating  an  organization  for  either  of  the  above  pur- 
poses. 

As  you  have  a  valuable  experience  on  these  subjects,  I  would  request  you, 
if  you  can  do  so  without  too  much  labor  on  your  part,  to  answer  the  follow- 
ing questions  : 

1.  Is  it  practicable  to  furnish  the  city  with  water  from  any  source  at  jus- 
tifiable cost  to  the  consumer,  embracing  say,  pumping  by  water,  steam  power, 
or  an  aqueduct  to  Muncie,  tapping  White  River. 

2.  If  from  more  than  one,  what  are  they,  and  which  in  your  opinion,  all 
things  considered,  is  the  best  ? 

3.  Can  the  water  be  raised  from  White  River  by  water  power  ? 

4.  If  not,  but  steam  is  required,  would  the  expense  be  so  great  as  to  make 
the  water  charges  too  great  to  induce  a  sufficient  consumption  to  remunerate 
the  necessary  outlay  ? 

5.  Could  a  sufficient  base  be  obtained  on  Crown  Hill,  at  a  sufficient  night, 
for  a  distributing  reservoir  ? 
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6.  If  a  sufficient  head  could  be  obtained  from  a  dam  across  White  River, 
at  Muncie,  would  the  interest  on  the  prime  cost  of  an  aqueduct  exceed  the 
expense  of  steam  or  water-pumping  machinery  located  at  the  nearest  point 
to  the  city  ? 

7.  Would  you  be  prepared  to  give  an  approximate  estimate  of  the  cost 
of  each  plan  named  in  some  tabular  form  easy  of  comparison  ? 

8.  If  the  necessary  head  could  be  obtained  at  Pendleton  from  Fall  Creek, 
how  would  this  plan  compare  with  the  others  ?  You  will  observe  that  if  this 
would  be  sufficient  for  some  years  that  the  pipes  could  be  extended  to  Mun- 
cie without  abandonment  of  the  work  already  done.  You  will  also  observe 
that  the  head  might,  with  but  a  slight  increase  of  length  of  time,  be  located 
some  two  or  three  mile  above  Muncie,  as  shown  by  the  map,  unless  there  are 
natural  obstacles,  and  I  am  not  familiar  enough  with  that  region  to  state. 

9.  Would  you  be  willing  to  make  a  survey  to  Pendleton  and  Muncie  and 
ascertain  the  levels,  and  make  a  topographical  map,  and  upon  what  condi- 
tions? 

10.  What  is  the  average  daily  quantity  of  water  required  in  cities  which 
have  water  works  to  each  50,000  inhabitants,  or  do  the  conditions  vary  so 
in  different  cities  as  to  preclude  the  adoption  of  a  standard? 

11.  Please  embrace  in  your  estimates  of  plans,  and  in  your  choice  of  plans, 
the  element  of  the  probable  necessities  of  a  city  of  100,000  inhabitants,  as 
of  course  everything  should  be  planned  with  reference  to  the  future  of  a  ra- 
pidly growing  city. 

12.  When  water  can  be  raised  and  furnished  at  a  price  which  enables  con- 
sumers to  use  it  for  ordinary  purposes,  can  it  be  profitably  employed  as  a  mo- 
tive power  in  various  kinds  of  light  manufactures,  and  can  machinery  be 
employed  so  as  to  receive  the  full  power  of  the  column  ? 

13.  If  it  cannot  be  so  raised  by  pumping  when  it  could  be  obtained  from 
a  natural  head,  and  the  source  of  the  supply  was  abundant,  would  its  use  as 
a  motive  power  justify  the  increased  enlargement  of  the  channel  of  supply 
necessarily  consequent? 

14.  I  have  probably  propounded  questions  difficult  to  answer  definitely, 
and  when  this  is  so  I  shall  only  expect  an  answer  as  your  general  informa- 
tion and  observation  will  enable  you  to  give 

15.  Have  you  any  acquaintance  with  the  plan  of  supplying  water  without 
a  reservoir,  and  by  continuous  pressure  adopted  in  Auburn,  New  York,  and 
what  is  your  opinion  of  its  merits,  and  could  we  likely  adopt  it  in  prefer- 
ence to  any  other  ? 

16.  As  sewerage  is  a  demonstrated  necessity  in  all  large  cities,  and  as  an 
approach  to  estimates  of  cost  could  only  be  arrived  at  by  measurements  and 
calculations  which  would  only  be  reliable  for  the  present,  I  will  only  ask  you 
if  you  do  not  consider  this  city,  in  view  of  location,  fall  to  low  water  mark 
of  the  river,  material  to  be  excavated,  and  the  cost  of  necessary  material 
favorable  in  an  unusual  degree  to  cheap  and  efficient  sewerage,  and,  if  you 
can,  to  specify  in  general  terms  its  favorable  or  unfavorable  peculiarities  ? 

Mr.  Woodruff,  who  is  familiar  with  the  Auburn  Works,  is  at  the  Bates 
House,  and  I  would  be  obliged  to  you  if  you  would  see  him  in  reference 
thereto.

Okfics  of  Cunningham  &  Bailey,  Civil  Engineers  and  Surveyors,  ) 
Indianapolis,  Ind.,  May  14th,  1866.  } 

To  the  Hon.  John  Caven,  Mayor : 

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  favor  of  the  11th  inst ,  asking  my  opinion  upon 
several  points  connected  with  the  sources  and  manner  of  supplying  this  city 
with  pure,  soft  water,  and  in  reply  will  state  to  you  such  ideas  as  appear  to 
me  conclusive,  regarding  the  practicability  of  the  enterprise,  and  much  regret 
that  I  am  not  prepared  with  such  facts,  as  a  careful  instrumental  examina- 
tion only  can  afford,  to  go  more  minutely  into  detals. 

The  amount  of  water  required  for  the  present  uses  of  the  city  is  much  too 
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small  to  justify  the  construction  of  an  aqueduct  to  supply  water  by  gravita 
tion  from  Muncie,  or  even  a  much  less  distance.  It  can,  however,  be  sup- 
plied in  ample  quantities  to  meet  the  requirements  of  a  population  of  200,000 
inhabitants  by  pumping  from  the  White  River,  if  the  exclusive  use  of  the  river 
for  that  specific  purpose  can  be  secured  to  the  city,  the  river  furnishing  both 
store  and  power  water.  I  had  proposed  with  this  water  power  to  elevate  the 
water  by  stand-pipe  to  a  receiving  and  distributing  reservoir  on  Crown  Hill, 
which  could  be  constructed  there  at  a  comparatively  small  cost,  capable  of 
holding  nine  millions,  U.  S.  standard,  gallons,  with  a  distributing  head  of  about 
106  feet  (if  I  am  correctly  informed  as  to  the  levels)  at  the  lowest  water  line, 
and  121  ft.  at  the  highest.  I  would,  with  a  supply  main  of  24  inches,  bring  the 
water  to  the  city,  using  the  wrought  iron  cement-lined  pipe  of  the  Jersey 
City  Pipe  Company  for  all  mains,  distributing  and  service  pipe.  Taking  dis- 
tances from  the  map  and  from  all  the  information  at  my  command,  I  had 
roughly  estimated  the  cost  of  these  works  complete  in  every  particular  at 
$320,000.  I  had  also  calculated,  taking  the  water  rates  established  by  other 
cities  as  the  standard,  that  the  revenue  derived  therefrom  for  the  first  year 
would  be  not  less  than  $28,000. 

As  you  suggested  in  the  conclusion  of  your  communication  the  probable 
advantage  of  an  interview  with  Mr.  Woodruff,  of  Auburn,  N.  Y.,  now  here 
on  business,  I  will  state  that  Mr.  W.  did  me  the  favor  to  call  on  me  and  to 
furnish  me  with  the  general  outline  of  the  Auburn  Works.  The  supply  of 
water  there  is  inexhaustable  and  of  most  excellent  quality.  With  a  16  foot 
head  they  run  3  duplex  pumps  with  3  turbin  wheels,  have  about  5  miles  of 
distributing  pipe,  the  works  being  about  one  mile  from  the  business  center 
of  the  place ;  they  preserve  a  uniform  pneumatic  pressure  of  about  33  pounds ; 
when  the  flow  of  water  is  increased  by  the  discharge  of  a  fire  hydrant  the 
lever  ot  the  valve  rings  a  bell  and  informs  the  superintendent  of  the  works, 
and  also  opens  the  water  gates  to  furnish  more  power  to  increase  the  speed 
of  wheels  and  pumps;  the  pipes  are  protected  against  going  beyond  a  pres- 
sure of  88  pounds  per  square  inch,  by  safety  valves,  at  different  points.  I 
can  see  no  reason  why  the  same  principle  cannot  be  applied  with  perfect  suc- 
cess to  our  works,  if  we  have  ample  power ;  this  can  be  determined  by  instru- 
mental surveys,  to  the  making  of  which,  or  any  maps  or  diagrams  necessary 
to  explain  the  matter,  I  will  readily  devote  a  week  of  my  time  if  the  city 
will  furnish  two  assistants  and  conveyance  for  that  purpose.  I  should  prefer 
seeing  the  practical  operation  of  the  Auburn  Works  before  I  could  be  con- 
vinced of  its  superiority  in  all  respects  to  the  gravitating  pressure.  A  great 
saving  in  prime  cost  and  maintainance  would  be  accomplished  by  this  plan. 

In  answer  to  your  final  interrogatory,  I  will  say  that  I  know  of  no  city  so 
well  adapted  by  its  almost  monotonous  level,  character  of  material  to  be  ex- 
cavated, and  of  building  stone,  fall  to  low  water  mark  of  river,  to  a  cheap 
and  efficient  system  of  sewerage  as  this  city  is,  and  a  proper  consideration 
of  this  subject  seems  to  be  inseperably  connected  with  the  water  works. 

Most  heartily  wishing  both  of  these  enterprises  that  success  which  their 
pressing  importance  seems  to  demand,  I  remain,

Not 
having  been  advised  by  Dr.  Swift  as  to  any  decision,  1  went  down  again  on 
the  evening  of  the  14th  inst.,  and  found  that  the  goods  were  to  be  sold  at  the 
time  designated. 

I  attended  the  sale,  and  purchased  such  articles  as  were  deemed  best,  for 
the  use  of  the  City  Hospital.  In  some  instances  larger  amounts  were  pur- 
chased than  was  indicated  by  the  Council.  This  was  owing  to  the  fact  of  the 
auctioneer  refusing  to  sell  in  less  quantities  than  those  purchased.  No  loss 
need  occur  to  the  city,  as  the  surplus  can  be  readily  sold  at  the  cost,  or  even 
an  advance  on  cost.  Most  of  the  articles  were  purchased  at  from  one  to 
three  hundred  per  cent,  less  than  their  real  value. 

The  purchases  and  expenses,  as  you  will  see,  have  exceeded  the  appropria- 
tion a  small  sum,  bills  of  which  are  herewith  submitted.

On  motion  of  Dr.  Jameson,  the  ordinance,  as  amended,  was  then 
read  the  third  time,  as  follows,  to- wit,  and  placed  upon  its  passage: 

An  Ordinance  providing  for  the  establishment  and  management  of  a  City 
Hospital  in  and  for  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianpaolis, 
That  there  be  chosen  by  the  Common  Council  of  said  city  a  Board  of  Direc- 
tors of  the  City  Hospital.  That  said  Board  shall  consist  of  nine  members, 
three  of  whom  shall  be  elected  for  one  year,  three  for  two  years,  and  three 
for  three  years,  and  three  for  each  year  thereafter. 

Sec.  2.  Said  Board  of  Directors  shall  organize  within  ten  days  after  their 
appointment,  by  the  election  of  a  president  and  such  other  officers  as  may 
be  necessary,  all  of  whom  shall  serve  for  one  year ;  and  all  the  members  and 
officers  of  said  Board  shall  serve  without  compensation. 

Said  Board,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  shall  meet  at 
the  Hospital  for  the  purpose  of  transacting  the  business  of  the  same,  at  least 
once  every  month ;  and  if  any  member  shall  fail  for  six  consecutive  months 
to  meet  with  said  Board,  the  Common  Council  may  declare  a  vacancy  and 
proceed  at  once  to  elect  a  suitable  person  to  fill  the  same.  All  vacancies 
occurring  in  said  Board  shall  be  filled  by  the  Common  Council. 

Sec  3.  That  the  said  Board  be  authorized  and  empowered  to  manage  and 
control  said  Hospital ;  to  employ  a  proper  medical  staff  who  shall  serve  with- 
out compensation,  hospital  stewards,  matrons,  attendants  and  such  other  per- 
sons as  may  be  necessary  to  render  the  Institution  a  proper  and  suitable  hos- 
pital for  the  reception  of  the  sick,  and  to  purchase  all  necessary  instruments, 
medicines  and  hospital  stores  for  the  use  of  said  hospital,  which  shall  be  paid 
for  by  the  said  city  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  4.  Said  Board  shall  cause  to  be  kept  in  and  for  said  hospital  the 
following  books,  namely :  one  register  of  patients,  one  case  bood,  one  regis- 
ter of  employees,  and  one  account  book  of  current  expenses.  Said  register 
of  patients  shall  contain  the  name,  age,  sex,  nativity,  disease  or  complaint, 
date  of  admission  and  date  of  discharge  or  death  of  each  patient,  together 
with  such  other  matters  in  relation  thereto  as  may  be  deemed  of  interest  or 
importance. 
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Said  case  book  shall  contain  an  account  in  detail  of  the  character,  symp- 
toms, and  treatment  of  each  case  treated  in  the  Hospital,  together  with  what- 
ever else  may  be  considered  worthy  of  note  in  relation  thereto. 

Said  register  of  employees  shall  contain  the  names,  and  wages  per  diem, 
per  week,  or  per  month  of  all  paid  employees  in  said  Hospital,  and  the  exact 
number  of  days,  or  parts  of  days,  served  by  each  of  said  employees  during 
each  month. 

Said  account  book  of  current  expenses  shall  contain  a  complete  invoice  of 
all  hospital  stores,  furniture  and  appliances,  bedding,  medicines,  provisions, 
and  all  other  articles  of  property  pertaining  to  said  Hospital  when  the  same 
shall  be  opened,  and  the  cost  of  each,  to  which  shall  be  added,  from  time  to 
time,  all  such  articles  of  like  character  as  may  be  purchased  for  the  use  of 
said  Hospital,  or  donated  thereto,  and  the  cost  of  each  article  purchased, 
and  the  estimated  value  of  all  articles  donated. 

Sec.  5.  Said  Board  shall  cause  to  be  made  to  the  Common  Council  from 
the  register  of  patients,  weekly,  monthly,  and  annual  reports,  setting  forth 
fully  in  tabular  form  the  contents  of  said  register  for  the  several  periods 
therein  named. 

They  shall  also  cause  to  be  made  from  the  account  book  of  current  expenses 
and  the  register  of  employees  monthly  and  annual  reports  to  the  Common 
Council,  giving  in  detail  the  entire  expenditure  of  the  Institution  for  the 
periods  named,  and  the  exact  average  expense  per  capita  per  diem,  of  pa- 
tients ;  said  average  to  be  obtained  from  an  aggregate  of  all  expenses  except 
those  incurred  in  the  outfit  of  the  Hospital.  Said  Board  shall  receipt  to  the 
City  Auditor  for  all  property  of  whatever  character  coming  into  their  hands, 
and  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  cost  or  estimated  value  of  the  same : 
Provided,  In  case  property  shall  be  worn  out,  lost,  or  destroyed  by  unavoida- 
ble accident,  or  properly  expended  with  the  sick  or  inmates  of  the  Institu- 
tion, the  Common  Council  may  relieve  said  Board  of  any  part  of  said  obli- 
gation. 

Sec.  6.  Bills  for  all  articles  purchased  for  the  use  of  said  Hospital  shall 
be  certified  by  the  President  of  said  Board,  and  shall  be  presented  to  the 
Common  Council  at  the  first  regular  meeting  of  each  month  next  succeeding 
the  time  of  the  making  of  said  purchases,  and  they  shall  be  payable  in  city 
warrants  or  cash,  at  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  the  Common  Council 
may  from  time  to  time  determine. 

Sec.  7.  All  books  and  papers  pertaining  to  said  Hospital  shall  be  subject 
to  the  inspection  of  any  citizen  of  the  city:  Provided,  That  the  same  may 
not  be  removed  from  the  Hospital  for  any  purpose  without  the  consent  of 
the  Board  of  Directors. 

Sec  8.  Said  Board  shall  have  the  power  to  make  all  necessary  rules  or 
by-laws  for  the  government  of  the  Hospital,  to  admit  and  discharge  all  pa- 
tients and  to  do  whatever  may  be  necessary  to  the  efficient  management  of 
the  Hospital  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec  9.  Said  Board  shall  charge  every  such  patient  as  may  have  the  ability 
to  pay  for  medical  treatment,  boarding,  or  lodging  in  said  Hospital,  at  a  rate 
not  exceeding  five  dollars  per  week ;  and  all  such  moneys  as  shall  be  col- 
lected shall  be  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer  and  his  receipt  taken  therefor ;  all 
such  patients  as  shall  be  unable  to  pay  in  whole  or  in  part  as  aforesaid,  shall 
be  received  and  taken  care  of  at  the  expense  of  the  city. 

Sec  10.  Said  Board  of  Directors  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
take  possession  of  the  City  Hospital  and  grounds,  to  be  by  such  Board  used 
for  the  purposes  of  receiving,  caring  for,  and  treating  the  sick  and  diseased. 

Sec  11.  The  report  in  relation  to  time,  &c,  contemplated  by  this  ordi- 
nance, shall  be  made  as  follows :  The  weekly  report  on  Saturday  of  each 
week  inclusive ;  the  monthly  report  on  the  last  day  of  each  month  inclusive  ; 
and  the  annual  reports  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  of  each  year  in- 
clusive. 

Sec  12.  The  Common  Council  expressly  reserve  the  right  to  repeal  or 
amend  this  ordinance,  and  upon  the  repeal  of  this  ordinance  the  powers  of 
said  Board  shall  cease.

Chandler  and  John  B.  Stumph  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  appointed  by  the 
Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  as  Commissioners  to  view  pro- 
perty and  assess  all  benefits  or  damages  that  may  be  awarded  in  favor  of  or 
against  any  person  for  the  opening  of  any  street  or  alley,  or  by  the  changing 
of  the  course  of  any  stream  within  the  city  limits.  Such  Commissioners 
shall  serve  for  one  year  from  the  date  of  their  qualification,  and  until  their 
successors  are  appointed  and  qualified. 

The  question  being  on  the  passage  of  the  resolution,  those  who 
voted  in  the  affirmative  were  Councilmen  Allen,  Brown,  Coburn,  Col- 
ley,  Fletcher,,  Glazier,  Grosvenor,  Jameson,  Kappes,  Loomis,  Mac- 
Arthur,  MeNabb,  Seidensticker  and  Staub— 14.     Noes,  none. 

So  t>he  resolution  passed. 

Mr.  Staub  moved — 

That  Peter  Hedderick  be  allowed  to  grade  and  gravel  the  alley  south  of 
his  property  on  Nohle  street,  'between  Vermont -and  New  York  streets,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Civil  Engineer. 

Which  motioa  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Loomis  moved — 

That  all  petitions  on  file  for  opening  and  laying  out  new  streets  or  alleys 
in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  or  for  straightening  the  course  of  any  stream  of 
water  running  through  said  city,  be  taken  up  and  referred  to  the  City  Com- 
missioners, and  the  City  Clerk  directed  to  give  notice  to  said  Commissioners 
to  meet,  &c. ;  also,  to  notify  the  property  owners,  as  in  such  cases  provided 
by  law. 

Which  motion  was  adopted. 
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Mr.  Seidensticker  moved — 

Th&<t  in' all  cases  of  petitions  for  opening  streets,  alleysj  &c,  the  petitioners 
be  required'  to  pay  the  costs  incidental  to  a  proceeding  for  opening  such 
street,  alley,  or  for  any  other  improvement. 

Mr.  Looomis  moved  to  lay  Mr.  Seidensticker78  motion  upon  the 
table. 

The  ayes  and  noes  were  demanded  on  the  question  to  lay  on  table. 

Those  who  voted  in  the  affirmative  were  Councilmen  Allen,  Brown, 
Grosvenor,  Kappes,  Loomis,  MacArthur  and  McNabb — 7.

On  motion  of  Dr.  Jameson,  the  motion  Was  then  referred'  to  the 
Committee  on  Revision  of  Ordinances. 

By  Dr.  Jameson : 

Whereas,  An  estimate  was  allowed  John  Stumph,  contractor  for  grading  and 
paving  the  sidewalks  on  Massachusetts  Avenue,  between  Pennsylvania  and 
New  Jersey  streets,  November  27th,  1865,  and  precept  issued  January  12th, 
1866:  A-ND  Whereas,  An  error  was  made  in  describing  the  real  estate 
sold-  on  said  precept :     Therefore, 

Be  it  resolved,  That  said  precept  and  sale  be  set  aside,  that  the  aforesaid

and  lots  10  and  11  owned  by  Bradshaw  &  Holmes),  be,  and  they  are  hereby,

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the  health  and  comfort  of  said  city  and  of  the  inhabitants  thereof,  and  that

Gentlemen: — In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  we  have  examined  th< 
ground  in  the  neighborhood  of  Stevens  street  with  the  view  of  determinin; 
the  most  feasible  method  of  draining  the  same,  and  respectfully  submit  th> 
following  report: 

The  natural  water  course  is  Virginia  creek;  this,  after  crossing  Virginii 
Avenue,  runs  west  along  an  alley  117  feet  south  of  and  parallel  with  Merril 
street  for  100  feet,  then  turning  south-west  crosses  Stevens  street,  then  curv 
ing  to  the  north  crosses  the  alley  just  mentioned  about  300  feet  east  of  Eas 
street.  We  would  recommend  that  the  water  be  taken  through  this  alle 
to  where  it  will  intersect  the  present  creek  channel.  This  new  channel  couL 
be  left  open  for  the  present,  though  the  width  and  slope  would  render  th.< 
alley  impassable.  The  water  from  Stevens  street  can  be  drained  into  thL 
creek  through  the  alley  between  lots  12  and  13,  Coffman's  sub-division.  Thi ■ 
drain,  as  also  the  one  proposed  to  conduct  the  water  from  McCarty  street  t< 
Stevens  street,  could  be  left  open  for  the  present  without  serious  inconvt: 
nience  to  the  property  owners.  When  the  improvements  are  such  as  to  Nj 
quire  it  they  can  be  covered.     We  also  deem  it  important  for  the  preserve -i 
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ion  of  the  work  already  done  on  Stevens  street  that  it  should  be  done  at 
nee. 

In  regard  to  the  drainage  of  north-east  end  of  Massachusetts  Avenue  and 
he  adjacent  grounds,  we  would  merely  renew  the  recommendation  made  by 
he  Board  of  Engineers  last  year:  "  To  bring  the  water  to  the  intersection  of 
t.  Clair  street  and  Massachusetts  Avenue,  thence  east  to  Railroad  street, 
hence  south,  for  the  present,  into  the  gravel  pit  of  the  Bellefontaino  Rail- 
oad  Company,  near  the  intersection  of  St.  Clair  and  Railroad  street,  and 

hen  that  pit  is  filled  take  the  water  down  Railroad  street  to  Michigan  or 

ermont  streets,  and  thence  east  into  Pogue's  Run." 

We  regard  it  as  very  important  that  St.  Clair  street,  at  its  intersection  with 
lassachusetts  Avenue,  and  as  far  east  as  Railroad  street,  should  be  kept  as 
3W  as  possible.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — At  the  close  of  another  year,  I  have  the  honor  to  again  present 
you  with  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  our  Fire  Department,  together  with  a 
detailed  statement  of  the  expenses  for  each  company,  the  number  of  fires  and 
alarms,  and  the  amount  of  losses  and  insurance,  also,  the  number  of  men  employ- 
ed and  their  names. 

The  expenses  of  the  Department  for  the  last  year,  from  May  15,  1865,  to  May 
15,  1866,  amounts  to  $20,920,56  of  this  amount  $16,684,09  has  been  paid  for  the 
men  employed  including  the  Chief,  leaving  but  $4,236,47  for  all  other  expenses. 

There  has  been  43  fires  and  alarms  during  the  year,  of  which  two  were  false 
alarms. 

The  amount  of  damage  done  by  fire  and  water  amounts  to  $273,961,00  on  which 
there  was  an  insurance  of  $265,167,00  leaving  a  total  loss  over  insurance  of 
$8,794.00. 

As  will  be  seen  by  this  report,  this  includes  the  great  fire  of  the  burning  of 
Kingan&  Co.'s  Pork  House.  The  loss  of  which  is  estimated  at  $249,208.00  which 
amount  was  covered  by  insurance.  This  has  been  the  largest  fire  ever  in  Indi- 
anaqolis,  and  although  the  department  was  out  in  excelent  time,  and  all  worked 
manfully  it  appears  that  nothing  could  be  done  to  stay  the  progress  of  the  flames, 
and  put  a  check  to  the  fire.  The  fact  that  the  building  was  very  tall,  and  per^ 
haps  one  of  the  largest  of  its  kind  in  the  United  States,  and  further,  that  within  a 
few  minutes  after  the  fire  was  discovered,  the  whole  building  appeared  to  be  one 
mass  of  flames,  it  would  have  been  impossible  to  save  any  part  of  the  building, 
even  if  we  had  had  an  aditional  force  of  two  or  three  more  engines  playing  on  the 
fire. 

I  would  state,  that  at  this  fire  two  of  our  engines,  (the  C.  B.  Davis  and  the  J. 
W.  Davis,)  after  having  worked  for  ten  hours,  suddenly  both  gave  way,  on  account 
of  defective  flues  in  the  boiler.  Engine  No.  2  worked  steady  all  the  time,  until 
the  following  night,  when  it  was  necessary  to  remove  her  to  the  Engine  house,  so 
that  she  might  be  ready  for  any  fire  that  might  occur  in  the  city  during  the  night. 

Allow  me  here  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of,  and  also,  to  express  my  sincere 
thanks  to  Messrs.  Kingan  &  Co.,  for  their  very  liberal  and  unexpected  gift  of 
$250,00  which  was,  according  to  their  direction,  distributed  among  the  members  of 
the  Fire  Department. 

Aside  from  the  above  fire,  our. losses  have  been  but  very  small,  the  next  heaviest 
losses  being  John  Brennan,  in  the  destruction  of  his  cooper  shop,  the  loss  being 
$6000,  and  Mr.  T.  B.  Eliott's  grain  ware  room,  the  loss  being  $4,800.  The  loss  of 
the  last  named,  would  not  have  been  more  than  one  half  the  amount,  but  for  the 
fact  that  our  best  Engine  was  at  that  time  in  the  shop  for  repairs. 

We  have  at  present  thirteen  horses  in  the  Department  all  of  which  are  in  the 
best  condition,  having  sold  all  the  oldest  horses  and  purchased  young  and  active 
horses  to  supply  their  places.  The  expences  of  feeding  this  number  of  horses, 
amounts  to  $784,35  being  $60,33^  to  each  horse  per  year,  and  about  16£  cents 
per  day. 

Since  my  last  annual  report,  four  new  cisterns  have  been  built,  in  different 
parts  of  the  city,  containing,  on  an  average,  about  500  barrels  of  water  each.  Some 
of  these  cisterns  are  leaky,  but  I  am  confident,  that  the  contractors,  will  have  them 
all  in  good  order  within  a  few  weeks,  as  a  sufficient  amount  of  money  is  yet  due 
him,  to  insure  the  work  to  be  done  right.  We  are  still  in  need  of  more  cisterns, 
and  I  would  name  eight  different  points,  where  cisterns  aught  to  be  built,  as  fol- 
lows: Illinois  street,  near  Merill,  South  and  School  streets,  Alabama  and  Cumber- 
land streets,  Winston  and  North  streets,  East  near  Vine  street,  Fort  Wayne  Ave- 
nue and  Delaware  street,  Meridian  and  Vermont  streets,  Tennessee  and  Walnut 
streets. 

With  these  additional  cisterns,  our  city  would  be  tolerably  well  supplied  for 
the  present.  Relying,  at  the  same  time,  on  the  canal,  and  Pogue's  Run  in  those 
parts  of  the  city,  I  would  state  that  cisterns  to  contain  400  barrels  of  water  would 
be  sufficient,  in  all  those  partes  of  the  city  above  named,  with  the  exception  of  the 
!  one  on  Alabama  and  Cumberland  streets,  it  to  contain  600  barrels.  I  would  also 
suggest  that  a  cistern  be  built  near  and  convenient  to  the  City  Hospital,  as  in  case 
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that  building,  or  any  part  of  said  building,  should  be  on  fire,  we  would  be  unable 
to  prevent  the  destruction  of  the  same,  on  account  of  there  being  no  water  that  we 
can  reach. 

Allow  me  again,  gentlemen,  to  urge  upon  you  to  purchase  a  Fire  Engine  this 
summer,  knowing  that  you  would  have  done  so  last  year,  but  owing  to  the  bad 
condition  of  our  finances  at  that  time.  I  trust  that  you  will  not  delay  this  matter 
now,  as  our  city  is  at  this  time  well  able  to  add  some  additional  force  to  our  Fire 
Department.  As  you  are  well  aware,  one  of  our  engines  may  soon  need  some  large 
repairs,  which  when  needed  will  throw  her  out  of  service  for  some  time.  Let  us, 
therefore,  not  delay  this  matter,  and  let  us  not  have  our  manufacturing  and  busi- 
ness establishments  burn  down,  for  the  want  of  a  good  Steam  Fire  Engine.  I  will 
say  in  this  connection  that  I  have  the  assurance  of  several  of  the  different  Insur 
ance  Agents,  that  they  will  assist  the  city  in  this  matter,  and  subscription  lists  will 
be  furnished  them  at  once,  should  you  so  desire,  and  should  you  see  fit  to  purchase 
an  engine. 

In  my  last  report  I  recommended,  should  an  engine  be  purchased,  that  it  be 
placed  in  the  Western  Engine  House,  and  that  the  old  one  be  used  as  an  extra  one, 
in  case  of  large  fires.  Since  then  improvements  have  been  made  on  that  engine, 
which  enables  her  to  make  steam  sooner  than  she  has  done  heretofore,  and  is  a  bet- 
ter protective  to  that  part  of  the  city. 

I  would  recommend,  should  an  engine  be  purchased,  that  it  be  located  in  the 
eastern  part  of  the  city,  some  where  near  east  Market  street.  A  suitable  house 
could  be  built  there  to  also  contain  the  Hook  and  Ladder  Wagon. 

I  would  state  that  during  last  summer  you  ordered  me  to  purchase  1000  feet  of 
rubber  hose.  Bids  were  at  once  solicited  from  the  different  manufacturers,  but  be- 
fore a  contract  was  made,  the  price  of  hose  advanced  from  $2.00  to  $2.75  cents  and 
$3.00  per  foot,  and  on  that  account  they  were  not  ordered.  We  have  now  an  offer 
to  furnish  them  at  $2.00  per  foot,  and  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Fire 
Department  a  contract  will  be  made  at  once,  and  the  hose  will  be  furnished  within 
a  few  weeks. 

I  would  state  that  the  wood  work  on  the  different  Engine  Houses  need  painting 
very  badly,  the  cost  of  which  will  be  about  $250.00.  I  would  ask  that  you  will 
order  the  work  done. 

I  would  further  state  that  since  the  date  of  this  report,  I  have  received  $100.00 
from  the  sale  of  a  horse  which  was  sold  at  $200.00  $100.00  of  which  is  yet 
unpaid.  I  have  also  received  $234.00,  balance  due  from  Torrent  Engine  Co.,  Fort 
Wayne,  Ind.,  which  amounts  are  not  included  in  this  report,  and  which  will  be 
paid  into  the  City  Treasury. 

The  estimated  expense  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  comming  year,  including 
no  additional  apparatus,  excepting  one  thousand  feet  of  new  hose,  is  $23,500,00. 

The  note  of  $500.00  due  from  Relief  Fire  Company,  Charleston  111.,  is  in  the 
hands  of  our  City  Attorney,  Byron  K.  Elliott,  who  will,  I  have  no  doubt,  collect 
the  same  in  a  short  time. 

I  herewith  submit  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  money  appropriated  by  you, 
in  my  favor,  also,  sums  received  by  me,  for  articles  sold  belonging  to  the  Fire 
Department,  and  for  amounts  received  for  pumping  water,  and  rents  from  old 
Hook  and  Ladder  House,  with  a  statement  also  for  amounts  paid  out  by  me  for 
sundry  articles  purchased  for  the  use  of  the  Fire  Department. 

Allow  me,  gentlemen,  in  conclusion  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  yourhoDor,- 
able  body  for  the  courtesy  shown  me  in  the  discharge  of  my  duty  as  Chief  Fire 
Engineer,  and  especially  to  the  gentlemen  of  the  Committee  on  Fire  Department, 
Messrs.  Allen  and  Grosvenor,  and  to  the  members  of  the  Fire  Department,  for 
the  faithfulness  and  alacrity  with  which  they  have  performed  their  duty.

The  sum  of  ten  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty-two  dollars  is 
hereby  appropriated  to  pay  the  salaries  provided  for  in  the  first  section  of 
this  ordinance,  and  the  Auditor  is  authorized  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the 
Treasurer,  in  payment  of  such  salaries,  in  favor  of  the  persons  entitled  to

Many  of  the  establishments  using  such  whistles  are  located  in  populous 
parts  of  the  ciEy,  and  the  sounding  of  such  whistle  is,  in  cases  of  sickness, 
often  productive  of  most  disastrous  results.  There  are  many  cases  in  which 
rest  and  sleep  are  absolutely  requisite  to  the  preservation  of  life,  and  unless 
this  can  be  obtained  death  inevitably  ensues.  Especially  is  this  true  of  the 
diseases  of  children.  The  sounding  of  a  steam  whistle  breaks  the  rest  and 
prevents  sleep,  and  causes,  in  many  cases,  death. 

The  blowing  of  steam  whistles  causes  animals  to  become  frightened,  run 
away,  destroy  property,  and  endanger  life.  It  is  surely  no  great  hardship  to 
deprive  any  establishment  of  the  use  of  a  whistle,  for  a  bell  will  answer  their 
purpose  as  well;  but  even  if  it  were  a  hardship,  we  respectfully  submit  that 
it  is  better  that  a  few  should  suffer  inconvenience  than  that  the  safety,  com- 
fort, and  convenience  of  the  entire  community  should  be  endangered.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  informed  that  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Common  Coun- 
cil some  communication  was  made  in  relation  to  certain  grading  and  bowl- 
dering  on  West  Washington  street.  I  have  not  seen  the  communication,  but 
infer  from  the  proceedings,  as  published  in  the  newspapers,  that  some  reflec- 
tion, direct  or  by  implication,  was  made  upon  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway 
Company.  In  the  absence  of  the  President  of  that  Company,  1  hope  you 
will  permit  me  to  say  to  the  Council,  through  you,  that  the  present  management 
will,  in  good  faith,  perform  everything  required  of  them  by  their  charter.  It  has  been 
represented  to  them  that  the  bowldering  referred  to  had  been  let  at  reason- 
able figures,  but  re-let  at  very  much  higher  rates,  merely  for  the  purpose  of 
reaching  the  Street  Railroad  Company;  and,  also,  that  a  large  majority  of 
the  property  holders  interested  were  opposed  to  the  last  letting.  It  is,  per- 
haps, proper  that  I  should  say  that  more  than  three-fourths  of  the  work  ne-

Gentlemen  : — I  have  examined  the  petition  of  Messrs.  Hubbard  &  Whitsit 
and  respectfully  submit  the  following  opinion : 

The  ordinance  granting  the  Street  Railway  Company  permission  to  use  the 
streets  of  the  city,  provides  that  the  Company  shall  pave,  bowlder,  or  other- 
wise improve  the  street,  and  on  their  failure  so  to  do  the  city  may  cause  the 
track  to  be  taken  up.  It  will,  however,  be  difficult  under  the  ordinance,  to 
remedy  the  evil  of  which  the  petitioners  complain.  I  know  of  no  proceed- 
ing by  which  the  Company  can  be  compelled  to  bowlder  until  the  street  shall 
have  been  first  bowldered  by  the  city.

Also,  the  following  general  ordinance  No.  60,  as  a  substitute  for 
ordinance  of  same  number  and  title  (reported  at  last  meeting,)  to-wit: 

An  Ordinance  providing  for  the  construction  of  a  sewer  and  drains  on  Illi- 
nois street,  between  the  center  of  Ohio  street  and  Pogue's  Run, 
Section  1.     Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 

That  there  shall  be  constructed  in  a  ditch  to  be  excavated  on  Illinois  street, 
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between  the  center  of  Ohio  street  and  Pogue's  Run,  a  sewer  of  the  following 
description  and  dimensions;  An  oval  arch  of  brick  nine  (9)  inches  thick, 
with  an  inside  diameter  from  the  center  of  one  side  to  the  center  of  the  other 
side  of  four  (4)  feet  and  three  (3)  inches,  and  an  inside  diameter  from  top  to 
bottom  of  five  feet;  the  arch  to  be  placed  in  an  excavated  ditch  at  such  depth 
as  will  bring  the  top  of  the  arch  below  the  frost-line;  the  brick  to  be  of  the 
best  hard-burned  brie'*  and  to  be  laid  in  cement,  the  upper  half  of  the  arch 
to  be  well  grouted  with  lime  on  the  outside;  and  when  the  same  is  complete 
and  the  connections  made  with  the  side  drains,  the  whole  to  be  covered  with 
gravel  and  the  street  above  to  be  placed  in  as  good  condition  as  before  the 
work  was  commenced.  On  such  portions  of  said  street  as  are  not  now  occu- 
pied in  part  by  the  tracks  of  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway,  such  sewer  shall  be 
constructed  in  a  ditch  to  be  excavated  in  the  center  of  such  street,  and  on 
such  portions  as  are  now  occupied  in  part  by  the  tracks  of  said  Railway, 
such  sewer  shall  be  constructed  in  a  ditch  to  be  excavated  midway  between 
the  curb-line  of  the  west  sidewalks  of  such  street  and  the  tracks  of  the  said 
Railway.  The  gutters  of  such  street  shall  be  raised  to  such  hight  from  the 
present  grade  as  will  allow  of  an  easy  flow  of  water  from  the  corners  of  the 
intersecting  streets  and  alleys  to  the  corners  of  the  intersecting  streets  or 
alleys  (as  the  case  may  be)  below.  At  each  corner  of  each  intersecting  street 
and  at  a  suitable  point  at  the  mouth  of  each  intersecting  alley  on  each  side 
of  such  street,  there  shall  be  constructed  suitable  catch-basins  to  receive  the 
water  from  the  gutters;  and  there  shall  also  be  constructed  of  hard-burned 
brick,  drains  to  carry  the  water  from  each  catch-basin  into  the  sewer;  such 
drains  to  have  an  inside  diameter  of  eighteen  inches,  and  to  be  square  in 
shape,  the  brick  to  be  laid  in  cement,  and  the  upper  portion  of  the  outside 
to  be  well  grouted  with  lime.  There  shall,  also,  be  left  in  such  sewer,  and  at 
the  top  thereof,  a  sufficient  number  of  man  holes,  with  iron  coverings,  to  en- 
able such  sewer  to  be  properly  cleaned  from  time  to  time 

Sec.  2.  Such  sewer  and  connecting  drains  and  catch-basins  shall  be  con- 
structed by  the  contractor  to  whom  the  Common  Council  shall,  hereafter, 
award  the  contract,  under  the  superintendence  of  a  Civil  Engineer  to  be 
hereafter  appointed  by  the  Common  Council  for  that  purpose,  who  shall  pre- 
pare plans  and  specifications  of  such  work  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance,  and  shall,  from  time  to  time,  report  the  progress  of  the 
work,  and  when  the  same  shall  be  completed  to  his  satisfaction  report  that 
fact,  together  with  his  estimate  of  the  entire  cost  of  such  work,  to  the  Com- 
mon Council. 

Sec.  3.  The  entire  cost  of  removing  the  street  pavements,  of  excavating 
the  ditch  for  such  sewer,  of  constructing  the  arched  sewer,  and  connecting 
drains  and  catch-basins,  of  covering  the  sewer  and  drains,  of  re-paving  or 
re-graveling  the  street,  and  of  changing  the  grade  of  the  gutters  and  re-pav- 
ing the  same,  shall  be  assessed  to  and  collected  from  the  owners  of  the  lots 
and  parts  of  lots  bordering  on  each  side  of  Illinois  street,  between  Ohio  and 
Pogue's  Run,  and  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  in  the 
following  proportions,  to-wit: 

1.  Twenty  (20)  per  cent,  of  the  entire  cost  to  be  assessed  to  and  collected 
from  the  owners  of  lots  or  parts  of  lots  fronting  on  each  side  of  that  portion 
of  Illinois  street  lying  between  Ohio  street  and  Market  street,  and  that  por- 
tion of  said  street  lying  between  South  street  and  Pogue's  Run. 

2.  Five  (5)  per  cent  of  the  entire  cost  to  be  assessed  to  and  collected  from 
the  owners  of  lots  or  parts  of  lots  fronting  on  each  side  of  that  portion  of 
Illinois  street  lying  between  Market  street  and  a  point  on  Illinois-street  one 
hundred  and  ninety-five  (195)  feet  north  of  Washington  street. 

3.  Twenty-two  (22)  per  cent,  of  the  entire  cost  to  be  assessed  and  collect- 
ed from  the  owners  of  lots  or  parts  of  lots  fronting  on  each  side  of  that  por- 
tion of  Illinois  street  lying  between  a  point  on  such  street  one  hundred  and 
ninety-five  (195)  feet  north  of  Washington  street  and  a  point  on  Illinois  street 
onp  hundred  and  ninety-five  (195)  feet  south  of  Washington  street. 

4.  Thirty-three  and  one-third  (33£)  per  cent,  of  the  entire  cost  t  be  as- 
sessed to  and  collected  from  the  owners  of  lots  or  parts  of  lots  fronting  on

Mr.  Coburn  from  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements  submitted  the 
following  report  from  Messrs.  Cunningham  and  Brown,  Civil  Engi- 
neers, to  whom  the  matter  was  referred,  in  connection  with  the  Board 
of  Public  Improvements,  to-wit  : 

Indianapolis,  July  19, 18C6. 
To  the  Board  af  Public  Improvements : 

Gentlemen:  —  Tn  accordance  with  your  instructions,  we  have  made  a  sur- 
vey of  out-lot  101,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  location  of  Stevens 
street. 

We  extended  our  measurements  from  South  street  to  McCarty,  and  from 
New  Jersey  to  Virginia  aVenue.  Merrill  street,  east  of  Alabama,  is  not 
marked  by  any  permanent  improvement.  The  north  line  of  the  street,  as 
we  ran  it,  is  about  fourteen  inches  farther  south  at  New  Jersey  than  the 
present  line,  and  eighteen  inches  farther  south  at  East  street,  but  agrees 
with  the  street,  as  at  present  located,  at  Delaware  and  the  avenue.  The 
south  side  of  the  street  is  eighteen  inches  further  south  at  East  street,  and 
two  feet  and  nine  inches  at  the  avenue  —  Merrill  street,  between  East  and 
the  avenue,  being  less  than  forty  feet  wide. 

Though  Merrill  street  has  been  placed  further  south  at  East  street,  there 
is  still  a  surplus  of  ground  between  Merrill  and  McCarty,  and  a  small  defi- 
ciency between  Merrill  and  South.  It  would  have  been  better  to  have  placed 
it  still  further  south,  had  it  not  interfered  too  much  with  the  improvements. 
We  also  ran  the  south-west  line  of  Virginia  avenue  from  East  street  to 
Bradshaws  treet.  This  agrees  very  closely  with  the  present  line,  except  in 
out-lot  No.  102. 

Having  established  the  intersection  of  Virginia  avenue  and  Merrill  street, 
we  measured  the  distance  from  Merrill  to  Stevens,  and  found  it  six  feet  and 
fi>e  inches  less  than  the  recorded  plat  required.  We  also  found  that  Merrill 
and  McCarty  streets  were  both  at  right  angles  with  East  street,  while  Stevens 
street  ran  noith  of  east,  making  an  angle  of  twenty-four  minutes  with  Mer- 
rill and  McCarty  streets. 

We  ran  the  east  line  of  East  street  from  the  avenue  to  Dougherty  street, 
making  no  change  at  either  end.  This  line  coincided  with  the  present  street 
at  Merrill,  but  ran  twenty  inches  east  at  McCarty,  but  still  leaves  a  sufficient 
quantity  of  ground  between  this  point  and  the  avenue. 
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The  distance  from  East  street  to  the  avenue,  measured  on  the  south  side 
of  Merrill,  as  we  have  located  it,  agrees  with  the  measurement  given  on 
the  original  plat,  and  also  on  the  recorded  subdivision.  This  survey  places 
Mr.  Jasper's  house  six  feet  and  five  inches  in  Stevens  street,  and  J.  B. 
Kelly's  house  five  feet  in  the  alley.  It  will  also  change  the  lines  of  the  lots 
so  os  to  interfere  more  or  less  with  the  buildings. 

We  have  not  yet  made  all  the  surveys  you  ordered,  but  as  the  city  had  in 
contemplation  the  construction  of  a  sewer  through  and  alley  in  out-lot  101,  it 
was  necessary  to  ascertain  the  location  of  the  alley  as  soon  as  possible.  For 
this  reason  we  have  made  this  partial  report.

It  appears  that  in  the  sub-division  of  out-lot  178,  the  measurement  was- 
commenced  4^  feet  too  far  east,  and  extended  4£  feet  into  out-lot  181. 

There  is  an  error  of  3  feet  in  the  measurement  of  out-lot  180  from,  east  to 
west.     This  causes  an  offset  of  3  feet  in  East  street. 

According  to  the  original  plat  of  the  city,  out-lot  179  lies  immediately  north 
of  out-lot  178,  and  is  of  the  same  length  east  and  west.  Now  178  is  located 
4£  feet  further  east  than  179,  which  causes  another  offset  in  East  street. 

The  main  cause  of  the  difficulty  in  out-lot  181  arises  from  the  incorrect 
location  of  178. 

There  is  ground  enough  between  New  Jersey  street  and  Massachusetts 
Avenue  for  all  of  property  divided.  At  present  the  streets  in  some  places 
encroach  on  the  lots,  and  in  other  places  the  lots  encroach  on  the  streets.

Indianapolis,  July  30,  1866. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

The  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys,  to  whom  was  referred  the  commu- 
nication of  Wm.  II.  English,  Treasurer  of  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany, beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  given  the  subject  careful  considera- 
tion. They  find  that  this  Company  has  more  than  kept  faith  with  the  Coun- 
cil in  the  requirements  of  its  Charter  as  to  constructing  a  certain  number  of 
miles  of  railway  within  a  given  time,  and  as  to  the  quality  of  the  cars  and 
stock  used  in  operating  the  road.  In  fact,  a  greater  number  of  miles  of  track 
has  been  laid  than  required,  and  the  cars  and  stock  used  are  equal  to  those 
provided  in  any  city. 

Your  Committee  find  that  as  extensions  of  lines  of  Street  Railway  have 
been  made,  the  price  of  real  estate  in  the  vicinity  of  the  extensions  has  been 
greatly  enhanced,  and  thus  thousands  of  dollars  of  increased  taxables  have 
been  added  to  the  City's  Tax  Duplicate.  In  many  parts  of  the  city  these 
lines  are  of  great  convenience  and  are  almost  indispensable,  while  the  citi- 
zens, generally,  are  enabled  to  go  by  an  easy  and  quick  mode  of  conveyance 
from  one  part  of  the  city  to  another.  Of  course  the  occupancy  of  a  portion 
of  the  street  with  the  tracks  causes  some  inconvenience  to  the  passage  of 
vehicles,  but  this  inconvenience  was  expected  when  the  Charter  was  granted. 
It  is  believed,  however,  that  such  inconvenience  is  not  to  be  compared  with 
the  corresponding  benefits  derived,  and  they  are,  certainly,  much  less  in  this, 
city  than  in  others  where  the  streets  are  much  narrower. 

The  Charter  requires  that  the  space  between  the  rails  and  two  feet  on  each 
side  shall  be  bowldered,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  of  a  pending  contract  for 
bowldering  a  portion  of  West  Washington  street,  the  question  is  raised  by 
the  managing  officers  of  the  Company  whether  the  interests  of  the  city  and 
the  private  rights  of  citizens  cannot  be  subserved  by  the  Council  yielding, 
for  the  time  being,  the  strict  enforcement  of  this  requirement,  so  far  as  re- 
lates to  bowldering  between  the  rails.  .  There  is  no  controversy  as  to  the  two- 
feet  outside  of  the  rails,  the  Company  having  arranged  with  the  contractors 
to  have  that  part  done  by  them  on  the  portion  of  the  street  referred  to.  It 
is  thought  by  the  Company  that  if  the  space  between  the  rails  be  well  grav- 
eled, or  covered  with  cinders  from  the  Rolling  Mill,  that  the  tracks  can  be 
as  easily  crossed  by  vehicles  as  if  the  same  were  paved  with  bowlder  stones. 
The  bowlder  pavement,  the  Company  claim,  is  exceedingly  injurious  to  the 
animals  used  in  operating  the  road,  and  they  ask  that  the  Council  relieve 
them,  for  the  present,  from  being  compelled  to  lay  such  a  pavement  between 
the  rails,  pledging  themselves  to  gravel  or  cinder  the  space  in  such  manner 
as  will  allow  the  crossing  the  track  with  vehicles  as  easy  as  if  the  space  were 
bowldered. 

While  your  Committee  would  not  recommend  the  Council  to  take  any  ac- 
tion that  would  interfere  with  private  rights,  or  which  might  relieve  the  Com- 
pany, permanently,  from  the  requirement  of  its  Charter,  they  are  of  opinion 
that  in  view  of  the  benefits  already  received,  and  to  be  hereafter  received, 
by  the  extension  of  these  lines  of  railway,  that,  with  the  exception  of  Wash- 
ington street,  the  strict  enforcement  of  the  requirements  as  to  bowldering 
between  the  rails,  except  on  bowldered  streets,  might  be  dispensed  with  un- 
til the  Common  Council  may,  in  its  discretion,  see  fit  to  require  such  work  to 
be  done,  and  that  graveling  or  cindering  between  the  tracks  be  substituted,. 
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the  same  to  be  done  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Street  Commissioner.  They, 
therefore,  recommend  that  the  City  Attorney  be  directed  to  prepare  an  or-

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Fire  Department,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  resolution  to  report  as  to  the  expediency  of  purchasing  one  or  more 
Steam  Fire  Engines  for  the  use  of  the  city,  and  also  to  ascertain  the  cost  of 
the  same  and  putting  them  into  practical  operation,  would  herewith  most 
respectfully  report,  that,  in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  one  more  Steam 
Fire  Engine  is  necessary  to  protect  our  city  from  large  fires,  and  as  in  our 
opinion  a  fire  engine  would  be  of  little  service  unless  a  practical  company  is 
attached  to  work  and  put  the  same  into  practical  operation,  we  would  there- 
fore recommend  that  a  new  Steam  Fire  Engine  be  purchased,  and  also  a  hose 
reel  and  600  feet  of  rubber  hose,  and  whatever  else  may  be  necessary  ;  snd 
also  that  an  additional  company  be  organized  to  work  and  put  the  same  into 
practical  operation ;  and  we  would  suggest  that,  for  the  present,  said  engine 
and  company  be  stationed  in  the  Engine  House  now  used  as  a  Hook  and 
Ladder  House,  located  on  New  Jersey  street  one-half  square  north  of  Wash- 
ington street,  as  but  a  trifling  expense  would  be  necessary  to  fit  this  house 
for  that  purpose. 

And  we  would  further  suggest  that  a  new  house  be  built  to  contain  the 
Hook  and  Ladder  wagon  on  the  grounds  alongside  and  south  of  the  Marion 
Engine  House,  corner  of  Massachusetts  Avenue  and  New  York  street,  there 
being  13  feet  and  8  inches  of  ground,  running  back  the  whole  length  of  said 
lot.  and  which  amount  will  be  sufficient  for  that  purpose,  the  building  requir- 
ing but  the  one  side  and  the  two  end  walls,  there  will  be  about  brick  enough 
in  the  former  Hook  and  Ladder  House,  on  the  East  Market  Square,  to  build 
the  house  required;  we  would  recommend  that  the  same,  and  all  other  ma- 
terial therein  that  may  be  suitable,  be  used  for  that  purpose.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
That  section  5  of  the  above  entitled  ordinance  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows,  to-wit: 

Sec.  5.  Said  Board  shall  cause  to  be  made  to  the  Common  Council  from 
the  register  of  patients,  weekly,  monthly,  and  annual  reports,  setting  forth 
fully  in  tabular  form  the  contents  of  said  register  for  the  several  periods 
therein  named.  They  shall,  also,  cause  to  be  made  from  the  account  book 
of  current  expenses,  and  the  register  of  employees,  monthly  and  annual  re- 
ports to  the  Common  Council,  giving  in  detail  the  entire  expenditure  of  the 
Institution  for  the  periods  named,  and  the  exact  average  expense  per  capita 
per  diem,  of  patients  ;  said  average  to  be  obtained  from  an  aggregate  of  all 
expenses  except  those  incurred  in  the  outfit  of  the  Hospital.  The  Superin- 
tendent, or  Hospital  Steward,  when  elected  or  employed,  as  provided  in  sec- 
tion 3  of  this  ordinance,  shall  receipt  to  the  City  Auditor  for  all  property  of 
whatever  character  coming  into  his  hands,  and  shall  be  held  responsible  for 
the  cost  or  estimated  value  of  the  same:  Provided,  In  case  property  shall  be 
worn  out,  lost,  or  destroyed  by  unavoidable  accident,  or  properly  expended 
with  the  sick  or  inmates  of  the  Institution,  the  Common  Council  may  relieve 
said  Superintendent  or  Steward  of  any  part  of  said  obligation. 

Sec.  2.     This  ordinance  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Brown,  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  pre- 
vious session  were  dispensed  with. 

Before  taking  up  the  regular  order  of  business,  Dr.  George  W. 
Mears,  President  of  the  Board  of  Health,  submitted  the  following 
report : 

Indianapolis,  August  13,  1866. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

The  Board  of  Health,  acting  in  conformity  with  an  ordinance  passed  at  the 
last  sitting  of  the  Council,  directing  "  an  inquiry  as  to  whether  the  health  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  western  portion  of  the  city  is  affected  injuriously  by 
a  certain  large  swamp  one-half  mile  west  of  White  river,"  beg  leave  to  re- 
port that  they  have  made  a  thorough  examination  of  the  marshy  district  west 
of  White  river,  and  have  no  hesitation  in  pronouncing  it  the  source  of  most 
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of  the  malarial  disease  to  which  the  western  and  south-western  sections  of  the 
city  is  annually  subject.  It  would,  indeed,  be  difficult,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Board,  to  exaggerate  the  ill  effects  of  these  permanently  existing  causes  upon 
the  sanitary  condition  of  the  otherwise  healthy  locality  of  our  city. 

The  consequence  of  the  persistent  exposure  of  the  human  system  to  mias- 
matic exhalations,  has  long  since  ceased  to  be  problematical — that  poison 
which  dwarfed  the  bodies  and  lives  of  the  inhabitants  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
pontine  marshes  two  thousand  years  ago  is  identical  with  that  which  pales 
the  faces  and  weakens  the  limbs  to-day  of  the  denizens  surrounding  Lake 
McCarty.  Deadly  in  its  nature,  it  is  neither  cognizable  by  the  senses  nor  de- 
tectable by  chemical  tests,  but  is  recognized  by  its  effects  often  two  or  three 
miles  from  the  source  of  its  generation. 

The  large  swamp  which  we  think  chargeable  with  the  greatest  production 
of  malaria,  about  one  mile  west  of  White  river,  is  semi-circular  in  form,  and 
lies  just  at  the  foot  of  the  bluff,  or  second  bank  of  the  river,  which  girts  the 
alluvial  soil  on  the  shore  of  that  stream.  Beside  the  water  which  would 
naturally  collect  on  such  low  ground,  it  is  probably  supplied  by  springs  issu- 
ing from  the  bluff.  This  marsh  is  about  one  mile  long  and  from  fifty  to  two 
hundred  feet  in  width  at  different  points.  It  hugs  the  uplands  closely  in  its 
passage  south  from  its  northern  extremity  near  the  National  Road  to  a  point 
near  the  crossing  of  the  Mooresville  Gravel  Road,  where  it  blends  with  a 
short  branch  of  the  bayou  upon  McCarty's  property,  apparently  its  natural 
outlet. 

We  find  this  marsh  filled  with  old  decayed  and  decaying  trees,  shaded  by 
short,  worthless  timber  and  under  brush,  and  covered  at  most  points  with  a 
rank  growth  of  weeds  and  coarse  grass,  excepting  occasional  pools  of  stag- 
nant water  thirty  or  forty  feet  in  diameter  covered  with  a  green  scum.  "We 
had  no  means  of  ascertaining  the  depth  of  these  pools  of  water,  but  learn 
that  they  are  nowhere  more  than  a  foot  or  two  deep,  leaving  the  inference 
clear  that  surface  drainage  is  practicable  and  may  be  effected  at  small  cost. 
]n  addition  to  this  mode  of  getting  rid  of  the  nuisance,  which  the  Board 
strongly  urge  a*<  the  earliest  suitable  season,  they  regard  the  clearing  the 
ground  perfectly  of  all  fallen  and  standing  trees  and  under  brush  as  essential 
to  the  free  discharge  of  water  and  the  proper  exposure  to  the  action  of  frost 
of  next  winter  the  great  mass  of  decomposing  vegetable  matter  which  un- 
derlies their  growth,  and  which,  without  this  freezing  process,  is  the  source, 
when  exposed  to  the  summer  sun,  of  the  noxious  effluvia  which  abounds  in 
all  marshy  localities.  It  may  be  well  to  say  at  this  point,  for  reasons  above 
stated,  that  the  autumn  is  the  appropriate  season  for  drainage.  The  danger 
of  exposing  the  bottoms  of  wet  grounds  to  summer  heats,  by  spring  draining, 
must  be  too  obvious  to  require  condemnation  at  our  hands. 

The  next  point  of  importance  to  which  the  Board  ask  your  attention,  is  the 
condition  of  the  Great  Bayou  passing  through  Mr.  McCarty's  property,  much 
nearer  the  city  than  the  swamp  first  spoken  of.  The  mouth  of  this  bayou 
just  below  the  Terre  Haute  Railroad  Bridge,  has  capacity  for  the  admission 
of  a  large  body  of  water,  which  ,in  periods  of  freshets,  passesses  around  what 
is  known  as  the  Island  with  considerable  current,  and  would  probably  wash 
its  bottoms  level,  so  as  to  leave  their  surface  dry  in  seasons  of  low  water,  were 
it  not  for  the  fact  that  fallen  timber  has  been  permitted  to  obstruct  the  free 
passage  of  water,  and  thus  create  at  many  places  stagnant  pools  of  greater  or 
less  extent,  which  are  the  fruitful  source  of  malaria,  and  being  nearer  the 
city,  doubtless  the  cause  of  much  disease  on  the  east  bank  of  the  river. 

The  remedy  suggested  for  this  great  evil  is,  first,  to  construct  a  substantial 
levee  across  the  mouth  of  the  bayou,  and  then,  as  in  the  case  of  the  marsh 
just  treated,  remove  all  obstructions  from  logs  and  under  brush,  and  if  upon 
proper  survey  found  necessary,  ditch  the  lower  end,  so  as  to  allow  the  escape 
of  all  water  which  may  be  supplied  by  springs  from  the  sides  of  the  bayou. 
Thus  managed  the  beneficial  effects  would  be  manifested  within  a  year  or 
two,  while  the  deposits  made  by  the  back  water  of  freshets  would  in  a  few 
years  so  fill  up  the  canal  as  to  make  its  bottoms  arable,  and  thus  for  all  time 
remove  this  just  occasion  for  complajfit, 
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It  is  scarcely  necessary,  perhaps,  in  passing  to  remind  your  committee  hav- 
ing charge  of  the  subject,  that  the  garbage  which  is  hauled  from  the  city  in 
that  direction  is  dumped  upon  the  water's  edge,  at  the  crossing  of  White 
river,  exposing  mounds  of  it  to  the  hot  sun  for  weeks  to  be  carried  away, 
after  it  has  done  all  the  mischief  it  is  capable  of,  by  the  next  rise  of  the  river. 
Heavy  penalties  should  be  enforced  for  the  violation  of  the  ordinonee  requir- 
ing all  such  deposits  to  be  made  in  the  current  of  the  stream. 

Against  the  bluff  on  this  side  of  the  river  there  are  the  remains  of  an  old 
marsh  with  enough  yet  of  decomposed  and  decaying  vegetable  matter  in  it 
to  poison  an  entire  neighborhood,  which  needs  more  thorough  draining.  A 
culvert  should  by  all  means  be  made  through  the  road  leading  to  the  river, 
and  the  ditch  already  made  below  so  deepened  as  to  carry  away  the  water 
now  standing  iu  it,  as  it  must  always  do,  to  the  danger  of  all  living  in  its 
vicinity,  without  the  facilities  for  its  escape  suggested. 

The  work  recommended  would  be  made  at  comparatively  small  expense 
beyond  the  cost  of  survey ;  and  it  is  believed  that  a  large  portion  of  this  cost 
would  be  cheerfullv  sustained  by  the  holders  of  property  on  the  line  of  their 
improvements,  since  they  would  tend  greatly  to  benefit  the  health  of  the 
immediate  neighborhood,  as  well  as  reclaim  many  acres  of  very  valuable 
land. 

The  advantage  to  the  city  in  the  way  of  improving  its  general  sanitary  con- 
dition, would,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Health,  be  incalculable,  and 
they  therefore  very  respectfully  but  earnestly  urge  upon  the  consideration 
of  your  honorable  body  the  adoption  of  measures  for  its  completion  without 
delay. 

Which,  on  motion,  of  Dr.  Thompson,  was  received  and  laid  upon 
the  table  for  the  present.

and  steep,  and  part  dipping  toward  said  intersection.  The  effect  of  said 
grading  and  variation  from  the  profile  is  to  obstruct  the  view  from  Alabama 
to  New  Jersey  street  to  such  an  extent  that  a  man  standing  at  the  intersec- 
tion of  New  Jersey  street  cannot  see  a  wagon  and  horses  passing  the  inter- 
section of  Alabama  street;  and  further  effect  is  to  create  a  pond  of  water  in 
front  of  your  petitioners  property,  with  no  outlet,  as  before  stated,  except  by 
evaporation. 

And  furthermore,  New  Jersey  street  being  graded,  and  sidewalks  graveled 
according  to  the  profile,  it  now  makes  a  sudden  jog  down  to  Merrill  street 
of  about  18  inches.  That  said  grading  of  Merrill  street  is  not  done  in  con- 
formity with  the  stakes  as  set  by  the  former  Engineer;  neither  is  the  gravel- 
ing in  quality  or  quantity  according  to  contract. 

Your  petitioner  desires  this  petition  referred  to  the  Civil  Engineer,  with 
instructions  to  examine  said  grading  and  report  at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Council,  and  that  your  honorable  body  will  then  take  such  action  thereon  as 
the  good  of  the  city  and  the  rights  of  parties  demand.

His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  announced  that  the  first  business  in  order 
was  to  receive  the  report  of  the  Select  Committee  on  the  equaliza- 
tion of  the  assessment  for  the  year  1866. 

By  Dr.  P.  H.  Jameson,  Chairman  of  Select  Committee  : 

Indianapolis,  August  15,  1866. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen: — We,  the  undersigned,  to  whom  was  referred  sundry  com- 
plaints in  regard  to  the  assessment  of  1866,  have  examined  the  same,  and 
now  report  to  your  honorable  body  our  action  in  the  premises : 

1st.  Gideon  Lloyd,  improvement  on  lot  11,  in  square  14,  we  have  reduced 
$200.00.     The  ground  is  assessed  the  same  as  the  adjoining  ground. 

2d.  Mary  N.  Hubbard  owns  lots  46  and  47  in  out-lot  100,  assessed  at  $400, 
which  we  have  reduced  $100  each,  making  it  conform  to  the  balance  of  the 
real  estate  in  the  vicinity. 
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3d.  Andrew  Curtis  complains  of  the  assessment  of  improvements  on  lot 
2,  in  out-lot  4,  the  same  having  been  erroneously  assessed  at  $3,000,  which  we 
have  changed  to  $2,000.  The  ground  is  assessed  no  higher  than  that  adjoin- 
ing it,  and  in  that  we  have  made  no  reduction. 

Andrew  Curtis  also  complains  of  the  assessment  on  the  south  half  of  lot 
11,  in  square  64,  and  improvement.  We  have  examined  the  same  and  find 
that  the  improvement  is  low  enough,  that  the  ground  is  no  higher  than  the 
ground  adjoining  his,  and  therefore  report  that  the  same  stand  as  assessed. 

4th.  We  have  also  examined  the  complaint  made  by  S.  Kahn,  on  lot  4,  in 
out-lot  62,  and  have  reduced  the  improvement  $1,000,  leaving  the  improve- 
ment at  $3,000.  which  we  believe  to  be  fair  and  just.  We  have  made  no  re- 
duction on  the  ground,  as  that  is  assessed  no  higher  than  the  ground  adjoin- 
ing it. 

5th.  We  have  also  examined  the  case  of  Rev.  John  A.  Brouse;  he  was 
over  assessed  last  year,  evidently  by  mistake,  too  much,  which  has  since  been 
refunded  to  him  by  your  honorable  body.  He  is  not  assessed  any  higher 
this  year  than  the  property  holders  adjoining  him. 

6th.  E.  H.  Mayo  &  Co.  complains  of  an  over  assessment  on  personal  pro- 
perty and  asks  an  abatement  on  the  same,  which  your  committee  cannot 
recommend  under  the  law  as  it  now  stands.  We  believe  the  said  firm  has 
since  been  informed  by  some  person,  that  they  were  not  required  to  give  in 
the  amount  of  their  effects  held  by  them  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1866, 
as  the  law  requires  that  they  should  do,  and  which  they  have  done,  as  their 
statement  on  file  with  the  City  Auditor  will  show. 

7th.  James  H.  McKernan  complains  that  the  assessment  on  "45  feet  east 
of  45  feet  west  end  of  lot  1,  in  square  33,"  and  house,  is  too  high  on  lot  and 
improvement.  We  have  reduced  the  improvement  on  same  from  $4,500  to 
$3,500,  which  we  believe  to  be  right,  but  the  ground  is  no  higher  assessed 
than  adjoining  lots. 

Mr.  McKernan  also  asks  a  reduction  on  lot  9  and  improvement,  in  square 
46,  and  on  95  feet  south  end  of  lot  6,  in  square  72,  but  we  have  examined 
the  same  and  cannot  recommend  any  reduction. 

He  also  asks  a  reduction  on  lots  1,  2,  3  and  4  (in  McKernan's  sub-division), 
in  out-lot  100,  which  we  have  reduced  $100  to  conespond  with  other  lots  ad- 
joining. 

8th.  Jesse  Jones  complains  that  the  valuation  is  too  high  on  41  feet  of 
parts  of  lots  2  and  3,  in  square  54,  and  the  improvement  thereon.  We  have 
examined  the  complaint  and  reduced  the  value  of  the  ground  from  $4,150 
to  $3,950,  and  the  improvement  from  $4,000  to  $3,300,  which  we  belive  to  be 
right  and  corresponding  with  the  real  estate  snrrounding  it

Deducting  the  floating  debt  and  the  expenses  of  the  current  year  as 
above  estimated,  will  leave  a  balance  in  the  Treasury  March  20th, 
1867,  of $4,605  20 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  accompanying  correspondence  with  the  holders  of 
our  Bank  Loan  that  it  must  be  paid  within  the  coming  year.  This  payment 
will  have  to  be  made  either  from  the  proceeds  of  this  year's  taxes,  or  from 
the  sale  of  Bonds  at  such  a  discount  as  will  be  discreditable  to  the  city  and 
almost  ruinous  to  her  finances. 

In  view  of  all  the  circumstances,  your  Committee  earnestly  recommend  to 
your  honorable  body  that  a  sufficient  levy  be  made  on  the  duplicate  of  this 
year  to  absorb  the  entire  floating  debt  of  the  city,  and  that  there  be  adopted 
after  the  first  of  March,  1867,  a  system  of  prompt,  cash  payment  to  meet  all 
current  expenses  of  the  city  from  that  date. 

The  advantages  of  carrying  out  this  plan  can  scarcely  be  over-estimated. 
Take,  as  an  example,  the  current  year's  expenses  at  a  low  estimate,  the  city 
pays  interest  on  Bank  Debt,  Bonds  and  Warrants  amounting,  in  the  aggre- 
gate, to  $25,000.00.  Besides  this,  the  loss  on  $200,000.00  of  demand  warrants 
is  not  less  than  $30,000.00.  Making  an  aggregate  loss  of  $55,000.00,  as  be- 
tween the  further  continuance  of  the  presant  plan  of  finances  and  that  re- 
commended by  your  Committee. 

The  amount  which  can  thus  be  saved  would  reduce  our  current  expenses 
from  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  to  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars, and  would  pay  the  expenses  of  the  Police  Force,  Fire  Department  and 
City  Lamps,  or  would  enable  the  city  to  adopt  a  general  system  of  sewerage, 
which  would  soon  drain  the  entire  city. 

Your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  tho  foregoing  estimate  of  expenses 
can  be  considerably  reduced,  as  follows: 

By  postponing  the  purchasing  of  a  new  Steam  Fire  Engine  until  next 

year $5,500  00 

By  turning  off  the  gas  of  City  Lamps  at  midnight 6,000  00 

By  postponing  the  building  of  the  City  Jail  one  year 5,000  00 

By  postponing  work  on  House  of  Refuge 5,000  00 

By  dispensing  with  Detective  Police  Force 2,000  00 

By  doing  less  in  the  way  of  Street  Scraping 5,000  00 

Total  reduction . $28,500  00 

The  saving  of  the  whole  or  part  of  this  amount  will  not  more  than  leave 
a  surplus  sufficient  to  enable  the  city  to  pay  cash  after  the  close  of  the  pres- 
ent fiscal  year. 

We  herewith  report  an  ordinance  for  the  raising  of  a  revenue  for  the  pres- 
nt  year. 
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Your  Committee  might  present  additional  and  weighty  considerations  in 
favor  of  the  line  of  policy  recommended,  but  prefer  to  leave  the  further  dis- 
cussion of  the  same  to  your  honorable  body.

And  said  Auditor 
shall  thereupon  issue  to  the  holder  of  such  certificate  a  new  warrant  for  the 
amount  of  the  principal  and  accrued  interest  named  in  such  certificate,  re- 
citing thereon  the  number  of  the  Treasurer's  certificate  on  which  it  was  issued, 
and  to  become  due  in  eighteen  months  from  the  date  of  its  issue,  and  paya- 
ble in  cash,  to  which  shall  be  attached  three  interest  coupons,  the  first  due 
in  six,  the  second  in  twelve,  and  the  third  in  eighteen  months,  and  estimat- 
ing interest  at  the  rate  of  ten  per  centum  per  annum  on  the  amount  of  such 
new  warrant,  and  also  payable  in  cash  ;  and  the  first  and  second  due  of  said 
coupons  shall  be  receivable  at  any  time  for  taxes  of  1866  and  1867,  and  the 
last  due  shall  be  receivable  at  any  time  for  taxes  of  1867,  and  the  said  war- 
rants shall  be  receivable  at  any  time  for  taxes  of  1867. 

Sec.  2.  The  City  Auditor  shall  have  printed  the  necessary  blank  forms 
for  such  warrants  with  coupons  attached,  and  shall  date  the  same  and  all 
coupons  of  the  date  of  issue  of  the  Treasurer's  certificate,  and  said  warrants 
shall  have  printed  thereon  "On  account  of  redemption  of  existing  debt." 
The  Auditor  shall  commence  numbering  such  warrants  at  No.  1,  and  so  con- 
tinue in  numerical  order,  and  shall  register  them  in  a  separate  book,  and 
showing  in  d^tinct  and  separate  columns  the  No.,  date  of  issue,  to  whom 
issued,  the  amount  of  original  principal  and  interest  separate,  and  the  aggre- 
gate of  both,  and  the  amount  of  each  coupon,  and  when  due,  and  leaving 
each  alternate  cross  line  blank  for  future  memoranda,  or  else  leaving  spaces 
between  the  columns  for  such  purpose.  The  Auditor  may  issue  one  or  more 
warrants  upon  one  certificate  in  sums  to  suit  the  holder,  and  shall  indorse 
upon  such  Treasurer's  certificate  the  No.  and  amount  of  each  warrant  issued 
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thereon,  and  shall  tile  away  and  carefully  preserve  such  certificate,  and  shall 
also  recite  in  or  indorse  upon  each  warrant  issued  by  him  the  No.  of  the 
Treasurer's  certificate  for  which  the  same  was  issued.  He  shall  also  write 
on  the  present  registry  of  orders,  opposite  the  number  of  each  order  re- 
deemed by  the  Treasurer,  the  word  "  exchanged,"  and  the  date  of  such  ex- 
change. 

Sec  3  The  Treasurer  shall  report  to  the  Council  at  its  first  meeting  in 
each  month  the  amount  of  the  principal  of  the  warrants  to  be  redeemed  by 
him  during  the  preceding  month,  and  the  amount  of  interest  and  the  aggre- 
gate of  both,  and  the  Council  shall  make  the  necessary  appropriation  to  the 
Treasurer  for  the  amount  of  such  interest;  and  the  Auditor  shall  also  report 
the  amount  of  principal  and  interest  certified  to  him  by  the  Treasurer,  and 
also  the  amounts  of  the  new  warrants  issued  by  him,  and  the  amount  of 
interest  coupons  issued  by  him,  and  the  aggregate  of  both.  Said  warrants 
and  coupons  shall  be  signed  by  the  Mayor  and  countersigned  by  the  Auditor. 

Sec.  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  such  warrants  so  redeemed  separate 
from  those  otherwise  redeemed,  and  in  addition  to  the  usual  cancellation 
shall  indorse  thereon  the  word  "  exchanged,"  with  the  date  of  such  redemp- 
tion and  the  amount  of  interest  estimated  thereon. 

Sec.  5.  Any  person  may  pay  to  the  Treasurer  in  cash  any  amount,  and 
the  Treasurer  shall  deliver  to  such  person  a  certificate  as  above  provided  for, 
except  that  it  shall  be  thereon  recited  that  the  same  was  paid  for  in  cash; 
and  upon  presentation  to  the  Auditor  of  such  certificate  he  shall  issue  a  war- 
rant for  the  amount  similar  to,  and  to  be  governed  by,  the  same  terms  and 
conditions,  and  receive  the  same  rate  of  interest  as  those  exchanged  for  war- 
rants, and  shall  make  a  similar  registry  thereof,  except  such  differences  in 
the  forms  of  such  warrants  and  registry  as  may  be  appropriate  to  show  that 
the  same  were  sold  for  cash ;  and  said  officers  shall  embrace  in  their  monthly 
report  a  statement  showing  the  amount  so  sold  for  cash  separate  from  those 
exchanged  for  warrants. 

Sec.  6.  Bet  it  further  ordained,  that  for  the  purpose  of  redemption  of  the 
principal  of  warrants  offered  for  exchange  as  above  provided,  is  hereby  ap- 
propriated the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  required  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  7.     There  is  hereby  appropriated  the  further  sum  of  , 

or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  required  to  pay  the  amount  of  such  deferred 
warrants  when  they  become  due,  and  the  Treasurer  is  directed  to  pay  the 
same  in  cash. 

Sec  8.     There  is  hereby  appropriated  the  further  sum  of  T 

or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  required  to  pay  the  interest  coupons  above 
mentioned  when  they  become  due,  and  the  Treasurer  is  directed  to  pay  the 
same  in  cash. 

Sec.  9.  Should  orders  so  exchanged  or  cash  received  for  warrants,  together 
amounting  to  $100,000  or  more,  by  the  first  day  of  November,  1866,  then  this 
Council  will  repeal  so  much  of  an  ordinance  passed  August  15,  1866,  fixing 
the  rate  of  taxation  for  the  year  1866,  as  levies  a  special  tax  of  twenty-five 
cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars. 

Which  was  read  the  first  time,  and,  on  motion,  ordered  to  be 
printed.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
That  the  holders  of  any  warrants  on  the  City  Treasury  which  are  now  due, 
or  shall  be  hereafter  issued  to  become  due  prior  to  the  first  day  of  November, 
1866,  may,  at  any  time  prior  to  such  date,  present  them  to  the  City  Treasurer 
for  redemption,  and  the  Treasurer  shall  issue  a  certificate  directed  to  the 
City  Auditor,  showing  the  amount  of  the  warrants  he  has  so  received,  with 
their  numbers  and  the  amount  of  interest  due  thereon.  And  said  Auditor 
shall  thereupon  issue  to  the  holder  of  such  certificate  a  new  warrant  for  the 
amount  of  the  principal  and  accrued  interest  named  in  such  certificate,  re- 
citing thereon  the  number  of  the  Treasurer's  certificate  on  which  it  was  issued, 
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and  to  become  due  in  eighteen  months  from  the.  dnte  of  its  issue,  and  paya- 
ble in  cash,  to  which  shall  be  attached  three  interest  coupons,  the  first  due 
in  six,  the  second  in  twelve,  and  the  third  in  eighteen  months,  and  estimat- 
ing interest  at  the  rate  of  ten  per  centum  per  annum  on  the  amount  of  such 
new  warrant,  and  also  payable  in  cash  ;  and  the  first  and  second  due  of  said 
coupons  shall  be  receivable  at  any  time  for  taxes  of  1866  and  1867,  and  the 
last  due  shall  be  receivable  at  any  time  for  taxes  of  1867,  and  the  said  war- 
rants shall  be  receivable  at  any  time  for  taxes  of  1807  :  Provided,  That  no 
new  warrant,  as  herein  contemplated,  shall  be  issued  bearing  date  prior  to 
the  first  day  of  October,  18b6. 

Sec.  2.  The  City  Auditor  shall  have  printed  the  necessary  blank  forms 
for  such  warrants  with  coupons  attached,  and  shall  date  the  same  and  all 
coupons  of  the  date  of  issue  of  the  Treasurer's  certificate,  and  said  warrants 
shall  have  printed  thereon  "On  account  of  redemption  of  existing  debt.'' 
The  Auditor  shall  commence  numbering  such  warrants  at  No.  1,  and  so  con- 
tinue in  numerical  order,  and  shall  register  them  in  a  separate  book,  and 
showing  in  distinct  and  separate  columns  the  number,  date  of  issue,  to  whom 
issued,  the  amount  of  original  principal  and  interest  separate,  and  the  aggre- 
gate of  both,  and  the  amount  of  each  coupon,  and  when  due,  and  leaving 
each  alternate  cross  line  blank  for  future  memoranda,  or  else  leaving  spaces 
between  the  columns  for  such  purpose.  The  Auditor  may  issue  one  or  more 
warrants  upon  one  certificate  in  sums  to  suit  the  holder,  and  shall  indorse 
upon  such  Treasurer's  certificate  the  number  and  amount  of  each  warnint 
issued  thereon,  and  shall  file  away  and  carefully  preserve  such  certificate, 
and  shall  also  recite  in,  or  indorse  upon,  each  warrant  issued  by  him  the  num- 
ber of  the  Treasurer's  certificate  for  which  the  same  was  issued.  He  shall 
also  write  on  the  present  registry  of  orders,  opposite  the  number  of  each 
order  redeemed  by  the  Treasurer,  the  word  "exchanged,"  and  the  date  of 
such  exchange. 

Sec.  3  The  Treasurer  shall  report  to  the  Council  at  its  first  meeting  in 
each  month  the  amount  of  the  principal  of  the  warrants  so  redeemed  by  him 
during  the  preceding  month,  and  the  amount  of  interest  accrued  thereon  up 
to  the  day  of  redemption,  and  the  aggregate  of  both,  and  the  Council  shall 
make  the  necessary  appropriation  to  the  Treasurer  for  the  amount  of  such 
interest;  and  the  Auditor  shall  also  report  the  amount  of  principal  and  inter- 
est certified  to  him  by  the  Treasurer,  and  also  the  amounts  of  the  new  war- 
rants issued  by  him,  and  the  amount  of  interest  coupons  issued  by  him,  and 
the  aggregate  of  both.

Any  person  may  pay  to  the  Treasurer  in  cash  any  amount,  and 
the  Treasurer  shall  deliver  to  such  person  a  certificate  as  above  provided  for, 
except  that  it  shall  be  thereon  recited  that  the  same  was  paid  for  in  cash; 
and  upon  presentation  to  the  Auditor  of  such  certificate  he  shall  issue  a  war-

Indianapolis,  Sept.  24,  1866. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

The  Citizens'  Street  Railway  Company  of  Indianapolis  respectfully  repre- 
sent that  by  virtue  of  a  law  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  and  an  ordinance  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  the  right  was  granted  to,  and  is  fully  invested  in,  said 
Company  to  use  the  streets  of  said  city  for  the  purpose  of  laying  down  and 
operating  a  single  or  double  track  Street  Railway. 

As  a  part  of  the  contract,  it  was  plainly  and  positively  promised  on  the 
part  of  the  city  as  follows,  viz. : 

"  Sec.  15  The  right  to  operate  said  railway  shall  extend  to  the  full  time 
of  thirty  years  from  the  passage  hereof,  and  the  said  city  of  Indianapolis 
shall  not,  during  all  the  time  to  which  the  privileges  hereby  granted  to  said 
Company  shall  extend,  grant  to,  or  confer  upon  any  person  or  corporation, 
any  privileges  which  will  impair  or  destroy  the  rights  and  privileges  herein 
granted  to  the  said  Company." 

The  only  reservation  to  this  grant  was  in  favor  of  certain  rights  before  that 
time  granted  to  other  corporations,  and  certain  provisos  in  the  event  said 
Company  failed  to  lay  down  a  certain  quantity  of  track  in  a  certain  number 
of  years,  none  of  which  are  applicable  to  the  case  herein  stated. 
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Said  Company  further  represent  that  they  have  completed  a  line  of  Street 
"Railway  on  Washington  street  from  White  River  Bridge  to  Noble  street,  andl 
that  it  is  their  purpose  and  intention,  at  an  early  day — certainly  within  the 
time  allowed  them  in  their  charter — to  extend  that  line  of  road  up  Noble- 
street  to  the  neighborhood  of  Massachusetts  Avenue,  and  east  on  Washing- 
ton street  to  the  Corporation  line  or  beyond. 

Said  Company  further  represent  that  the  laying  down  of  another  railroad 
track  across  Washington  and  Noble  streets  (at  the  intersection  of  said  streets),. 
west  of  the  present  track  of  the  Bellefontaine  Railroad,  for  the  use  ©f  en- 
gines and  cars  propelled  by  steam,  (a  petition  for  which  is  now  pending  be- 
fore the  Council,)  would  not  only  impair  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the 
Street  Railway  Company,  on  both  streets,  but  wouM,  virtually,  destroy  them 
in  several  material  respects. 

The  proposed  crossing  is  on  a  curve  at  a  point  where  the  approach  of  the 
steam  cars  can  be  seen  but  a  few  yards  in  either  direction,  in  consequence^ 
mainly,  of  buildings  on  the  south  side  of  Washington  street  and  east  side  of 
Noble  street;  and  whilst  it  would  be  difficult,  but  possible,  for  street  cars  to 
be  run  into  Noble  street  across  a  single  steam-car  track,  it  would  not  do  to 
run,  on  a  sharp  curve,  over  four  such  traks,  in  a  distance  of  a  few  rods,  (as 
would  be  the  case  with  a  double  track,)  and  that,  too,  at  a  point,  on  the  most 
traveled  street  in  the  city,  where  the  approach  of  the  steam  ears  can  only  be 
seen  half  the  width  of  the  street!  To  attempt  it  would  be  to  triie  with  the 
lives  and  safety  of  t\e  people.  Another  track  at  that  point  would  also  mate- 
rially increase  the  trouble  and  danger  of  extending  the  Street  Railway  fur- 
ther east  on  Washington  street.  The  street  cars  have  already  been  twice  run. 
over  and  destroyed,  the  lives  of  passengers  endangered,  and  a  conductor 
crippled  for  life,  at  a  far  more  favorable  crossing  than  the  one  proposed.  The 
danger  would  increase  each  year  as  the  city  becomes  more  populous,  and 
would,  inevitably,  injure  the  value  of  all  real  estate  in  the  neighborhood  of, 
and  east  of  the  proposed  crossing.  A  double  track  would  do  away  with  the 
necessity  that  now  exists  for  the  steam  cars  running  slow  and  with  caution 
to  prevent  a  collision  between  the  Company's  own  trains,  but  would  increase 
the  danger  to  all  other  persons  and  interests.  That  the  views  herein  pre- 
sented are  entertained  by  those  who  ought  to  know,  and  have  some  right  to 
speak,  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  an  overwhelming  majority  of  the  citizens 
owning  property  on,  and  near  the  line  of  the  proposed  double  track,  are  op- 
posed to  another  steam  railroad  track  being  pat  down,  as  asked  for  in  said 
petition.  If  another  track  is  to  be  permitted  &t  all,  we  respectfully  submit 
that  it  should,  at  least,  be  at  some  point  where  the  approach  of  the  locomo- 
tive and  cars  can  be  seen  a  reasonable  distance  in  each  direction.  As  pro- 
posed, we  earnestly  maintain  that  it  would  be  injurious  to  public  and  private 
interests,  and  a  clear  violation  of  the  rights  and  privileges  fairly  and  fully  in- 
vested in  this  Company,  and,  therefore,  we  respectfully  bat  earnestly  remon- 
strate  and  protest  against  the  prayer  of  said  petition  being  granted.  And  as- 
in  duty  bound  your  remonstrants  will  ever  pray,  &&.

Gentlemen: — The  Board  of  Public  Improvements  would  respectfully  report 
to  your  honorable  body  that  the  freshet  in  Pogue's  Run  the  past  week  washed 
away  bridges  at  the  following  points  :  Winston,  Market,  Liberty  and  South 
streets ;  also,  foot  bridges  on  East  and  South  streets.  The  Winston  Street 
Bridge  has  been  torn  to  pieces,  and  the  timber  found  to  be  good,  and  will 
be  put  into  a  bridge  again.  The  Market  Street  Bridge  was  rotten  and  worth- 
less ;  a  new  bridge  will  have  to  be  built.  The  bridge  on  Liberty  street  was 
rotten  and  worthless  ;  an  entire  new  bridge  will  have  to  be  built  here.  The 
foot  bridge  on  East  street  can  be  replaced,  as  it  is  only  washed  and  fallen 
down  into  the  creek.  Virginia  Avenue  Bridge  has  given  way  at  the  upper 
end,  and  will  have  to  be  repaired  with  several  new  stringers.  The  wagon 
and  foot  bridge  on  South  street  have  been  recovered,  and  as  the  timber  is 
good  can  be  replaced  in  a  few  days. 
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TVe  would  recommend  that  the  Street  Commissioner  be  instructed  to  re- 
place the  bridges  on  South  and  East  streets.  We  herewith  submit  a  report 
of  the  Street  Commissioner  showing  his  estimate  of  damages  done.

Also,  respectfully  submit  a  plat  and  profile  showing  proposed  plan  for 
draining  the  north-east  portion  of  the  city,  in  compliance  with  an  order  is- 
sued from  Common  Council  some  months  since. 

Have  established  the  grade  of  Massachusetts  Avenue,  and  find  as  the 
streets  are  now  graded  it  is  impossible  to  drain  that  portion  of  the  city. 
Would  propose  to  have  a  bowldered  gutter  or  ditch  cut  to  extend  from  the 
intersection  of  Massachusetts  Avenue  and  Chestnut  street  running  east  to 
Railroad  street,  thence  south  on  Railroad  street  to  Ohio  or  Market  streets, 
thence  east  to  Pogue's  Run ;  also  to  continue  the  gutter  north  on  Railroad 
street  from  the  intersection  of  Chestnut  and  Railroad  streets  to  the  north 
side  of  Massachusetts  Avenue.  The  building  of  the  gutter  will  drain  that 
portion  of  the  city  lying  on  either  side  of  Massachusetts  Avenue,  as  also  the 
entire  portion  in  the  vicinity  of  said  gutter.

The  Marshal,  with  the  conset  of  the  Council,  appoints  his  deputies,  and  is 
responsible  for  their  acts.  If  the  deputy  should  be  guilty  of  any  official  mal- 
feasance the  Marshal  would  be  answerable,  and  should  have  the  power  of 
removal  to  protect  himself.  The  ordinances  and  Charter  are  silent  as  to  the 
removal  of  deputies,  and  I  think  the  rules  applicable  to  ordinary  cases  of 
principal  and  agent  apply  to  the  case  of  the  Marshal  and  deputies.  The 
principal  may,  at  his  pleasure,  remove  the  agent,  and  I  think  may  the  Mar- 
shal of  the  City.  As  he  is  responsible  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the 
official  acts  of  the  deputy,  and  for  his  proper  conduct  he  must  necessarily 
have  the  power  of  removing  any  deputy  that  he  may  deem  it  unsafe  or  im- 
proper to  continue  in  office.  The  power  of  removal  is  possessed  by  the  Mar- 
shal, and  the  appointment  is  made  by  him  with  the  consent  of  the  Common 
Council.

The  Civil  Engineer  would  respectfully  submit  the  following  for  your  ap- 
proval : 

I  find  by  surveys  that  the  fences  of  Mary  A.  Gilmore  are  back  from  the 
line  of  Stevens  street,  at  intersection  of  Virginia  Avenue,  six  feet  two  and 
one  quarter  inches  (6  ft.  2\  in.)  on  the  west  end  of  said  lot,  and  four  feet  ten 
and  a  half  inches  (4  ft,  lOJ  in.)  back  from  line  of  street. 

Fi'om  what  I  can  learn  the  fences  have  never  been  disturbed,  and  now 
stand  as  they  did  at  the  time  the  street  improvements  were  commenced  on 
Stevens  street,  except  that  the  fence  on  the  back  part  of  said  lot  was  pushed 
over  by  the  earth  in  making  the  necessary  fills  and  were  afterwards  re-set. 

Now  as  there  is  an  average  space  of  five  feet  and  forty-six  one-hundredths 
(5  46-100  ft.)  in  width,  by  one  hundred  and  eighty-seven  feet  and  seventy-five 
one-hundreclths  (187  75-100  ft.)  in  length  of  Mary  A.  Gillmore's  property  now 
occupied  by  the  street,  which  is  equal  to  ten  hundred  and  twenty  five  and 
ten  one-hundredths  (1025  10-100)  square  feet.  The  assessment  for  street 
improvement  on  Stevens  street  was  199  33-100  cts.  per  lineal  foot  on  each  side 
of  the  street,  which  is  equal  to  09  96-100  cents  per  square  foot.  Now  the 
amount  that  ought  to  be  deducted  from  the  assessmeut  of  Mary  A.  Gilmore 
would  be  $102  10. 

Also,  what  steps  ought  be  taken  in  regard  to  grading  or  cutting  down  of 
Canal  banks  on  Blackford  street  to  conform  to  grade  of  street,  the  Agent  of 
Canal  Company  having  notified  the  contractor  to  stop  cutting  down  Canal 
banks.  It  is  necessary  to  cut  the  banks  somewhat  preparatory  to  putting  in 
a  bridge  at  that  point, 

Also,  that  something  definite  ought  to  be  decided  in  regard  to  street  con- 
tracts. Where  they  call  for  street  improvements  from  one  street  to  another, 
is  it  intended  from  center  to  center  of  either  street,  or  only  the  length  of  the 
block  between  etreets;  also,  the  sidewalks  in  the  same  way,  will  they  project 
the  width  of  sidewalk  on  either  block,  or  just  the  length  of  bloek  between 
•streets  ?

Gentlemen: — As  you  are  about  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  Messrs.  Glenn 
for  a  five  years  lease  of  their  rooms  in  Glenn's  Block,  I  would  most  respect- 
fully suggest  that  a  higher  and  more  suitable  place  be  procured  for  a  Watch 
Tower,  as  the  present  tower  has  never  been  of  sufficient  hight  to  overlook 
all  parts  of  the  city,  and  since  the  building  of  the  same  many  large  buildings 
have  been  erected,  in  different  localities,  which  entirely  obstructs  the  view 
from  the  Tower;  and  should  a  fire  occur  in  any  of  those  localities  no  alarm 
■would  be  given,  until  word  could  be  sent  to  said  Tower,  or  to  some  Engine 
House.  You  are  aware  that  the  alarm,  in  time,  is  the  first  and  most  impor- 
tant part  in  the  Fire  Department,  for  a  bucket  full  of  water  in  time  will  put 
out  what  several  fire  engines  are  not  able  to  do,  if  a  fire  has  once  made  great 
headway. 

1  also  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  of  an  additional  watchman  for 
the  Watch  Tower.  We  have  at  present  but  two  men  for  this  place,  who 
watch  six  hours  at  a  time,  making  twelve  hours  steady  duty  every  day.  On 
account  of  the  very  difficult  matter  of  watching  the  city,  these  men  never 
get  relieved,  and  have,  therefore,  no  time  for  exercise,  as  their  duties  goes 
on  every  day  and  night. 

It  will  not  be  necessary  for  me  to  urge  on  you  to  make  this  change,  as  you 
have  already  expressed  yourself  favorable  to  the  eight  hour  system:  by  hav- 
ing three  men  for  this  place,  they  will  each  perform  duty  eight  hours  in 
twenty-four.  I  would  state  that  in  Cincinnati,  Chicago  and  other  cities, 
where  they  depended  on  the  watchmen  for  an  alarm,  (and  before  telegraph 
alarms  were  in  operation,)  they  also  employed  three  men  for  those  places. 

I  would  furthermore  call  your  attention  to  the  difficult  matter  of  hearing 
an  alarm  at  the  Western  Engine  House;  and,  also,  since  the  erection  of  Mr. 
Gramling's  tall  building,  right  east  of  the  City  Watch  Tower,  it  is  at  many 
times  not  to  be  heard  at  the  Marion  Engine  House,  and  especially  is  this  the 
case  during  the  business  hours  of  the  day.  Having  fully  satisfied  myself  by 
being  present,  and  being,  together  with  the  members,  at  the  front  door  of 
the  Engine  House  at  the  time  when  an  alarm  was  given,  and  having  further- 
more made  inquiries  after  an  alarm  had  been  given,  and  finding  that  the 
alarm  had  not  been  heard  by  anybody  west  of  the  Canal  and  near  Washing- 
ton street,  I  am  convinced  that  some  more  better  plan  must  be  adopted  to 
bring  out  the  Department.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Public  Buildings  have  examined  the 
Second  Presbyterian  Church  and  the  ground  upon  which  it  stands,  and  find 
the  size  of  the  lot  to  be  as  follows:  seventy-four  (74)  feet  upon  Circle  street, 
and  eighty-six  (86)  feet  on  Market  and  one  hundred  and  twenty-nine  (129) 
feet  on  the  alley  in  the  rear.  Your  Committee  also  find  the  house  to  be  in 
a  perfect  state  of  preservation  to  all  appearance.  The  room  in  the  basement 
finished  and  used  as  a  Lecture  Room,  is  about  twenty-five  (25)  feet  by  fifty 
(50)  feet,  and  ten  feet  in  the  clear.  This  room  might  answer  a  good  purpose 
for  the  Mayors  Court  for  several  years.  There  is  also  one  other  room  finished 
in  the  basement  about  sixteen  by  twenty-five  feet;  the  remainder  of  the 
basement  is  unfinished.  Your  Committee  also  think  that  all  of  the  officers  of 
the  city  could  be  well  accommodated  in  this  building,  and  still  leave  suffi- 
cient room  for  a  spacious  Council  Chamber,  and  almost  entirely  out  of  the 
noise  and  bustle  of  the  bowldered  streets.

The  Committee  on  Gas  to  whom  was  referred  the  motion  directing  "  the 
City  Auditor  to  instruct  the  Lamp  Lighter  to  light  all  the  city  street  lamps 
and  to  turn  on  a  lull  supply  of  gas  on  those  lamps  on  which  no  meter  is  at- 
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tatched,"  have  investigated  the  same  and  find  that,  the  meter  burners  are 
iron,  and  that  through  the  city  generally  the  burners  are  composed  of  brass 
and  iron;  that  the  iron  burners  are  the  best;  the  brass  burners  amount  to 
little,  soon  get  out  of  order  and  give  a  poor  light.  That  there  is  no  design 
on  the  part  of  the  Gas  Company  or  Lamp  Lighters  to  cheat  the  good  citizens 
of  Indianapolis,  but  the  fault  is  in  the  brass  burners  and  not  to  be  imputed 
to  the  quality  of  the  gas  consumed  or  to  a  want  of  a  proper  regard  for  justice 
in  any  of  the  constructing  parties.

Section  24  of  the  Charter  provides  that  the  Engineer  shall  "  perform  all 
other  duties  appertaining  to  his  office  or  directed  by  the  Common  Council:" 
and  the  29th  sub-division  of  section  34  provides  that  "  the  Common  Council 
shall  in  their  by-laws  provide  for  the  compensation  of  all  city  officers." 
Taking  these  two  provisions  together — and  in  this  manner  they  must  be 
taken — it  is  clear  that  the  only  compensation  to  which  the  Engineer  is  enti- 
tled for  the  performance  of  a  duty  directed  by  Council,  or  properly  apper- 
taining to  the  duties  of  his  office,  is  the  compensation  fixed  by  the  Charter 
and  ordinances  of  the  city.  There  can  be  no  other  legal  compensation,  and 
I  find  no  provision  allowing  the  Engineer  any  other  compensation  than  his 
general  salarv.

Gentlemen: — As  there  are  no  specific  questions  asked  me  relative  to  the 
communication  of  John  S.  Spann  and  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Pub- 
lic Buildings,  I  may  not  in  the  following  opinion  answer  as  fully  as  you  re- 
quire.    I  apprehend  the  question  to  be  this : 

Can  the  City  legally  purchase  the  real  estate  mentioned  in  the  report  for 
the  purpose  designated,  and  issue  bonds  as  proposed  in  payment? 

The  power  to  purchase  and  hold  real  estate  for  the  purpose  of  public  build- 
ings is  expressly  conferred  by  the  46th  sub-division  of  the  34th  section  of  the 
Charter,  and  the  implication  from  the  language  of  the  57th  section  is  that 
the  Council  may  lawfully  incur  a  debt  in  execution  of  any  of  the  powers  ex- 
pressly granted.  This  power  to  purchase  public  buildings  is  expressly  grant- 
ed, and  for  that  purpose  a  debt  may  be  legally  incurred.  A  debt  of  the  char- 
acter proposed  is  not  a  loan,  but  stands  on  the  same  basis  as  ordinary  ex- 
penses incurred  in  the  administration  of  the  municipal  government,  as  sala- 
ries of  officers,  expenses  of  fire  department.

Gentlemen: — The  Civil  Engineer  would  respectfully  submit  the  following: 

The  question  as  to  the  grading  of  North  street  having  been  referred  to  me, 
would  report  as  follows :  First,  the  meaning  of  the  word  grade  is  to  reduce 
the  line  of  a  road  or  street  to  a  level,  or  such  an  inclination  as  will  prepare 
it  for  being  used. 

In  making  up  my  report  on  the  amount  of  work  done  on  North  street, 
between  Blackford  and  Minerva  streets.  I  made  it  conform  strictly  to  the 
contract,  allowing  for  both  cuts  and  fills.  As  there  is  no  ordinance  on  the  sub- 
ject fixing  any  particular  way  in  which  an  estimate  shall  be  made,  I  therefore 
made  it  according  to  the  contract.  If  the  contractor  was  to  be  paid  for  which- 
ever was  the  greatest,  it  should  have  been  particularly  specified;  otherwise, 
contractors  can  collect  the  amount  due  them.  What  has  been  the  custom 
heretofore,  I  do  not  know,  only  by  hearsay.  If  it  has  been  the  custom  to 
allow  whichever  was  the  greatest,  cuts  or  fills,  as  custom  does  not  make  laws 
in  this  State,  I  think  the  contractor  will  have  to  be  paid  for  both  cuts  and 
fills.  My  opinion  is,  that  as  the  contract  did  not  state  whichever  was  the 
greatest,  cuts  or  fills  should  be  paid  for  by  cubic  yard,  then  both  should  bo 
paid  for  as  it  is  done  generally. 

If  the  contractor  took  the  work  with  the  understanding  that  he  was  to  be 
paid  for  only  cuts  or  fills,  whichever  was  the  greatest,  then  he  ought  not  to 
be  paid  for  only  one,  cuts  or  fills.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  proposals  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church  for  the  sale  of  their  Chnrch  pro- 
perty, situated  on  the  corner  of  Circle  and  Market  streets ;  as  also  the  pro- 
posal of  Douglass  &  Conner  to  lease  sufficient  room  in  their  proposed  new 
building  for  the  accommodation  of  all  the  city  offices;  and,  also,  to  erect  a 
Fire  Alarm  Tower,  attached  to  their  present  and  proposed  building,  have  had 
the  same  under  consideration,  and  ask  to  submit  the  following  report: 

After  a  careful  examination  of  the  Church  property,  your  Committee  find 
the  building  to  be  in  quite  a  dilapidated  condition,  and  believe  it  could  not 
be  made  available  for  the  purposes  intended  without  incurring  greater  ex- 
pense than  can  at  present  be  borne  by  the  city.  And  we  further  believe  that 
even  after  incurring  such  expense,  the  building  would  not  afford  adequate 
safety  for  the  keeping  of  the  City  records  and  valuable  papers. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  your  Committee  that  the  City  should  curtail  its  enpen- 
ditures  until  such  time  as  its  obligations  shall,  be  taken  at  par,  and  the  City 
enabled  to  complete  the  IIdu.se  of  Refuge,  upon  which  there  has  been  already 
expended  several  thousand  dollars.  As  a  City,  we  are  at  present  more  in 
need  of  a  House  of  Refuge  and  City  Prison  than  of  a  City  Hall. 

In  view  of  our  present  embarrassments,  the  general  depression  of  finances 
and  the  general  desire  of  our  people  to  place  the  City  out  of  debt,  your  Com 
mittee  recommend  that  no  property  be  purchased  by  the  City  until  the  im 
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provements  already  commenced  shall  have  been  completed  and  the  City- 
relieved  from  debt. 

In  reference  to  the  proposition  submitted  by  Messrs.  Douglass  &  Conner, 
your  Committee  are  inclined  to  view  it  with  favor  for  the  following  reasons: 
It  is  a  desirable  locality,  and  should  the  building  be  completed  as  proposed, 
will  afford  ample  accommodation  for  all  the  City  Officers,  and  a  large  and 
commodious  Council  Chamber.  The  main  object,  however,  in  making  a 
change  in  this  regard,  appears  to  grow  out  of  the  fact  that  the  present  look- 
out and  bell  tower  are  too  low  to  enable  the  watchmen  to  give  timely  notice 
of  fires,  whereby  large  amounts  of  property  are  placed  in  additional  danger 
from  such  delay.  This  would  entirely  obviate  such  difficulty  and  place  the 
watchmen  at  such  a  heighth  as  to  overlook  the  whole  city.

Also,  contractor  on  Massachusetts  Avenue  is  sustaining  heavy  damages  by 
the  water  standing  at  intersection  of  Massachusetts  Avenue,  St.  Clair  and 
Chestnut  streets.  The  water  at  Massachusetts  Avenue  and  Chestnut  street, 
at  present,  is  about  three  feet  in  depth,  and  covers  nearly  the  entire  street 
between  the  Avenue  and  Railroad  street.

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ing  and  filling  up  the  same,  and  thereby  damming  up  the  water  and  prevent- 
ing its  running  off  as  it  used  to  do,  and  still  might  have  done  if  proper  pre- 
cautions had  been  used,  and  drainage  provided  by  the  City  Engineer  and 
workmen  engaged  in  said  work;  that  by  reason  of  the  accumulation  of  said 
water,  and  its  remaining  in  said  ditches  and  upon  said  street  and  sidewalks 
as  aforesaid,  and  the  stoppage  of  their  business  as  aforesaid,  they  have  suf- 
fered damage  in  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  up  to  this  date  ;  and  they 
respectfully  ask  your  honorable  body  to  allow  and  pay  to  them  the  said  sum

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His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  from  the  Select  Committee  on  Fire  Alarm 
Telegraph,  made  the  following  report: 

Indianapolis,  Dec.  1-Oj  18G6. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  ImlianapoM's: 

The  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  consideration  of  the  expediency 
of  adopting  the  Fire  Alarm  and  Police  Telegraph,  would  respectfully  report 
that,  in  our  opinion,  the  protection  of  the  city  from  fire  is  of  the  greatest 
importance,  and  that  it  is  the  part  of  wisdom  to  adopt  the  best  and  most 
efficient  system  known. 

Hitherto  we  have  escaped  heavy  losses,  but  the  history  of  the  great  confla- 
grations some  years  ago  in  Pittsburgh  and  San  Francisco,  and  more  recently 
in  Portland,  Nashville  and  Quebec,  admonish  us  not  to  be  lulled  through 
mere  hopefulness  into  a  false  security,  and  that  our  city  may  at  any  time,  in 
a  few  hours,  be  laid  in  ashes,  its  people  homeless,  and  the  labor  and  accumu- 
lated wealth  of  years  destroyed. 

It  is  a  mistaken  economy  to  hazard  burning  the  city,  or  even  valuable  pro- 
perty, by  omission  to  provide  a  system  of  protection,  the  best  that  can  be 
devised  or  procured  for  money,  for  even  if  insured  insurance  costs  money, 
and  then  does  not  make  good  the  damage.  Insurance  does  not  restore  losses 
by  fire,  as  there  is  always  a  margin  left  uninsured,  and  at  the  risk  of  the 
owner,  and  also  a  suspension  of  business,  and  is,  too,  in  fact,  so  much  of  value 
annihilated  and  lost  to  the  general  wealth.  Insurance  is  not  a  protection 
from  fires,  or  losses  by  fire,  but  merely  a  distribution  of  its  consequences, 
while  a  system  of  protection  operates  as  an  actual  preservation. 

One  cause  of  protection  has  been  our  wide  streets  and  the  moderate  hight 
of  the  greater  portion  of  our  buildings. 

Our  firemen  have  been  prompt  and  reliable,  and  cannot  be  too  much  com- 
mended for  their  faithfulness  and  efficiency. 

We  employ  two  watchmen,  one  of  whom  is  continually  on  duty  in  the 
Tower  on  Glenn's  Block. 

We  have  three  Steam  Fire  Engines,  one  of  which  is  in  good  order  and  re- 
liable. 

We  have  3,300  feet  of  hose,  of  which  1,000  feet  is  new  and  good. 

For  water  supply  Pogue's  Run  and  the  Canal  for  portions  of  the  year  sup- 
plying abundance  in  their  vicinity. 

We  have  44  cisterns  each  containing  500  barrels,         -  22,000 

We  have  4  cisterns  each  containing  1,000  barrels,    -  4,000 

We  have  1  cistern  containing  1,800  barrels  .....       1,800 


Total, 27,800 

One  source  of  danger  is  in  the  fact  that  a  large  number  of  our  buildings 
are  wood. 

Of  the  deficiencies  in  our  system  the  first  is  in  the  Alarm. 

With  the  utmost  vigilance  on  the  part  of  our  watchmen,  we  cannot  always 
rely  upon  them  for  an  early  alarm,  Their  view  is  seriously  obstructed  by 
high  buildings  and  fogs,  and  often  they  cannot  distinguish  between  a  fire 
and  the  smoke  of  manufactories  and  burning  chimneys,  and  at  night  they 
cannot  discover  a  fire  until  it  has  advanced  far  enough  to  burst  out  of  the 
building  and  create  an  unusual  light,  by  which  time  a  building  may  be  thor- 
oughly on  fire,  have  become  difficult  to  master,  and  great  damage  done. 

Persons  near  a  fire  have  no  means  of  conveying  information  of  the  fact  to 
the  watchmen  or  Engine  Houses,  except  by  going  a  long  distance,  in  person, 
or  by  an  alarm  of  cries,  which,  in  the  night,  with  but  few  or  none  abroad, 
may  not  be  caught  up,  or  be  long  in  reaching  its  destination,  and  valuable 
time  be  lost.  An  early  alarm  is  of  great  consequence,  and  the  consequences 
of  a  few  moments  delay  in  the  alarm  may  result  in  the  difference  between  a 
trifling  fire  and  the  burning  of  a  city.     A  small  quantity  of  water  timely  ap- 
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plied  would  extinguish  a  lira  which  in  a  few  moments  later  might  be  beyond 
human  control. 

Of  our  Steam  Engines  one  is  not  reliable,  and  another  will  soon  require  a 
new  boiler,  leaving  but  one  reliable. 

Of  ;>.300  feet  of  hose  800  feet  is  old  and  bad.  1,500  feet  more  is  not  relia- 
ble, leaving  but  1,000  feet  to  be  depended  upon. 

We  have  49  cisterns  scattered  over  about  4  square  miles  of  territory,  not 
quite  equal  to  one  cistern  to  each  52  acres  of  territory.  Their  total  capacity 
is  27,&00  barrels.  The  greater  portion  of  the  city  is  laid  out  with  regularity, 
and  embracing  100  square  to  the  square  mile,  or  equal  to  400  squares'  in  the 
city:  thus  giving  a  water  supply  from  cisterns  of  69.]  barrels  to  the  square, 
or  IT.1,  barrels  to  each  acre  of  ground  of  building  property,  or  I  square. 

During  the  burning  of  Pike's  Opera  House,  in  Cincinnati,  the  amount  of 
water  thrown  exceeded  our  entire  cistern  supply,  while  our  supply  of  hose, 
and  the  location  of  the  cisterns,  would  enable  us  to  use  the  water  in  but  a 
few  of  our  cisterns  at  any  one  fire,  probably  not  more  than  five  at  one  point, 
and  of  that  number  in  but  a  few  localities  ;  and  avei aging  the  cisterns  at  570 
barrels  each,  we  could  only  in  a  few  of  the  most  favored  localities  out  of 
reach  of  the  Canal  and  Pogve's  Run,  both  of  which  are  frequently  dry,  de- 
pend upon  about  2,850  barrels  of  water  at  one  fire,  or  about  one-tenth  the 
quantity  thrown  upon  one  large  building  in  Cincinnati,  and  then  succeeding 
only  in  protecting  adjoining  property,  the  Opera  House  proving  an  almost 
total  destruction. 

The  value  for  taxation,  which  of  course  is  greatly  an  underestimate  of  the 
improvements  on  lots  for  the  year  1866,  is  $6,372,444,  of  personal  property, 
PS, 34S, 804— total  of  $14,721,249— showing  a  water  supply  from  cisterns  of  f| 
gallons  to  each  $100.00  of  perishable  property  subject  to  taxation,  and  exclu- 
sive of  valuable  papers,  records,  &c,  the  loss  of  which  is  beyond  estimate, 
ane  many,  if  destroyed,  cannot  be  supplied.  As  the  cisterns  cannot  be  kept 
full,  or  pumped  to  the  bottom,  even  the  above  estimate,  for  practical  purposes, 
should  be  reduced  one-fifth. 

The  Telegraph  proposes  to  save  the  expense  of  maintaining  the  watchmen 
and  watch  tower.  This  expense  last  year  was  $2,888.85,  $1,800  of  which  was 
the  pay  of  two  watchmen  $900.00  having  been  paid  to  each. 

The  Telegraph  proposes  to  cost  $10,000,  and  the  annual  cost  of  maintain- 
ing say  $500 — total  saving  of  $1,788.85,  or  sufficient  to  pay  nearly  18  per  cent, 
interest  on  the  necessary  loan;  and  if  money  could  be  borrowed  at  10  per 
cent,  interest  would  effect  an  annual  saving  of  $788.85;  or  if  we  could  only 
dispense  with  one  watchman,  as  hereafter  explained,  and  save  his  salary  of 
$900  00,  then  the  expense  of  the  Alarm,  less  its  saving,  would  fall  short 
$111.15. 

An  Alarm  Bell  can  be  sounded  by  Telegraph,  but  the  Committee  were  in- 
formed by  Mr.  Elliott  that  this  might  be  dispensed  with,  and  hence  the  Com- 
mittee failed  to  procure  from  him  a  proposition  of  the  additional  cost. 

The  Committee,  however,  upon  reflection,  are  of  the  opinion  that  an  alarm 
bell  should  be  sounded,  as  our  pipe  men  do  not  remain  at  the  Engine  Houses 
but  are  engaged  in  other  employments  during  the  day  and  scattered  to  their 
homes  at  night,  depending  upon  being  awakened  and  notified  of  the  exist- 
ence and  location  of  a  fire  by  an  alarm.  This  also  applies  to  the  Chief  Fire 
Engineer.  No  system  could  be  devised  to  notify  them  at  all  times  and  un- 
der all  circumstances  by  Telegraph,  and  it  would  be  a  greatly  increased  and 
unnecessary  expense  to  employ  pipe  men  for  their  entire  time,  and  require 
them  to  remain  at  the  Engine  Houses.  We  now  employ  twelve  and  pay  them 
$100  00  each  per  year,  or  $1,200.00  in  total,  while  to  employ  their  entire  time 
would  probably  cost  $900  each,  or  $10,800  per  year.  Citizens,  too,  when  at 
their  residences  at  night,  should  have  some  means  of  knowing  whether  a  fire 
was  near  their  places  of  business,  or  if  at  their  place  of  business  whether  it 
was  near  their  residences,  thus  enabling  those  proba.by  endangered  to  act 
upon  the  information,  and  quieting  the  useless  apprehensions  of  all  others. 

ft  is  not  probable  that  the  cost  of  a  Telegraph  Alarm  would  be  so  great  as 
maintaining  our  present  watchmen,  but  if  found  to  be  so,  the  present  Tower 
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and  Boll  might  bo  removed  and  located  near  some  one  of  the  Engine  Iioa.-e> 
and  the  number  of  the  Ward  might  be  sounded  by  some  one  whose  duties 
required  him  to  remain  at  the  Engine  House,  or  at  most  an  additional  man 
would  be  sufficient,  for  as  it  would  not  require  a  look-out,  hut  only  to  sound 
an  alarm  when  first  given  by  telegraph,  one  man  could  remain  on  duty  all 
day  and  night,  as  do  the  present  firemen,  and  could  sleep  as  they  do,  and 
depend  on  being  wakened  by  the  Telegraph. 

The  Telegraph  has  already  been  adopted  in  many  large  cities,  and  its  use- 
fulness established,  and  if  it  was  clear  to  us  that  by  its  adoption  we  could 
dispense  with  the  look-out  and  watchman,  would  not  hesitate  to  recommend 
its  adoption.  It  is  true  that  in  large  cities  it  does  accomplish  this,  but  We 
are  not  entirely  convinced  that  because  of  causes  and  reasons  peculiar  to  us 
it  might  not  be  different  here.  • 

The  triggers  to  the  alarm  are  placed  in  signal  boxes  placed  at  the  most 
accessible  and  necessary  places,  usually  at  the  corners  of  streets  and  near 
gas  lamps.  The  box  is  locked  and  a  sign  at  each  tells  where  in  the  immedi- 
ate vicinity  the  key  may  be  found.  Fire  keys  are  furnished  for  each  box. 
Each  officer  of  the  Fire  Department  and  each  Policeman  has  one,  and  the 
others  are  deposited  with  persons  in  the  vicinity,  usually  at  Drug  Stores, 
Hotels,  or  some  place  of  business  most  likely  to  be  kept  open  throughout 
the  night. 

The  main  dependence  for  discovering  a  fire  during  the  night  and  procur- 
ing a  key,  it  will  be  seen,  is  upon  the  policeman,  and  in  cities  where  they 
have  a  large  .number  and  with  short  beats,  so  that  a  policeman  is  passing  any 
and  every  given  point  every  few  minutes,  and  one  must  always  be  so  near  as 
to  be  quickly  found;  should  a  key  be  wanted  the  Telegraph  would  seem  to 
be  almost  everything  that  could  be  desired. 

hi  much  the  largest  portion  of  our  city  there  are  no  places  kept  open  all 
night  where  keys  could  be  deposited,  and  the  small  number  of  our  police- 
men (and  the  great  length  of  their  beats,)  being  only  two  to  each  Ward,  is- 
such  that  they  might  be  on  duty  a  mile  from  a  fire  breaking  out,  thus  reducing; 
it  to  an  accident  whether  a  key  could  usually  be  readily  obtained,  and  if  this, 
failed  there  would  be  nothing  to  supply  the  defect.  No  one  on  the  look-out,, 
and  hence  its  adoption  In  lieu  of  the  look-out  would  not  be  an  absolute  de- 
pendence for  an  alarm,  and  might,  therefore,  as  a  security,  all  things  con- 
sidered, perhaps  be  not  much  if  any  superior  to  our  present  system  of  watch- 
men. 

The  Telegraph  has  connected  with  it  an  arrangement  by  which  it  can  be 
certainly  known  whether  the  policemen  were  on  duty  during  the  night,  and 
also  by  which  they  can  communicate  a  calj  for  assistance  in  an  emergency  to 
Police  Head  Quarters,  or  with  each  other. 

We  present  herewith  a  proposition,  submitted  to  us  by  J.  T.  Elliott,  Agent 
of  the  American  Fire  Alarm  and  police  Telegraph  Company.  The  proposi- 
tion embraces  no  terms  of  credit,,  as  the  Agent  was  not  authorized  to  propose 
any  terms  of  extended  credit  on  time  of  payment,  but  in-formed  us.  that  by 
communicating  with  his  principal,  John  N.  Gamenell,  No.  104,  Center  street. 
New  York,  this,  as  he  believed,  could  be  arranged  to  our  satisfaction.  We 
also  present  herewith  a  pamphlet  explaining  the  principles  and  advantages 
of  the  Telegraph. 

As  we  have  granted  the  right  to  a  Company  to  build  Wrater  Works,  it  might 
not  be  inappropriate  to  consider  somewhat  the  cost  and  saving  of  a  supply 
of  water  for  fire  purposes  without  entering  further  upon  the  subject.  Under 
our  contract  we  are  to  pay  not  more  than  $25.00  per  annum  per  plug,  when 
the  number  erected  amounts  to  350  or  more. 

With  one  plug  upon  each  square,  say  400  in  total,  (each  one  being  superior 
to  cistern,  as  being  inexhaustible,)  the  cost  would  be  $10,000  per  annuls 
Four  hundred  plugs,  costing  each  $50.00,  or  $20,000  in  total,  and  receiving 
interest  at  10  per  cent.,  or  $2,000,  as  the  annual  cost,  making  a  total  annual 
cost  of  $12,000. 

Some  years  ago  the  difference  of  rates  of  insurance  in  Boston  and  Oharleg, 
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town,  adjacent  cities,  the  first  having  Water  Works  and  the  latter  none,  was 
one-quarter  of  one  per  cent. 

The  Croton  Water  Board,  shortly  after  the  introduction  of  the  Croton  Wa- 
ter into  New  York,  stated  that  the  reduction  in  the  rates  of  insurance  was 
greater  than  this.  We  are  informed  by  several  well  informed  insurance 
agents  transacting  business  in  this  city,  that  at  least  $100,000  is  paid  annually 
in  this  city  for  insurance.  A  reduction  of  a  |  of  1  per  cent,  on  the  rates  at 
present  charged  would  then  save  $25,000  annually. 

If  this  saving  of  $25,000  annually  in  insurance  resulted  from  the  adoption 
of  water  supplied  from  Water  Works  at  a  cost  of  $12,000,  the  actual  saving 
to  citizens  and  tax  payers  would  be  $13,000  per  annum,  a  sum  sufficient  to 
purchase  the  new  engine  the  first  year,  and  pay  the  cost  of  maintaining  them 
with  full  companies  for  .their  management  forever  thereafter. 

The  Committee  take  this  occasion  to  recommend  the  purchase  of  an  addi- 
tional Steam  Fire  Engine.  We  are  aware  that  the  Council  has  for  some  time 
been  impressed  with  the  importance  of  this  purchase,  but  have  been  restrained 
from  action  for  two  reasons.  First,  financial,  and  second  a  difference  of  opin- 
ion what  build  of  engine  should  be  selected.  In  view  of  its  prime  import- 
ance the  Committee  believe  that  the  present  and  immediate  prospective  state 
of  our  finances  would  justify  the  purchase  We  have  in  use  both  a  Latta 
and  Seneca  Falls  Engine,  and  both  have  given  entire  satisfaction,  and  as  a 
decision  must  be  made  we  recommend  that  a  test  vote  be  taken  which  shall 
be  purchased;  and  as  both  the  above  named  are  valuable  and  reliable  the 
Council  in  electing  to  purchase  either  cannot  greatly  err.  The  purchase 
would  not  involve  the  erection,  at  least  at  present,  of  an  additional  Engine 
House,  or  maintaining  an  additional  Fire  Company,  but  the  new  engine  could 
be  placed  in  one  of  our  present  houses,  ready  for  use  in  the  event  of  an  acci- 
dent to  an  old  one,  or  while  out  of  service  undergoing  repairs. 

The  Committee  have  attempted  to  lay  before  you  an  explanation  of  the 
present  condition  of  our  Fire  Department,  its  securities  and  deficiencies. 
Also,  the  benefits  and  advantages,  the  probable  expense  and  saving  direct 
and  indirect,  of  Water  Works  and  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph,  hoping  that  this 
information  may  be  found  useful  in  enabling  you  to  legislate  lor  the  im- 
provement and  efficiency  of  our  Fire  Department.

Gentlemen: — I  have  the  honor  to  represent  that  I  was  allowed  estimates 
for  grading  and  graveling  on  Illinois  street  and  sidewalks  in  September,  1864, 
that  there  remains  unpaid  on  said  estimates  the  assessment  on  lot  17,  out-lot 
26,  832.90.  and  $32  96  remains  unpaid  on  that  part  of  out-lot  27  through  which 
Pogue's  Run  has  its  course,  owned  by  McKernan  &  Pierce,  the  owners  of  the 
property  refusing  to  pay  on  the  ground  that  the  assessment  should  be  paid 
by  the  city.  A  petition  asking  that  provision  be  made  whereby  I  might  be 
enabled  to  obtain  my  pay  was  before  the  City  Council  on  the  13th  of  August, 
1866  No  report  having  been  rendered,  I  have  the  honor  to  petition  that 
some  action  be  taken  in  the  case.

In  said  estimate  $42.77  is  assessed  on  lot  thirty- 
one  (31),  out-lot  forty-five  (45),  (of  35  feet),  owned  by  James  Lambert,  pay- 
ment for  grading  and  graveling  on  15  feet,  ($18.33)  has  been  refused  on  the

Part  of  section  2d  reads  as  follows  :  "  If  such  owner  or  owners  shall  fail, 
neglect,  or  refuse  to  enter  upon  the  work  of  draining  or  filling  up  as  afore- 
said, after  having  been  notified  as  provided  in  the  preceding  section,  the 
Street  Commissioner  shall  cause  an  estimate  of  the  probable  cost  of  filling 
or  draining  such  pond,  excavation  or  hole  to  be  made  and  recorded  in  the 
office  of  the  City  Auditor,  and  from  the  filing  thereof  the  same  shall  be  a 
lien  upon  the  real  estate  described  therein.

This  will  pay  them  a  compensation 
of  $15  per  week  in  case  of  total  disablement  for  a  period  of  twenty-six  weeks, 
and  in  case  of  death  within  three  months  of  the  time  of  receiving  the  acci- 
dent, will  pay  the  full  amount  of  the  policy  less  the  compensation.  But  of 
course,  in  case  of  death,  the  amount  of  the  policy  is  for  the  benefit  of  the 
city.  The  premium  on  each  policy  is  but  $18.00  per  year.  In  case  of  dis- 
ablement according  to  the  proposition  that  was  before  the  Council,  it  would 
cost  the  city  15  or  20  dollars  per  week.

STREET    IMPROVEMENTS. 

Street  improvements  have  been  made  as  follows: 

16  miles  and  3  squares  of  sidewalks  have  been  graded  and  graveled. 

8  miles  and  5  squares  of  streets  have  been  graded  and  graveled. 

3  miles  of  lamp  posts  and  fixtures  have  been  erected. 

2  miles  of  sidewalk  have  been  paved  with  brick. 

1  mile  and  3  squares  of  alleys  have  been  graded  and  graveled. 

3£  squares  of  street  bowldered. 

STREET    REPAIRS. 

Eighteen  thousand  dollars  have  been  expended  by  the  Street  Commis- 
sioner in  cleaning  and  repairing,  streets,  building  bridges,  culverts,  &c.  But 
sixteen  thousand  dollars  have  been  appropriated  since  the  20th  of  March. 
At  that  date  the  Finance  Committee  reported  that  twenty -five  thousand  dollars 
be  set  aside  for  street  repairs  for  the  year  commencing  that  date.  Four  thou- 
sand dollars  will  be  sufficient  to  keep  the  streets  and  bridges  in  repair  the 
balance  of  the  year.  Leaving  five  thousand  dollars  of  the  twenty-five  thou- 
sand to  be  appropriated  to  next  year's  work.  We  herewith  submit  the  re- 
port of  the  Street  Commissioner  showing  the  amount  of  work  done.  We 
can  bear  cheerful  testimony  to  the  industry,  faithfulness  and  ability  of  this 
officer.

The  close  of  the  year  and  the  present  almost  total  suspense  of  public  works 
suggest  to  me  the  propriety  of  presenting  to  your  honorable  body  and  the 
public  a  comparative  statement  of  the  amount  of  money  expended  by  me 
and  the  work  performed  by  me  under  your  direction  during  the  year  1866. 

The  total  amount  of  appropriations  made  to  and  drawn  by   me  during  the 

year  1866,  was $18,000  00 

From  this  1  realised, $15,730  02 

Deducting  for  discount  on  orders          -  $2,270  00 

This  sum  represents  the  total  amount  of  resources,  placed  at  my  disposal, 
during  the  year  1866,  and  from  them  all  the  expenses,  conected  with  my 
department,  including  the  overseers  of  the  chain  gang  have  been  paid. 

With  this  amount  of  money  I  have  during  the  year  1866  performed  the 
following  work: 
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I  have  built  four  entire  new  bridges  across  Pogue's  Run  and  Central  Canal. 
I  have  re-built  three  other  bridges  wijh  entire  new  superstructures  and 
other  repairs,  making  them  nearly  neAV.  I  built  one  toot  bridge  across 
Pogue's  Run.  I  re-built  two  foot  bridges  across  the  Canal,  besides  1  re-floored 
lour  bridges  across  the  Canal. 

I  have  built  forty-five  (45). new  wooden  Culverts,  differing  in  length,  from 
24  feet  to  144  feet. 

1  have  built  and  laid  down,  during  the  year,  two  hundred  and  forty-one 
(241)  foot  bridges. 

1  bouldered  the  gutters  and  set  oak  curbing  for  one  square. 

J  laid  down  one  square  of  brick  pavement. 

I  repaired  the  bouldering  in  44  squares. 

I  cleaned  and  scraped  47  squares  of  bouldered  street. 

1  opened  and  regraded  the  gutters  in  186  squares. 

I  filled  up,  graded  and  graveled  or  filled  up  with  cinders  09  crossings. 

I  have  hauled  and  put  upon  the  streets  moore  than  5,000  yards  of  gravel, 
cinders,  and  spaits  for  filling  up  holes  in  and  repairing  streets,  sidewalks  and 
crossings. 

I  laid  down  225  square  feet  of  stone  flagging  and  set  24  feet  of  stone 
curbing. 

I  filled  up  and  regraded  the  Western  Market  space  and  bouldered  the 
crossings. 

I  filled  up  and  graded  the  City  Park,  between  Vermont  and  New  York 
streets. 

I  filled  up,  according  to  orders  of  Council,  six  private  lots,  on  which  water 
had  become  stagnant  so  as  to  create  a  nuisance  in  their  neighborhood. 

I  am  now  engaged  in  and  have  nearly  finished  the  double  bridge  across 
Pogue's  Run  at  the  intersection  of  Virginia  Avenue,  and  Alabama  street, 
which  is  the  largest  wooden  bridge  in  the  city  and  will  be  one  of  the  strong- 
est in  the  city,  when  finished. 

The  above  list  includes,  of  course,  only  the  larger  items  of  the  work  per- 
formed by  me  and  set  forth  in  my  monthly  reports.  Innumerable  small  jobs 
of  repairing  culverts,  foot  and  other  bridges,  streets,  gutters,  etc.,  have  never 
been  enumerated,  but  all  such  work  has  been  promptly  attended  to  when 
brought  to  my  knowledge. 

For  all  this  work  I  have  purchased  and  paid  for  all  the  materials  necessary, 
as  well  as  the  work,  and  at  no  time  have  bills  against  the  city  been  contract- 
ed by  my  Department. 

I  hope  this  report  of  the  work  actually  performed  by  me,  under  your 
direction,  during  the  last  year  will  be  sufficient  proof  to  the  public  that 
the  money  appropriated  for  my  department  has  been  econonically  expended 
and  that  full  value  therefore  has  been  received  by  the  city.

1  concur  in  the  foregoing  report  of  the  Judiciary  Committee.  The  duties 
of  Police  Judge  and  Mayor  are  widely  different.  The  person  discharging 
the  duties  of  Police  Judge  should  be  a  thorough  and  competent  lawyer. 
Important  legal  questions  are  daily  presented  to  him  for  decision,  and  im- 
portant legal  papers  are  to  be  prepared  by  him.  The  duties  of  Mayor,  pro- 
per, are  executive  and  ministerial  solely,  those  of  Police  Judge  purely  judi- 
cial. The  judicial  office  ought  never,  in  my  opinion,  be  connected  with  the 
legislative.  Under  our  present  system  the  Mayor  takes  part  in  enacting  the 
laws  which,  as  judge,  he  is  called  upon  to  expound.  This  is,  1  think,  a  bad 
system.  The  two  departments  of  government  should  be  maintained  sepa- 
rate and  distinct.  Under  the  present  system  the  Mayor  is  judge,  legislator, 
and  executive.

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  inquiring  what  or- 
dinances, if  any,  are  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  city  grounds  from 
trespassers  hauling  away  gravel  and  sand,  respectfully  report : 

That  as  said  grounds  to  be  protected  are  outside  of  the  Corporation  lines, 
the  Council  have  no  right  to  pass  and  enforce  ordinances  on  the  subject.  We 
iind  that  the  statutory  protection  against  trespassers,  giving  aggrieved  par- 
ties both  civil  and  criminal  redress  is  ample.  Trespassers,  under  the  crimi- 
nal statute,  can  be  fined  five  times  the  value  of  the  article  taken  or  destroyed 
by  them.     We  recommend  the  following  resolution  for  adoption: 

Resolved,  That  the  Marshal  and  members  of  the  Police  Force  be  instructed 
to  arrest  and  bring  to  justice  all  trespassers  who  may  take  any  gravel,  stone 
or  sand  from  the  property  owned  by  the  city,  and  that  the  superintandents 
of  the  different  pieces  o| ground  be  likewise  requested  to  report  to  the  offi- 
cers all  violations  of  the  city's  rights.

Your  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  Geizel  &  Enners, 
claiming  damages  on  account  of  accumulation  and  overflow  of  water  in  con- 
sequence of  the  work  done  by  order  of  the  city  on  Massachusetts  Avenue, 
respectfully  report: 

If  the  overflow  of  water  and  consequent  damages  to  Geisel  &>  Enners  was 
a  necessary  result  of  the  work  of  improving  Massachusetts  Avenue,  the  city 
is  not  liable,  for  the  damages  will  lie  wherever  they  fall.  Where  a  necessary 
public  improvement  causes  loss  or  damage  to  private  property,  though 
this  rule  may  appear  a  hardship  in  the  present  or  similar  cases,  we  must 
strictly  adhere  to  it,  for  any  deviation  would  become  a  precedent  to  innumer- 
able claims  upon  the  city. 

If  the  overflow  and  consequent  damages  are  to  be  charged,  not  to  the 
improvement  itself,  but  to  either  the  unskillfulness,  negligence  or  malfeasance 
of  the  City  Engineer  or  contractor,  (as  is  intimated  in  the  petition)  then  the 
remedy  of  the  petitioners  is  against  the  wrong  doer  and  not  against  the  city, 
and  either  the  contractor  or  Engineer  would  be  liable  on  their  official  bonds 
for  any  wrong  committed  by  them  upon  the  petitioners. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  for  damages 
be  not  granted  and  that  their  prayer  for  relief  from  continuous  overflow  bo 
referred  to  the  Civil  Engineer.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  William  Johnson 
and  others,  praying  for  the  correction  of  the  estimate  granted  to  the  contrac- 
tor for  the  improvement  of  North  street,  between  Blackford  and  Minerva 
streets;  also,  the  report  of  the  City  Auditor  and  the  second  corrected  esti- 
mate, and  other  papers  connected  with  them,  have  carefully  considered  the 
subject  matter  of  said  papers. 

We  find  there  are  two  questions  to  be  determined  in  the  settlement  of  this 
matter,  one  of  fact  and  one  of  law ; 

1.  Whether  the  estimate  granted  to  S.  J.  <fc  R.  II.  Patterson  on  the  loth 
day  of  September,  A.  D.  1866,  was  erroneous  in  allowing  said  contractors  the 
stipulated  price  of  grading,  both  for  cutting  and  filling;  and  whether  at  the 
time  of  the  letting  of  said  contract  it  was  the  established  i  ule  and  custom  to 
measure  the  city  work  of  grading  by  allowing  only  lor  cutting  or  for  filling, 
of  whichever  the  quantity  way  the  highest, 

2.  Whether,  after  the  Council  having  passed  a  final  estimate  in  favor  of 
said  contractors,  S.  J.  &  R.  H.  Patterson,  and  paid  contractors  accepting  the 
same  and  making  collections  thereon,  it  is  still  within  the  power  and  author- 
ity of  the  Common  Council  to  recall  said  estimate  out  of  the  hands  of  the 
contractors  and  to  place  into  their  hands  a  second  final  estimate? 
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In  answering  the  first  question  we  found  comparatively  little  difficulty. 
The  official  statements  of  the  City  Engineer  and  City  Auditor  determine  the 
fact,  that  in  computing  the  gross  amount  of  the  work  performed  by  the  con- 
tractors on  North  street,  allowance  was  made  to  them  for  every  yard  of  cut 
and  every  yard  of  fill  made  by  them  in  grading  said  street,  and  that  the  dif- 
ference of  this  double  allowance  amounts  to  $770.93. 

It  is  equally  certain  that  for  years  and  years  the  measurement  of  city  grad- 
ing had  been  done  upon  the  principle  that  the  largest  number  of  yards  of 
either  cut  or  fill  was  allowed  to  the  contractor,  but  the  allowance  of  one  kind 
of  work  excluded  the  other.  And  further,  this  mode  of  measurement  was 
generally  understood  by  contractors.  We  have  the  certificate  of  a  number  of 
rival  bidders  for  this  same  work,  who  declare  that  their  bids  were  upon  the 
understanding  that  in  the  measurement  of  the  grading  only  one  kind  of 
work,  cutting  or  filling,  whichever  would  be  most,  was  to  be  allowed  to  them. 
If  all  their  rival  bidders  were  cognizant  of  this  mode  of  measurement,  it  is 
but  fair  to  presume  that  Messrs.  S.  J.  &  R.  H.  Patterson  were  equally  well 
informed.  But,  whether  they  were  or  not,  they  were  bound  to  know  what 
was  the  rule  and  custom  of  measurement  in  the  kind  of  work  which  they 
undertook  to  perform.  The  conclusion  is  irresistible  that  the  estimate  grant- 
ed to  the  Messrs.  Pattersons  on  the  13th  day  of  September,  1866,  was  erro- 
neous, and  that  thev  were  allowed  $770.93  more  than  they  were  lawfully  en- 
titled to. 

In  answering  the  question  of  law  arising  in  this  matter,  your  Committee 
is  not  near  as  positive.  When  the  Common  Council,  acting  upon  the  proper, 
and  upon  their  face,  correct  reports  of  the  officers  charged  with  that  duty, 
passes  upon  and  grants  a  final  estimate,  which  is  accepted  and  acted  upon  by 
the  contractors,  and  part  of  the  property  holders,  that  certainly  seems  to  de- 
termine the  connection  of  the  Council  with  that  transaction.  On  the  other 
hand,  it  seems  not  reasonable  that  the  Council,  which,  in  street  work,  acts 
partly  as  trustee  and  umpire  for  and  between  the  contractor  and  property 
holders,  should  be  foreclosed  in  this  capacity  from  correcting  clerical  and 
other  errors,  which  in  the  complicated  arrangement  of  this  work  are  almost 
certain  to  happen.  Furthermore,  the  very  language  of  the  Charter  in  regu- 
lating appeals  from  precepts,  makes  the  correctness  of  the  estimates  one  of 
the  points  to  be  inquired  into  in  the  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Coun- 
cil. Now,  is  it  reasonable,  that  a  single  property  holder,  who  appeals  from 
the  decision  of  the  Council,  should  have  the  opportunity  and  right  of  attack- 
ing and  correcting  erroneous  estimates,  while  the  Council,  acting  for  and 
binding  all  the  property  holders,  unless  they  appeal,  should  be  prohibited 
from  correcting  their  own  mistakes  committed  as  trustees  and  umpires  be- 
tween the  contractors  and  property  holders  as  soon  as  they  discover  said  mis- 
take? Yet  your  Committee,  not  being  free  from  all  doubt  upon  this  subject, 
base  the  action  hereinafter  recommended  upon  other  considerations.  We 
are  informed,  that  however  we  may  decide  this  matter,  it  will  result  in  liti- 
gation. If  we  refuse  to  correct  our  mistake  the  property  holders  will  appeal 
from  all  precepts  which  we  may  grant.  If  we  correct  the  error,  the  contrac- 
tors threaten  litigation.  In  all  appeals  from  precepts  the  city  is  a  party  and 
will  have  to  pay  costs  if  they  are  decided  against  us.  There  will  be  a  number 
of  such  cases,  and  each  will  be  expensive. 

If  the  contractors  refuse  to  accept  our  corrected  estimate  they  will  have  to 
ask  for  precepts  on  the  old  estimate,  we  refuse  them  and  they  will  apply  for  a 
writ  of  mandamus  against  us.  In  this  suit  the  whole  question  will  come  up, 
all  extraneous  issues  will  be  excluded,  and  the  matter  can  be  finally  and  sat- 
isfactorily settled  with  comparative  little  costs  in  a  single  suit.  Your  com- 
mittee therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  preamble  and 
resolutions.  And  in  the  conclusion  of  this  report  and  recommendations  we 
have  had  the  benefit  of  the  advice  and  assent  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor. 
Wiif.it>.As.   Heretofore  to-wit:  on  the  13  th  dry  of  September,  A.  D.   1866,  an 

estimate  ivas  adoptee)  by  this  Council  in  favor  of  S.  J.  &  R.  II.  Patterson,

between  blackford  and  Minerva  streets,   requiring   the  property  holders 
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along  the  line  of  said  improvement,  to  pay  an  aggregate  of  $3,504.14   for 
said  work. 

And  Whereas,  It  appears  from  the  reports  and  statements  of  the  City- 
Auditor  and  City  Engineer  and  from  other  papers  and  evidence  before 
this  Council  that  said  amount  was  incorrect  and  erroneous,  from  the  fact 
that  the  Civil  Engineer,  in  making  up  his  computation  of  the  work, 
allowed  said  contractors  the  contract  price  of  grading  for  every  yard  cut- 
ting and  filling  done  by  them  in  said  work,  while  at  the  time  said  work 
was  let,  and  the  contract  therefor  entered  into,  and  the  estimate  adopted, 
and  many  years  before  said  time,  it  was  the  settled  rule  of  custom  to  allow 
contractors  for  city  works  only  for  cutting  excluding  filling,  or  filling 
excluding  cutting,  taking  whichever  portion  of  the  work  amounted  to  the 
largest  number  of  yards. 

And  Whereas,  The  property  holders  along  the  line  of  said  improvement 
were,  in  consequence  of  this  erroneous  computation  against  them  in  said 
estimate  of  September  13th,  1866,  required  to  pay  $770. 93  more  than  said  work 
justly  amounted  to,  the  true  aggregate  value  of  said  work  being  only 
$2,713.21  according  to  the  contract  price:  Therefore,  be  it 
Resolved,  That  the  estimate  for  grading  and  graveling  North  street  in  favor 

of  S.  J.  <fc  R.    FT.  Patterson  adopted   by   this   Council   on   the    13th    day  of 

September,  A.  D.  1866,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  rescinded,  annulled  and 

cancelled.

The  question  of  fact  that  there  is  a  mistake  in  the  estimate  having  been 
decided  by  the  Committee,  there  can  be  no  doubt  of  the  power  of  Council 
to  correct  an  erroneous  estimate.  The  power  of  the  Council  over  estimates 
and  proceedings  in  street  improvement  cases  continues  until  the  final  deter- 
mination by  the  ordering  and  issuing  of  a  precept,  The  case  is  closely 
analogous  to  that  of  an  action  at  law.  Before  a  final  determination  of  the 
.action  the  Court  may  correct  either  the  record  and  proceedings  or  the  papers 
in  the  case.

Gentlemen: — I  have  examined  the  petition  of  Thomas  Wren,  and  respect 
fully  submit  the  following : 

If  the  estimates  were  allowed  before  the  amended  Charter  became  a  law, 
and  the  grounds  mentioned  are  public  alleys  of  the  city,  the  city  should  pay 
the  amounts  assessed. 

The  owners  of  the  lots  adjoining  Pogue's  Eun  own  the  fee,  and  are  liable 
for  street  improvement  of  streets  upon  which  their  real  estate  borders.  The 
remedy  of  the  contractor  is  against  the  property.  Nor  can  he,  in  case  the 
property  is  of  insufficient  value,  recover  the  assessment  from  the  city.  This 
has  been  expressly  decided  by  our  Supreme  Court  in  the  cases  of  Smith  v. 
City  of  New  Albany,  and  Johnson  v.  City  of  Indianapolis. 

I  therefore  recommend  that  the  claim  for  improvement  of  the  ground 
alleged  to  be  occupied  by  public  alleys  be  referred  to  the  Civil  Engineer  to 
ascertain  whether  the  ground  is  occupied  as  a  public  alley,  and  that  the  claim 
for  improving  the  real  estate  of  private  individuals  be  not  allowed.

Gentlemen: — I  have  examined  the  matter  relating  to  Blackford  street  and 
respectfully  report: 

That  in  1854  Isaac  Blackford  sub-divided  certain  out-lots,  and  in  1856 
amended  this  sub-division  by  dedicating  thirty  feet  off  of  west  side  of  lots 
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fronting  on  Blackford  street,  except  lot  number  sixty-five.  Lot  number  sixty- 
five  is  situated  on  the  corner  of  New  York  and  Blackford  streets,  and  the 
failure  to  dedicate  thirty  feet  off  of  this  lot  leaves  the  street  adjacent  to  it 
thirty  feet  narrower  than  at  any  other  point. 

I  have  been  unable  to  find  any  record  showing  a  condemnation  of  any  part 
of  lot  number  sixty-five  above  mentioned.  The  City  records,  prior  to  1863, 
are  in  a  confused  state,  and  I  may,  perhaps,  have  overlooked  some  portion 
of  the  proceedings,  as  the  time  allowed  me  was  too  limited  to  admit  of  an 
examination  of  every  page  of  the  records,  but  1  am  of  opinion  that  there  is 
no  record  showing  a  condemnation  of  the  aforesaid  lot. 

I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  the  record  of  proceedings  in  opening  and 
vacating  streets  and  alleys  should  be  kept  in  a  separate  record  carefully  in- 
dexed, as  the  matter  is  one  of  importance,  and  the  record  should  be  full  and 
complete.

Gentlemen: — I  have  made  diligent  inquiry  respecting  the  claim  presented 
by  August  Richter,  and,  so  far  as  I  can  ascertain,  the  facts  are  substantially 
as  follows  : 

During  the  time  the  lot  was  owned  by  Mr.  Richter's  grantor  the  city  au- 
thorties  entered  upon  it  and  constructed  thereon  a  culvert  for  the  purpose 
of  conveying  the  water  from  what  is  known  as  Virginia  River.  Mr.  Richter, 
after  he  became  the  owner,  notified  the  city  authorities  that  he  desired  to 
erect  a  building  on  his  lot  over  the  culvert,  the  culvert  was  not  secure  and 
must  be  made  so  by  the  city.  The  city  ordered  the  culvert  to  be  repaired, 
and  Mr.  Richter,  in  his  official  capacity  of  Street  Commissioner,  superintend- 
ed the  repairs.  The  late  freshet  injured  the  building,  and  the  cause  of  the 
injury  was  the  improper  construction  of  the  culvert.  It  is  proper  to  add 
that  no  steps  were  ever  taken  by  the  city  to  appropriate  the  real  estate  to 
public  purposes.     The  repairs  upon  the  culvert  were  necessary  and  proper. 

Mr  Richter's  claim  is  for  damages  to  the  building  and  for  the  cost  of  mak- 
ing the  repairs.     This  presents  two  distinct  questions. 

The  first  question  is  :  Was  the  city  bound  to  maintain  the  culvert  in  pro- 
per repair,  and  can  Mr.  Richter  recover  for  the  money  expended  by  him  iif 
making  such  repairs? 

There  is  but  little  difficulty  in  answering  this  question,  and  I  answer — 

That  if  the  repairs  were  necessary  to  maintain  the  culvert  in  proper  con- 
dition, and  were  duly  made  by  Mr.  Richter  after  notice  to  the  city,  he  is  en- 
titled to  recover  the  reasonable  cost  of  such  repairs. 

The  second  question  is :  As  Mr.  Richter  superintended  the  repairing  of 
the  culvert  himself,  was  it  not  his  own  fault  if  he  failed  to  make  the  culvert 
entirely  secure,  and  built  without  having  done  so? 

This  question  has  occasioned  me  considerable  perplexity.  The  only  an- 
swer I  can  give  is  embodied  in  the  two  following  propositions : 

First.  If  Mr.  Richter  exercised  his  own  skill  and  judgment  in  making  the 
repairs,  and  was  not  governed,  directed,  or  restrained  by  other  city  authorities, 
and  after  making  the  repairs  built  without  further  complaint,  the  city  is  not 
liable. 

Second.  If,  after  notice  to  repair,  the  city  authorities  directed  the  man- 
ner, extent  and  cost  of  the  repairs,  and  Mr.  Richter  acting  simply  as  an 
agent  in  direct  obedience  to  the  orders  of  his  principal,  made  the  repairs,  and 
the  defretive  construction  of  the  culvert  occasioned  the  injury,  I  think  the 
city  is  liable. 

There  are  important*  questions  of  fact  to  be  determined  in  this  case,  and  I 
think  all  -uicli  questions, ought  to  be  determiiiejcl  by  members  of  your  body. 
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and  I  therefore  take  the  liberty  of  respectfully  suggesting  its  reference  to  a 
committee  of  your  honorable  body.

T  Your  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  and  claim  of  A.  Richter, 
for  reimbursement  of  the  price  of  repairs  to  the  city  culvert  under  his  new 
house  on  Virginia  Avenue,  etc.,  and  also  the  opinion  of  the  City  Attorney, 
respectfully  report: 

We  find  that  the  culvert  on  said  lot  was  built  by  the  grantors  of  said  Rich- 
ter ;  that  afterwards  the  city,  without  the  consent,  but  also  without  the  active 
resistance  of  the  owner  of  said  lot,  took  possession  of  said  culvert  by  attach- 
ing another  culvert,  leading  the  water  from  above,  and  another  carrying  the 
water  away  below  through  Virginia  Avenue. 

We  find,  furthermore,  that  before  building  the  petitioner  notified  the  city, 
either  to  remove  said  culvert  from  his  premises,  or  so  to  protect  it  as  not  to 
interfere  with  or  cause  damage  to  the  house  proposed  to  be  erected;  that  in 
conformity  with  said  notice  and  an  order  from  the  Council,  the  Board  of 
Public  Improvements  had  a  consultation  with  the  petitioner,  who  was  also 
Street  Commissioner,  on  the  premises ;  that  in  said  consultation  it  was  agreed 
upon  what  additional  protection  would  probably  secure  said  culvert,  and  said 
Richter  was  ordered  to  do  said  work. 

We  find  further,  that  the  culvert  above  is  larger,  and  the  culvert  below 
smaller,  than  that  on  the  lot,  thus  giving  it  the  shape  of  a  funnel,  large  at 
its  opening,  small  at  the  mouth  ;  that  principally  in  consequence  of  this  pe- 
culiar construction,  and  because  the  walls  yet  green,  the  culvert  and  the  new 
protection  wall  burst  at  the  late  freshet,  flooded  the  cellars  and  cracked  the 
walls  of  the  house  erected  by  the  petitioner.  The  culvert  was  afterwards 
repaired,  and  the  protection  walls  re-built,  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Public 
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Improvements.     The  cost  of  this  and  the  first,  repairs  amounts  to  $377.24. 
The  cost  of  securing  the  house  amounts  to  $256.25. 

After  a  full  review  of  all  the  facts  and  the  law  bearing  upon  the  case,  your 
committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  City  is  liable  for  the  amount  claimed 
by  the  petitioner,  and  we  recommend  that  the  City  Auditor  be  instructed  to 
include  in  his  next  ordinance  an  appropriation  for  $633.49  in  favor  of  said 
Richter.

The  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys,  to  whom  was  referred  a  motion  of 
inquiry  as  to  whether  any  action  of  the  Council  is  necessary  to  provide  for 
numbering  houses,  report  that  an  ordinance  regulating  this  matter  and  fix- 
ing penalties  was  passed  Oct.  17,  1864.  This  ordinance  provided  that  the 
Council  should  authorize  some  person  to  designate  numbers  according  to  the 
plan  of  the  ordinance,  (one  number  to  each  sixteen  feet  of  space,)  and  to  no- 
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tify  all  parties,  and  on  failure  of  the  parties  to  place  such  designated  num- 
bers on  their  houses  within  30  days  after  receiving  notice,  they  are  subject 
to  pay  a  fine  of  not  exceeding  $2.00,  on  conviction. 

A  person  was  appointed  to  designate  numbers,  and  he  proceeded  to  notify 
parties  on  all  the  streets  of  the  city.  After  this  was  done  he  ceased  opera- 
tions, and  since  then  no  further  action  has  been  had.  The  matter  of 
registering  numbers  seems  to  have  been  overlooked  in  the  ordinance,  and 
this  fact  has  caused  considerable  trouble.  The  committee  suggest  that  the 
City  Clerk  be  required,  by  ordinance,  to  keep  a  register  of  all  numbered

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  member  of  the  Committee  on  Fire  Depart- 
ment, begs  leave  to  offer  the  following  minority  report  upon  the  subject  of 
the  purchase  of  a  Steam  Fire  Engine  for  the  use  of  the  city.  Your  commit- 
tee have  offered  for  consideration  engines  of  three  different  manufactures, 
varying  in  price  from  $4,500  to  $8,000.  Two  of  the  engines  offered,  the  Latta 
and  A.moskeag,  are  built  with  reciprocating  or  direct  acting  pumps,  which, 
in  my  opinion,  are  much  to  be  preferred  lor  several  reasons  over  the  machine 
the  majority  of  your  committee  report  in  favor  of  tne  city  purchasing.  Com- 
paring the  Latta  with  the  Seneca  Falls  machine  we  find  the  cost  of  repairs 
for  the  Latta  have  been  very  much  less  than  for  the  Seneca  Falls  machine 
during  the  time  they  have  been  in  use.  and  now  the  Fire  Engineer  reports 
that  the  Seneca  Falls  requires  a  new  boiler,  while  the  Latta  is  reported  in 
good  repair.  Although  we  think  the  Latta  is  the  best  machine  we  have  in 
use,  and  the  principles  involved  in  its  construction  are  much  to  be  preferred 
over  a  rotary  engine  and  pumps — as  used  in  the  construction  of  the  Seneca 
Falls — the  price  of  the  Latta,  $8,000  cash,  appears  large,  but  the  manufactu- 
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re*s  say  they  cannot  make  them  for  less  money.  The  Amoskeag  is  built  sub- 
stantially upon  the  plan  of  the  Latta,  using  two  direct  acting  engines  and 
pumps  on  each  machine;  the  weight  of  the  machine  (5,500  lbs.)  is  much  less 
than  any  machine  in  use  in  the  city,  and  can  be  handled  with  two  (2)  horses 
on  your  streets.  These  engines  are  represented  as  being  substantially  built) 
capable  of  getting  up  steam  as  quick,  if  not  quicker,  than  any  machine  we 
have  in  use.  The  price,  four  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($4,500)  asked 
for  the  Amoskeag  is  much  less  than  any  machine  offered.  This,  in  the  pres- 
ent state  of  the  city  finances,  is  important,  especially  since  the  Amoskeag 
can  probably  be  purchased  for  one  and  two  years  6  per  cent.  City  Bonds,  as 
this  was  the  offer  of  the  manufacturers  in  August  last,  the  machine  delivered 
here  free  of  freight-^operated  here  by  the  manufacturers  before  acceptance 
by  the  city. 

We  would,  therefore,  with  all  the  facts  before  us,  recommend  that  the 
Committee  on  Fire  Department  be  instructed  to  confer  with  the  manufac- 
turers of  the  Amoskeag  Engine  and  puachase  one  of  their  manufacture  of 
machines,  if  one  can  be  bought  with  City  Bonds  running  one  and  two  years, 
bearing  6  per  cent,  interest.

Your  petitioner  would  further  show  that  his  wife  was  severely  injured  in 
the  right  arm  and  shoulder,  and  that  his  niece  sustained  severe  injuries  in 
the  head. 

Y'our  petitioner  would  further  show  that  by  reason  of  the  overturning  of 
said  buggy  the  top  was  broken  off  and  the  shafts  and  springs  of  said  buggy 
were  broken  and  an  axle  badly  bent,  thereby  damaging  the  same  to  the 
amount  of  one  hundred  dollars. 

Wherefore,  in  consideration  of  the  injuries  your  petitioner,  his  wife,  and 
niece  have  sustained  by  reason  of  said  action,  and  of  the  damages  to  his 
buggy,  he  wold  respectfully  ask  your  honorable  body  to  reimburse  him  for 
the  injuries  and  damages  so  sustained,  and  to  pay  him  the  sum  of  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars,  and  for  such  other  relief  as  your  honorable  body  shall 
deem  just  and  equitable  in  the  premises.

Indianapolis,  Jan.  21,  1867. 

Tv  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Having  noticed  the  kind  of  lanterns  in  general  use  throughout  the  city, 
and  the  kind,  that  are  at  present  being  contracted  for,  would  respectfully 
beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  for  your  favorable  consideration: 

The  Iron  Lanterns,  that  are  in  general  use  in  the  city,  are  of  no  particu- 
lar size;  no  two  of  them  being  alike.  For  instance,  the  glass  for  the  Lan- 
tern comes  already  cut;  but  when  the  Lamplighter  goes  to  renew  the 
glass  that  has  been  broken,  he  has  to  cut  and  fit  each  pane  of  glass  to 
each  lamp.  The  glass  cut  for  one  lamp  will  not  fit  any  other,  therefore  in- 
creasing the  work  for  the  Lamplighter,  he  having  to  fit  each  pane  of  glass  to 
e:ic,\i  particular  place  in  lamp.  It  requires  a  great  deal  of  time,  and  an  ex- 
perieBced  hand  m  cutting  gla.ss.     A  person  not  being  used  to  it,  will  break 
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nearly  as  many  panes  of  glass  as  he  can  put  in,  and  can  not  renew  all  the 
broken  glass  in  one  day. 

The  cost  of  glass  alone  for  Iron  Lanterns  now  in  use,  taking  the  cost  of 
glass  for  the  past  six  months  as  data,  we  have  cost  of  glass  for  all  City  Lamps 
one  year,  $615.82,  or  .97  44-100  cents  per  lamp. 

You  have  also  thirty-four  (34)  Galvanized  Iron  Lamps  in  use  on  South  Me- 
ridian and  South  Delaware  streets.  The  cost  of  glass  for  repairs  for  this  kind 
of  Lantern,  taking  the  cost  of  keeping  the  above  number  in  repair  for  the 
past  three  months  as  data,  is  as  follows;  that  is,  assuming  all  the  Lamps  in 
the  city  to  be  of  this  kind  : 

Cost  of  repairs  (glass)  for  all  the  city  lamps,  $297.25;  showing  a  saving  of 
glass  in  favor  of  the  Galvanized  Lantern,  of  $318.57,  per  year. 

The  glass  for  this  Lantern  comes  already  cut,  is  easily  put  in  without  fear 
of  breaking.  The  Lanterns  are  all  of  the  same  size,  and  the  glass  that  will 
fit  one  will  fit  them  all,  consequently  the  Lamplighter  will  have  no  fitting  of 
glass  to  do.  In  cleaning  or  washing  the  Lamps,  (which  has  not  been  done 
very  recently,)  the  Galvanized  Iron  Lantern  can  be  easily  taken  down,  and 
washed  much  easier  and  quicker  than  on  top  of  the  post,  or  the  glass  can  be 
slipped  out  and  cleaned  without  any  trouble  or  fear  of  breakage. 

The  Iron  Lantern  cannot  be  taken  from  the  post  without  the  assistance  of 
two  or  three  men;  the  glass  can  not  be  taken  out  without  a  great  deal  of 
trouble;  also,  one  is  liable  to  break  the  glass  in  so  doing,  consequently  they 
are  obliged  to  clean  them  as  they  stand. 

Another  thing  in  favor  of  the  Galvanized  Lantern  is  that  there  are  no 
doors,  the  gas  being  lit  from  the  bottom.  There  is  a  great  amount  of  glass 
broken  in  our  present  lamps  from  the  opening  and  shutting  of  the  doors; 
and  in  a  great  many  instances  the  catches  are  defective,  consequently  the 
doors  are  swinging  back  and  forth,  breaking  glass  continually.  In  rainy,  wet, 
freezing  weather,  the  doors  are  frozen  up,  and  it  is  almost  impossible  to  open 
them,  and  in  many  instances  the  glass  in  the  doors  are  broken  by  so  doing. 

I  would  respectfully  add  that  the  Common  Council  in  future,  when  con- 
tracting for  Lamps,  contract  for  the  Galvanized  Iron  Lamp  or  Lantern,  and 
use  no  more  Iron  Lanterns;  also,  that  they  get  rid  of  the  old  Iron  and  Tin 
Lanterns  at  once,  and  use  the  Galvanized  Iron  Lanterns,  as  being  the  best 
and  cheapest  Lantern,  as  they  cost  less,  costing  from  $5.50  to  $6  per  Lantern, 
where  the  Iron  Lantern,  now  in  use,  costs  $6.50  per  Lantern;  makingasaving 
in  cost  of  Lanterns,  of  from  50  cents  to  $1,  in  each  Lantern  put  up. 

They  cost  less  for  repairs,  are  easier  cleaned,  easier  and  quicker  lighted, 
and  also  a  better  style  of  lamp  than  the  present  style  in  use. 

A  private  individual,  when  purchasing  a  Lantern  for  his  own  use,  generally 
gets  a  Galvanized  Iron  Lantern,  as  you  will  find  several  instances  of  this  kind 
in  your  city. 

As  private  affairs  are  generally  better  managed  than  public  affairs,  this  is 
only  a  proof  of  the  old  fogy  system  that  this  city  is  still  working  on. 

The  above  are  facts  which  I  have  learned  recently,  and  which  I  have  taken 
the  trouble  to  figure  out.  There  are  many  other  defective  points  in  the 
present  style  of  Lanterns,  which  a  more  experienced  person  might  point  out 
to  you. 

I  have  no  personal  interest  in  this  matter,  only  that  the  city  should  have 
the  best  and  cheapest  Lanterns,  and  the  one  that  costs  the  least  for  repairs.

First  and  partial  estimate  allowed  James  Mahoney  for  grading  and 
graveling  Massachusetts  Avenue  and  sidewalks,  between  Chatham  street  and 
the  Corporation  line  east. 

2d.  A  corrected  estimate  for  grading  and  graveling  New  York  street,  ex- 
clusive of  the  sidewals,  between  West  street  and  the  west  side  of  Blackford 
street,  in  favor  of  James  and  John  lluffer,  as  directed  by  your  honorable 
body. 

3d.  At  the  last  session  of  your  honorable  body,  on  motion  by  Mr.  Loom  is, 
I  was  directed  to  re-advertise  for  the  erection  of  lamp  posts,  lamps  and  fix- 
tures, except  the  service  pipes,  on  Virginia  Avenue,  between  South  and  Brad- 
shaw  streets.

Gentlemen: — Having  conferred  with  the  Judiciary  Committee  in  reference 
to  the  claim  presented  by  Thomas  Wren  for  improving  Illinois  street,  I  find 
the  facts  connected  with  the  claim  to  be  incorrectly  stated  in  the  petition. 
Upon  the  statement  of  the  petition  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  petitioner 
has  no  valid  claim  against  the  city.  The  Judiciary  Committee,  in  full  pos- 
session of  the  facts,  state  them  to  be  as  follows : 

Mr.  Wren  improved  Illinois  street  and  was  allowed  an  estimate  for  the 
cost  of  the  improvement,  The  Engineer  assessed  the  sums  mentioned  in 
the  petition  against  the  real  estate  therein  described,  when  in  fact  no  im- 
provement had  been  made  in  front  of  the  lots  described,  as  the  space  in 
front  of  them  was  occupied  by  a  bridge  of  the  city.  Sometime  since  Mr. 
Wren  petitioned  Council  for  a  precept,  and  this  was  justly  refused,  because 
the  lots  were  not  liable.  It  thus  appears  that  Mr.  Wren  has  done  work  which 
he  has  not  been  paid  for,  and  which  he  cannot  recover  from  property  owners^ 
and  unless  the  claimant  is  paid  by  the  city  he'  will  lose  the  amount  claimed. 

The  question  presented  hy  the  facts  upon  which  the  claim  is  based  is  a 
difficult  one.  In  Smith  v.  New  Albany,  the  Supreme  Court  decided  that  the 
City  could  not  be  charged  where  the  property  was  insufficient  in  value  to  pay 
the  assessment;  and  in  Johnson  v.  The  City  of  Indianapolis,  decided  that 
the  City  could  not  be  compelled  to  pay  for  improvements  made  in  front  of 
private  property.  The  legal  rights  of  the  claimant  to  compel  the 
payment  of  the  claim  by  the  City  is  very  doubtful.  It  is  true,  that  the  mis- 
take which  occasioned  the  loss  was  that  of  the  officers  of  the  City  ;  but  it  is 
also  true  that  the  contractor  must  for  himself  ascertain  the  liability  of  pro- 
property  against  which  assessments  are  made,  and  its  sufficiency  to  pay  the 
assessment.  These  are  facts  into  which  he  must  inquire  and  determine  for 
himself.  Had  the  contractor  objected  to  the  estimate,  and  yet  been  com- 
pelled to  receive  it,  the  case  would  be  very  different.  I  doubt  very  much 
whether  the  City  could  by  legal  proceedings  be  compelled  to  pay  the  claim. 

Should  the  Council  think  the  claim  an  equitable  one,  and  deem  it  proper 
to  allow  .it,  they  unquestionably  have  the  power  to  do  so  under  the  provision 
of  the  Charter  which  provides  that  the  Council  'may  cause  any  part  of  the 
assessment  to  be  paid  out  of  the  City  Treasury."

Indianapolis,  Feb.  15,  1867. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gkntlemen: — The  undersigned,  your  Special  Committee  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred the  motion  in  reference  to  the  control  and  regulation  of  the  public 
lamps,  beg  leave  to  report,  that  after  having  spent  some  time  in  investigating 
the  subject,  and  in  testing  many  different  kinds  of  burners  that  are  and  are  not 
in  use.  in  the  lamps  of  the  city ;  as  to  the  quantity  of  gas  consumed  per  hour 
by  each  ;  also,  the  relative  strength  of  the  light,  as  tested  in  comparison  with 
sperm  candle  light.  In  these  tests  we  were  aided  by  the  gentlemanly  Super- 
intendent of  the  Gas  Works,  Mr.  H.  Stacy,  who  kindly  aided  in  the  tests, 
using  the  apparatus  of  the  Gas  Company. 

Your  Committe  find  that  the  gas  burners,  as  furnished  by  the  manufactur- 
ers, and  represented  to  burn  a  certain  amount  of  gas,  can  not  be  relied  upon 
as  correct  as  to  quantity  of  gas  consumed  per  hour;  as  in  all  the  tests  made, 
we  did  not  find  a  single  burner  that  consumed  the  quantity  of  gas  that  the 
burner  was  represented  to  burn  per  hour. 

We  append  a  statement  of  the  tests  of  burners,  as  tested.

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Your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  best  burner  for  the,  city  to 
use,  is  the  iron  one,  costing  but  six  ($6.00)  dollars  per  gross,  these  burners 
can  be  regulated  as  to  the  quantity  burned,  and  when  once  regulated  will 
last  for  several  months,  and  when  worn  out  can  be  replaced  at  trifling  cost. 

Your  Committee  also  tested  the  four  (4)  burners  found  in  use  on  the  four 
(4)  meter  lamps,  and  found  them  to  consume  6  5-10,  4  7-10,.  6  5-10  and  6  feet 
each  per  hour,  or  an  average  of  5  92-100  feet  per  hour  each. 

Four  (4)  burners  taken  from  four  (4)  other  of  the  street  lamps,  consumed 
4  5-10,  2  5-10,  4  3  10  and  3  feet  each  per  hour,  an  average  of  3  57-100  feet 
per  hour  each;  showing  that  the  meters  are  registering!  1,562  feet  per  hour 
more  than  is  burned  in  your  street  lamps,  presuming  that  the  four  (4)  burn- 
ers tested  are  an  average  of  those  in  use  in  the  city.  We  are  of  the  opinion 
that  a  consumption  of  four  (4)  feet  per  hour  by  each  lamp  is  sufficient,  and 
would  recommend  that  all  the  burners  be  regulated  to  burn  that  amount 
per  hour.  The  meters  now  in  use  on  street  lamps  we  think  cannot  be  cor- 
rect, as  by  reference  to  the  report  of  the  City  Auditor  as  to  the  amount  con- 
sumed by  each  of  the  four  meter  lamps,  we  find  that  the  meter  lamp  on 
South  Pennsylvania  street,  in  December,  consumed  1,480  feet;  North  Penn- 
sylvania 730,  while  in  January,  South  Pennsylvania  meter  consumed  410,  and 
North  Pennsylvania  1,230,  showing  that  in  December  the  South  Pennsylva- 
nia street  meter  registered  750  feet  more  gas  than  the  North  Pennsyl- 
vania street  did,  when  in  January  the  reverse  was  true ;  North  Pennsylvania 
street  meter  registered  820  feet  more  gas  than  the  South  Pennsylvania  street 
meter  did.  Not  having  the  means  at  hand  to  test  the  meters,  your  Commit- 
tee are  not  able  to  report  definitely  as  to  their  correctness,  but  presume  from 
the  above  figures,  that  they  cannot  be  correct. 

The  amount  of  gas  consumed  by  the  street  lamps  during  eleven  months 
past,  from  March  to  January  inclusive,  taking  for  data  (4)  four  burners  taken 
from  street  lamps  in  the  city,  the  four  (4)  burners  being  tested  on  the  7th 
instant  at  the  gas  works,  as  follows  :  one  from  the  corner  of  Tennessee  and 
Washington  streets,  north  side,  burning  2  5-10  feet  per  hour ;  one  from  North 
Delaware  street  at  No.  34,  burning  4  5-10  per  hour;  one  from  Meridian  street, 
corner  of  Merrill  street,  burning  4  3-10  feet  per  hour;  one  from  Meridian 
street,  corner  af  Louisiana  street,  burning  3  feet  per  hour.  The  number  of 
hours  gas  burned  during  the  eleven  months  as  per  time  table,  deducting  the 
time  gas  was  not  burned  during  (11)  eleven  days  in  January:

The  average  of  the  four  (4)  street  lamps 
or  burners  being  3  57-100  feet  per  hour  equals  6,952  57-100  feet  burned  per 
lamp ;  counting  665  lamps  or  burners — this  would  be  equal  to  4,623,459  05- 
100  feet  burned  in  all  the  lamps  at  three  dollars  per  thousand. . .  .$13,870  37 
Now  taking  the  same  number  of  feet  burned  per  lamp,  counting 

only  649  lamps  or  burners,  we  have 13,536  65 

Difference $333  72 

Deducting  the  amount  $13  536.65  from  the  amount  paid  by  the  city  for  gas, 
$17,178.93,  leaves  a  difference  of  $3,542.28. 

We  find  the  Gas  Company  are  charging  the  city  with  665  lamps  and  burn- 
ers, while  there  are  in  use  but  649 — a  difference  of  16;  that  is,  the  Gas  Co. 
have  collected  from  the  city  for  sixteen  (16)  lights  that  are  not  in  use.  How 
long  this  error  has  existed  your  Committee  are  unable  to  determine,  as  we 
cannot  find  any  one,  either  in  the  employ  of  the  city  or  the  Gas  Company, 
who  can  give  any  light  upon  this  subject.  We  are  satisfied  that  this  error 
has  existed  for  several  months,  and  may  have  been  for  several  years. 
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We  would  recommend  the  appointment  of  an  Inspector  and  Superintend- 
ent of  Gas,  who  shall  be  paid  a  salary  of  $ per  year,  who  should  have 

the  entire  control  of  all  gas  lights ;  light  and  extinguish  all  the  meter  lamps 
as  per  ti me- table j;  see  to  the  erection  of  new  lamp  posts;  test  all  burners; 
test  the  quality  of  the  gas  furnished  the  city;  the  correctness  of  gas  me- 
ters, Ac.  The  city  should  furnish  and  own  a  complete  set  of  apparatus  for 
making  these  tests. 

The  meter-burner  keys  should  be  under  lock  and  key,  so  that  no  person 
can  have  access  to  them  but  the  Superintendent  of  Gas,  and  to  accomplish 
this  would  recommend  that  an  iron  box  with  secure  lock  should  be  put  on 
each  meter  post  and  made  of  sufficient  size  to  enclose  the  meter  and  give 
room  for  the  stop  key  outside  of  the  meter  box,  but  inside  of  the  box  con- 
trolled by  the  Superintendent  of  Gas. 

The  lanterns  now  in  use  in  the  city  are  made  of  cast  and  sheet  iron  and 
zinc.  We  would  recommend  that  all  lanterns  purchased  in  the  future  be 
made  of  galvanized  sheet  iron,  believing  them  to  be  much  the  best  and  most 
durable. 

The  city  has  been  and  is  in  the  habit  of  purchasing  its  lamp  posts  with- 
out any  regard  to  weight.  We  would  recommend  that  a  standard  of  weight 
be  adopted  by  the  city,  and  contractors  be  required  to  furnish  posts  up  to 
that  standard. 

We  are  informed  by  experts  that  if  the  meters  were  taken  from  the  posts 
and  placed  in  cellars  where  the  temperature  was  uniform,  they  would  regis- 
ter the  gas  more  uniformly.  Why  the  meters  should  vary  so  much  in  amount 
registered,  we  are  unable  to  tell;  or  why  in  January,  when  the  gas  was 
burned  but  eighteen  nights,  the  meters  registered  several  thousand  more 
feet  than  in  December,  when  the  gas  was  lighted  the  entire  month,  as  per 
time  table,  we  are  at  a  loss  to  account  for.

Gentlemen — On  October  22,  1866,  I  was  directed  to  report  upon  the  feasibility 
of  deepening  and  widening  Pogue's  Run,  from  the  eastern  limits  of  the  city  to  the 
southern  limits  thereof,  etc.;  and  also  to  report  as  to  the  practicability  of  changing 
the  course  of  a  part  of  said  stream  so  as  to  carry  the  water  out  of  the  city,  etc. 
I  have  the  honor  to  present  herewith  profiles  in  reference  to  both  these  points. 

As  regards  the  first,  you  will  see  by  the  profile  that  by  a  continuous  gradient 
from  the  eastern   to   the  southern  limits   of  the  city,  only  about  three  additional 
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feet  of  depth  could  be  had,  to  gain  which  large  quantities  of  masonry,  including  the 
arched  culverts  on  Meridian  street  and  under  the  Union  Depot  would  require  to  be 
rebuilt  or  altered  in  such  a  manner  as  to  endanger  the  superstructure,  and  when 
done,  the  small  gain  would  not  compensate  the  city  for  the  outlay.  Nor  does  the 
project  of  widening  offer  a  much  better  prospect,  for  the  same  reason  as  above.  The 
average  cross  section  where  walled  on  both  sides  is  32  feet  in  width  by  12  feet  in 
depth  ;  it  is  evident  to  any  one  who  witnessed  the  flood  of  last  fall  that  an  additional 
channel  of  the  same  size  would  net  have  contained  the  volume  of  water.  To  obtain 
this  additional  32  feet,  would  involve  the  city  in  an  expense  for  the  purchase  of 
grounds,  removal  of  buildings,  reconstruction  of  bridges  and  culverts,  etc.,  not 
warranted  by  the  small  amonnt  of  security  against  overflow  that  such  an  addition 
would  afford. 

As  regards  the  second  direction,  I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  it  is  perfectly 
practicable  to  change  the  course,  not  only  of  part,  but,  if  desired,  the  whole  of  the 
stream,  so  as  to  carry  the  water  entirely  out  of  the  city,  or  rather  not  to  suffer  it  to 
come  in,  and  at  a  total  cost  of  about  $35,000. 

In  relation  to  this,  I  respectfully  refer  you  to  the  accompanying  profile. 

By  throwing  a  levee  some  six  feet  in  hight  and  400  feet  in  length  across  the 
valley  of  the  creek  from  the  Bellefontaine  Railroad  embankment,  to  the  south  bank 
of  the  creek  at  a  point  about  one  half  mile  northeast  of  the  northeast  corner  of  the 
corporation,  and  opening  from  thence  a  ditch  say  20  feet  in  width  at  the  bottom 
and  average  four  feet  eight  inches  in  depth  for  some  3,000  feet  due  north,  we  reach 
the  ground  drained  by  what  is  termed  "the  Government  ditch'  into  Fall  Creek. 
This  ditch  would  of  course  require  to  be  widened  and  deepened,  and  would  cause 
the  removal  of  about  115,000  cubic  yards  of  earth  after  deducting  the  quantity 
saved  by  the  present  ditch.  The  total  length  from  Pogue's  Run  to  Fall  Creek 
would  be  2  69-100  miles,  the  total  full  of  bottom  of  ditch  21  54-100  feet,  or  about 
two  inches  per  hundred  feet,  containing  a  sufficient  current  in  all  stages  of  water. 
The  earth  from  the  ditch  should  be  placed  for  a  levee  on  the  west  and  south  bank, 
so  as  to  admit  a  free  passage  of  the  water  from  the  low  grounds,  or  the  east  and: 
north  end,  to  prevent  any  possibility  of  its  breaking  through  into  the  city. 

I  have  not  estimated  anything  for  the  right  of  way  on  account  of  the  manifest 
benefit  that  its  construction  would  be  to  the  swamp  or  overflowed  lands  through 
which  it  would  pass  for  the  greater  part  of  its  distance. 

An  engorgement  could  be  constructed  at  the  point  of  divergance  from  Pogue's 
Run,  so  as  to  permit  the  passage  of  but  a  limited  volume  of  water,  and  allow  the 
surplus  merely  to  take  the  new  channel,  but  I  can  see  no  necessty  for  allowing^ 
any  part  of  the  upper  channel  to  enter  the  corporation,  and  the  present  channel  of 
Pogue's  Run  could  then  be  converted  into  a  complete  sewer  and  would  yet  have 
enough  water  coming  into  it  from  sources  below  the  gorge  to  ensure  the  passage  of 
a  sufficient  stream  to  cause  it  to  clei.se  itself  at  all  times.  I  therefore  much  pfefer 
the  solid  bank,  and  would  recommend  it  in  preference  to  the  engorgement. 

As  an  item  not  strictly  in  accordance  with  my  orders,  but  as  having,  nevertheless, 
an  interesting  connection  with  the  subject,  I  beg  leaVe  to  state  that  a  compilation 
of  the  losses  sustained  by  only  thirty-five  of  our  citizens  by  the  flood  in  September 
last,  amounts  to  over  $75,000  or  more  than  double  the  cost  of  forever  turning  the 
stream  out  of  the  city;  and  without  doubt  if  all  the  damage  were  reported  it  would 
amount  to  many  times  the  cost  of  the  work.

Gentlemen  : — I  have  examined  the  provisions  of  the  charter  providing  for  the 
taxation  of  railroad  corporations.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  41st  section  of  the 
charter,  such  corporations  are  taxed  in  the  same  manner  as  natural  persons,  except 
that  their  rolling  machinery  is  taxable  by  the  mile.  An  example  will  best  convey 
my  construction  of  the  charter,  which  is  somewhat  obscure: 


Feb.  25,  1867.} 
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Suppose  the  Cincinnati  Railroad  Company  to  own  one  hundred  thousand  dollars 
of  rolling  stock,  that  the  length  of  their  road  is  one  hundred  miles,  and  that  one 
mile  of  their  track  is  inside  the  city  limits,  one  thousand  dollars  of  this  rolling 
stock  will  be  subject  to  taxation,  being  the  value  per  mile  of  such  stock.

The  Special  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  sundry  petitions  on  the 
Agricultural  College  matter,  report  that  they  have,  with  the  aid  of  a  number 
of  clerks,  made  an  alphabetical  list  of  the  petitioner's  names,  which  has  taken 
up  all  of  the  time  of  the  Committee.  They  find  that  even  if  the  Committee 
had  the  time,  the  comparison  of  this  list  with  the  tax  duplicate  is  impractic- 
able. The  Committee  are,  therefore,  unable  to  report  further  this  evening 
than  to  say  that  the  petitions  are  signed  by  6101  names.  Whether  these 
names  are  all  on  the  tax  duplicate  is  a  matter  which  the  Committee  have 
not  yet  been  able  to  determine.  They  find  some  names  repeated,  some 
names  with  only  the  last  name  of  the  person  given,  and  a  number  appear  on 
the  lists  who  are  not  residents  of  the  city. 

The  Committee  find  that  there  are  on  the  tax  duplicate  for  1866,  11,532 
names.  Of  these  there  are  2,039  delinquent  tax-payers,  whose  names  have 
been  brought  up  on  the  current  duplicate,  but  who  are  not  assessed  for  1866. 
The  Committee  recommend  that  in  estimating  the  whole  number  of  tax-pay- 
ers, these  2,039  be  deducted  from  the  whole  number  on  the  duplicate. 

The  Committee  find  it  difficult  to  accurately  arrive  at  the  whole  number 
of  non-resident  tax  payers  on  the  duplicate,  but,  from  such  information  as 
is  in  their  possession,  they  are  of  opinion  that  these  cannot  exceed  from  750 
to  1,000. 

Deducting  from  11,532,  the  old  delinquent  tax  payers  (2,039)  then  are  left 
9,473  names  on  the  duplicate.  If  the  estimate  of  non-residents  be  correct 
the  whole  number  of  tax  pavers  resident  of  the  city,  for  1866,  is  from  8,493 
to  8,743.

Gentlemen: — Allow  me  to  most  respectfully  ask  your  honorable  body  to 
purchase  seventeen  hundred  feet  of  new  rubber  hose  for  the  use  of  the  Fire 
Department,  as  you  are  well  aware  all  (but  a  thousand  feet  of  our  hose  which 
were  purchased  last  summer)  have  been  in  use  ever  since  the  organization 
of  the  present  department.  They  have  become  so  rotten  that  they  will  not 
stand  the  pressure  of  throwing  an  effective  stream  without  bursting.  By 
purchasing  1,700  feet  each  of  the  Companies  will  then  have  900  feet  of  new 
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hose,  and  which  will  prevent  any  bursting  of  hose  at  fires  when  they  are 
most  needed.  I  would  state  that  without  the  1,000  feet  of  hose  which  were 
purchased  last  summer,  we  would  not  have  been  able  to  put  out  the  fire  of 
Mr.  Tate's  lumber  yard  on  Alabama  street  some  time  since ;  and  the  fire  last 
Saturday  has  fully  demonstrated  that  new  hose  are  needed  very  badly.  From 
$1,500  to  $2,000  worth  of  property  would  have  been  saved  by  having  had 
good  hose,  Allow  me,  also,  in  this  connection,  to  recommend  the  purchase 
of  a  new  hose  reel,  so  that  an  extra  reel  of  hose  be  taken  to  every  fire,  that 
they  may  be  on  hand  when  needed,  and  entirely  preventing  such  accidents 
as  occurred  at  the  fire  on  Saturday  last  by  running  out  of  water.  The  pro- 
bable cost  of  all  the  above  will  amount  to  $4,635.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — Since  the  report  of  your  Special  Committe  on  Gas,  and  hav- 
ing noticed  that  they  recommend  the  common  fish-tail  burner  to  be  used  on  j 
the  public  lamps,  has  led  me  to  test  the  several  burners  now  in  use  in  the 
city,  and  on  the  public  lamps,  as  to  which  burner  would  give  the  greatest 
amount  of  light  with  a  like  quantity  of  gas  per  hour,  as  compared  with  a  15 
hole  Argand  burner  consuming  5  feet  per  hour,  which  is  the  standard  of 
test. 

When  coal  gas  is  ignited  as  it  issues  from  a  burner  or  orifice,  its  hydrogen 
is  consumed  at  the  lower  part,  producing  the  blue  flame  characteristic  of  it,  : 
and  the  carbon,  being  sufficiently  heated,  is  liberated  in  a  solid  state  at  the 
upper  part  of  the  flame,  if  properly  consumed  where  it  combines  with  the 
oxygen  of  the  atmosphere  again,  therewith  resuming  the  state  of  gas  as  car-| 
bonic  acid,  and  according  to  the  degree  of  heat  attained  by  the  innumerable 
particles  of  carbon,  so  will  be  the  amount  of  light  emitted  by  the  gas. 

Whenever  gas  issues  from  the  burners  under  great  pressure,  the  light  ob- 
tained from  a  given  quantity  is  very  materially  reduced ;  and  when  this  is 
carried  to  an  extreme,  no  material  light  is  obtained  from  gas. 

Burners,  whether  Argand,  Bats-wing,  Fish-taii  or  Jet,  give  the  maximum 
of  light  only  with   one  particular  consumption;  and  this   depends   on    the 
quality  of  the  gas.     For  example:  the  maximum  from  12  candle  gas  with  an 
Argand  burner,  is,  when  it  has  30  holes  and  consuming  7-5   feet  per  hour;  ' 
the  richer  kinds  of  gas  ore  consumed  in  smaller  quantities. 

An  Argand  burner  with  15  holes  varies  in  the  following  extraordinary  man- 
ner : 

When  consuming  5  feet  per  hour,  the  light  is  equal  to. 12  candles. 

Diminished    to   3-5  feet  per  hour,  the  light  is  equal  to 4-5     " 

1    2-5  feet  per  hour,  the  light  is  equal  to 12     " 

'•    1-5  feet  per  hour,  the  light  is  equal  to 0-2     u 

"    1  foot  per  hour,  the  light  is  equal  to.  .......... .   0-0-2  " 
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The  other  burners  follow  the  same  law.,  for  instance: 
A  fish-tail  burner  consuming  5  feet  per  hour,  the  light  is  equal  to  10  candles. 
Diminished  to  3-5  ft.  per  hour,  the  light  is  equal  to     5-5     " 

"  2-5  ft.  per  hour,  the  light  is  equal  to     2-4     " 

"  "  1-5  ft.  per  hour,  the  light  is  equal  to     1-0     " 

All  burners  require  to  be  made  especially  for  the  quality  of  gas  they  are 
destined  to  consume.  No  general  rules  can  be  laid  down  for  the  sizes  of  the 
holes  of  the  various  burners;  this  must  be  obtained  by  experiment,  by  regu- 
lating the  holes  and  checks  so  as  to  cause  the  required  quantity  to  issue  at 
an  average  pressure.  Thus,  for  the  economical  consumption  of  gas  there  are 
various  points  for  consideration,  which,  however,  are  resolved  into  two  simple 
questions;  the  one,  to  avoid  an  excess  of  atmospheric  air  with  the  fiame; 
the  other,  to  insure  a  sufficiency  of  this  to  combine  with  the  carbon  of  the 
gas. 

The  McIIenry  burner,  of  which  the  city  has  about  200  in  use  for  about 
four  years,  and  manufactured  in  Cincinnati,  with  the  view  of  consuming  gas 
made  from  Pittsburg  coal,  of  which  the  gas  in  this  city  is  made  from.  The 
above  burner  having  all  those  points  considered  for  the  economical  consump- 
tion of  gas,  I  have  no  hesitation  in  recommending  it  for  the  public  lamps, 
there  being  no  comparison  under  the  above  considerations  between  the  com- 
mon burner  and  the  above.

with  the  privileges,"  &c: 

"Sec.  3.  The  gas  sold  by  said  company,  except  in  case  of  emergency  or 
accident,  shall  be  free  from  all  non-inflamable,  poisonous  qualities,  and  in  all 
other  respects  of  the  highest  standard  of  purity;  and  the  same  shall  be  sup- 
plied promptly,  and  in  sufficient  quantity,  by  said  company,  to  all  paying 
consumers  thereof,  and  to  all  persons  applying  therefor,  on  or  adjacent  to  any 
street  or  alley  along  which  the  mains  of  said  company  shall  have  been  extend- 
ed, and  shall,  upon  application  in  writing,  promptly  lay  all  necessary  service 
pipes  in  or  across  any  street,  gutter,  sidewalk,  or  alley.  And  said  company 
shall  make  no  charge  for  any  meter,  nor  for  the  rent  of  the  same;  nor  shall 
any  charge  be  made  by  said  company  for  service  pipe  laid  in  any  street,  gut- 
ter, or  sidewalk,  nor  for  laying  said  pipe,  nor  for  properly  repairing  all 
streets,  gutters,  and  sidewalks  thereafter,  nor  for  tapping  any  main.  And, 
furthermore,  such  company  shall  not  charge  more  for  making  any  connec- 
tion between  its  pipes,  and  those  of  any  person  applying  for  gas,  nor  for  the 
setting  of  any  meter,  than  the  actual  cost  of  doing  the  same." 

From  the  above  section  of  the  ordinance  the  committee  are  of  the  opinion 
that  the  Gas  Company  are  bound  to  lay  a  suitable  and  efficient  service  pipe, 
in  the  matter  referred  to  in  the  Civil  Engineer's  communication,  after  notice 
in  writing  to  said  Gas  Company,  upon  the  order  of  the  Council.

REPORTS   FROM    CITY    OFFICERS, 

The  City  Attorney  presented  the  following  opinion : 

Indianapolis,  March  18,  1867. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  tlie,  City  of  Indianapolis :  j 

Gentlemen: — I  have  received  opinions  from  Messrs.  McDonald,  Roriche  & 
Shoeks,  and  Messrs.  Hendricks,  Hord  &  Hendricks,  counsel  representing  the 
railroad  interests  of  the  city. 

It  will  be  found  that  these  gentlemen  concur  in  an  opinion  I  gave  your 
honorable  body  some  weeks  since. 

I  have  thought  it  proper,  in  order  that  there  may  be  no  further  misun- 
derstanding upon  the  subject,  to  set  forth  at  length  the  mode  of  taxing  rail- 
road companies,  which,  in  my  opinion,  should  be  adopted. 

1.  The  grounds  on  which  are  located  any  buildings  or  improvement  con- 
nected with  the  road,  the  rolling  machinery,  the  road  bed  and  track,  should  be 
placed  in  one  class.  The  total  value  of  the  entire  road,  including  the  property 
aforesaid,  should  be  computed  and  taxed  by  the  mile.  To  illustrate,  sup- 
pose the  road  to  be  one  hundred  miles  in  length,  the  total  value  of  the  road 
and  aforesaid  property  to  be  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  one  mile  o 
the  road  situated  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city;  the  tax  to  b* 
assessed  on  said  property  should  be  on  a  valuation  of  one  thousand  dollars. 

2.  All  lots  or  parcels  of  real  estate  rot  used  in  operating  the  road  should! 
be  taxed  just  as  real  estate  owned  by  natural  persons  is  taxed. 

3.  All  buildings,  whether  depots  or  otherwise,  all  fixtures  and  stationary 
machinery  within  the  city  limits,  should  be  taxed  as  the  like  property  o 
natural  persons  is  taxed. 

The  total  of  these  three  classes  will  give  the  amount  to  be  assessed  againsj    • 
the  railroad  company.

The  41st  Section  of  the  Act  of  December  20th,  1865,  for  the  incorporation 

1  of  cit.es,  confers  the  power  upon  the  city  authorities  to  levy,  and  cause  to  be 

1  assessed  and  collected,  an  ad  valorem  tax  on  all  property  subject  to  taxation 
for  State  or  county  purposes,  within  such  city.     It  further  provides  that  "the 

[]  cities  and  incorporated  towns,  through  or  into  which  any  railroad  may  pass, 

I   may  assess  any  railroad,  building,  fixtures  and  machinery  connected  there- 

1  With,  within  the  city  or  town  limits,  on  the  same  basis,  and  in  the  same  man- 
ner that  the  like  property  of  natural  persons  is  assessed,  but  the  rolling  ma- 
chinery used  in  operating  the  road  shall  be  deemed  embodied  in  the  tax  by 
the  mile 

The  Act  of  December  21, 1865,  entitled  "An  Act  to  secure  a  just  valuation  and 
taxation  of  all  railroad  property  within  the  State,''  &c,  provides  for  the  assess- 
ment and  taxation  of  all  railroad  property  as  &unit,  which  is  in  any  way  used 
in  running  or  operating  the  road  by  embracing  the  value  of  all  such  property 
in  the  value  of  road  per  mile.  In  the  7th  section  of  the  last  named  act,  the 
same  authority,  and  in  the  same  language,  is  conferred  on  cities  and  incor- 
porated towns,  to  assess  separately,  any  buildings,  machinery  and  fixtures 
within  their  limits,  belonging  to  any  railroad,  as  is  conferred  in  the  41st 
section  of  the  act  for  the  incorporation  of  cities,  above  quoted. 

The  act  of  1865,  for  assessment  and  taxation  of  railroad  property  is  similar 
in  its  provisions  to  the  act  of  1859,  on  the  same  subject,  except  that  the  act 
of  1859  did  not  authorize  cities  and  towns  to  assess  any  railroad  property  for 
taxation,  except  such  property  within  the  limits  of  cities  and  towns,  as  was 
subject  to  taxation  for  State  and  county  purposes,  and  consequently  did  not 
permit  the  assessment  of  railroad  buildings,  fixtures  and  machinery,  separate 
from  the  general  property  used  by  the  roads. 

In  the  case  of  the  Toledo  and  Wabash  Railroad  Company  vs.  the  City  of 
Lafayette  (22d  Ind.,  p.  262),  in  construing  the  act  of  1859,  the  Supreme 
Court  say,  "A  railroad  company  is  to  be  taxed  for  its  road  as  a  unit,  iuclud- 
ing  not  only  its  track,  rolling  machinery,  side  tracks  and  switches,  but  all  its 
depots,  machine  shops,  &c;  in  short,  including  all  property  used  in  any  way  by  it 

j  in  running  or  operating  the  road."  It  was  therefore  held  by  the  Court  that, 
under  the  act  then  in  force,  the  authority  of  a  city  to  tax  all   railroad  prop- 

vf  erty  connected  with  the  running  or  operating  of  the  road,  was  limited  to 
i  taxing  the  road  per  mile  within  the  limits  of  the  city,  as  all  such  property 
was  embraced  in  the  valuation  per  mile.  It  is  clear  from  the  statutes  we 
have  quoted  that  the  only  additional  power  the  cities  now  possess  is  to  assess 
the  railroad  buildings  and  fixed  machinery  within  city  limits,  and  to  add 
this  assessment  to  the  value  of  the  road  per  mile,  and  that  no  specific  assess- 
ment can  be  made  on  depot  grounds,  side  tracks,  rolling  machinery  or  any 
other  property  used  in  running  operating  the  road. 

The  question,  arises,  how  is  the  city  to  determine  the  value  of  a  rail- 
road per  mile  within  the  limits  of  the  city  ? 

Our  answer  is,  that  the  value  of  the  railroad  per  mile  as  ascertained  under  the 
act  of  1865,  to  "secure  a  just  valuation  and  taxation  of  all  railroad  property 
in  the  State,"  must  control    the   city  assessment.     This  is  quite  clear,  we 

J  think,  from  an  examination  of  the  two  acts.  They  both  passed  the  Legisla- 
ture at  the  same  session,  and  about  the  same  time.  The  act  for  the  incorpo- 
ration of  cities  took  effect  on  the  20th  of  December,  1865,  and  the  act  to 
secure  a  just  valuation  of  railroad  property  on  the  23d  of  the  same  month ; 

j  the  provision  in  regard  to  the  assessment  of  railroad  buildings,  fixtures,  and 
machinery,  for  city  taxes,  is  common  to  both,  and  in  the  same  language; 
|  thus  showing  that  the  Legislature  was  considering  them  together.  It  is  the 
only  provision  in  the  act  for  the  incorporation  of  cities  that  prescribes  any 
mode  for  the  assessment  of  any  kind  of  railroad  property.  By  its  terms 
railroad  buildings,  fixtures  and  machinery,  are  to  be  assessed  on  the  same 
basis,  and  in  the  same  manner  that  the  like  property  of  natural  persons  is  as- 
sessed. While  the  act  to  secure  a  just  valuation  and  taxation  of  railroad 
property,  gives  all  the  data  and  numerates  all  the  property  to  be  embraced, 
to  secure  a  full,  fair,  and  just  valuation  of  the  road  per  mile,  with  the  neces- 
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sary  powers  to  equalize  such  valuation,  thus  making  the  valuation  of  rail- 
roads uniform  and  equal  throughout  the  State.  The  conclusion  is  irresisti 
ble  that  the  value  thus  fixed  must  control  all  assessments  for  taxes  on  that 
species  of  property  levied  under  the  State  authority,  whether  made  by  a 
county,  a  city,  or  an  incorporated  town.  We  therefore  conclude  that,  under 
the  law  as  it  now  stands,  the  city  authorities  may  ascertain  the  length  of  the 
several  railroads  within  the  city  limits,  and  their  respective  values  per  mile, 
as  ascertained  and  fixed  in  the  valuation  of  railroad  property  by  State 
authorities,  and  to  this  add  the  value  of  such  buildings,  fixtures  and 
machinery  as  each  road  may  possess  within  the  city,  excluding  rolling 
machinery  used  in  the  city,  and  assess  such  taxes  as  by  law  it  may  bei 
authorized  to  assess  on  the  valuation  thus  found,  and  that  this  includes  all 
the  taxable  property  of  any  road  in  the  city,  except  such  property  as  it  may 
hold  detached  from  the  operations  of  the  road.

We  have  carefully  considered  the  question  discussed  in  the  above  opinion  i 
and  concur   in  the  conclusion  arrived   at  by  Messrs.  McDonald,  Roache  m 
Sheeks. 

We  would  say  in  addition,  that  we  think  that,  upon  every  principle  of  jus| 
tice  and  sound  legal  reason,  any  legislative  enactment  authorizing  doubll 
taxation  should  be  strictly  construed.  In  this  case  the  real  estate  of  a  rail' 
road  company,  not  only  in  this  city,  but  in  all  other  cities  on  the  line,  ij 
included  in  the  average  valuation  per  mile,  and  the  city  taxes  this  pro  rata 
When  it  is  proposed  to  double  tax  all  or  any  part  of  this  property,  a  clea 
authority  should  be  shown.  Here  section  7  of  the  act  for  assessment  o 
railroad  property  (Laws  Sp.  Ses.  1865,  p  123),  professes  to  authorize  sucl 
double  tax  so  far  as  relates  to  "any  railroad  building,  fixtures  and  machiner 
connected  therewith,  within  the  city  or  town  limits,"  but  it  does  not  profess,  ami 
can  not  be  intended,  to  authorize  such  tax  on  any  other  property.  It  em  I 
braces,  in  terms,  the  improvements  specified,  but  does  not  embrace  th| 
grounds  on  which  these  improvements  are  situate. 

This  distinction  between  real  estate,  as  such,  and  improvements,  is  by  n 
means  a  new  thing  in  our  assessment  laws.

Gentlemen: — In  accordance  with  the  request  of  members  of  your  hono 
able  body,  I  have  examined  the  provisions  of  the  law  respecting  the  pow«' 
of  Council  to  defer  the  payment  of  taxes  and  relieve  from  the  penalty  pr  | 
vided  by  statute  in  cases  of  delinquency. 

The  Charter  is  imperative;  ten  per  centum  penalty  attaches  on  all  tax<( 
remaining  unpaid  after  the  third  Monday  in  March.  The  late  statute  e: 
tending  the  time  of  payment  of  State  and  county  taxes,  does  not  apply  j| 
taxes  levied  by  cities.  The  Council  can  do  no  act  in  contravention  of  tl 
Charter,  and  it  follows  that  the  time  in  which  taxes  are  to  be  paid  cannot  W 
lawfully  extended,  nor  the  penalty  provided  by  law  legally  remitted.

His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  announced  that  the  special  order  of  busi- 
ness was  the  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Eire 
Department,  made  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council,  in  relation  to 
the  purchase  of  a  new  "  Steam  Fire  Engine"  for  the  use  of  the  city. 

Mr.  Brown  moved  that  the  special  order  of  business  be  postponed, 
and  the  regular  order  of  business  taken  up. 

Which  motion  prevailed. 
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Mr.  Brown  presented  the  following  petition :

To  ihe  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

We,  the  teachers  of  the  public  schools  of  Indianapolis,  would  most  respect- 
fully present  to  your  honorable  body  the  following  facts,  with  reference  to 
the  present  condition  of  the  public  schools  of  our  city : 

Within  the  past  four  years  the  number  of  pupils  in  attendance  has  in- 
creased nearly  or  quite  50  per  cent.,  and  this  increase,  to  a  great  extent,  we 
believe  to  be  in  consequence  of  an  increasing  confidence  in  the  management 
of  the  schools. 

The  improvement  in  the  matter  of  absence  and  tardiness,  as  shown  in  the 
Superintendent's  report  just  issued,  goes  to  show  what  interest  is  taken  to 
bring  the  schools  up  to  the  highest  standard. 

The  readiness,  after  due  consideration,  with  which  the  Board  of  Trustees 
have  introduced  new  systems  of  instruction,  is  proof  that  their  highest  ambi- 
tion has  been  to  work  for  the  best  interests  of  the  schools. 

The  appointment  of  a  Board  of  Visitors,  whose  duty  it  is  to  visit  the  vari- 
ous schools,  and  examine  the  manner  in  which  we,  as  teachers,  perform  our 
work,  also  shows  that  they  desire  that  our  public  schools  shall  be  the  pride 
of  our  enterprising  city. 

A  training  school  has  just  been  established  for  the  especial  training  of 
teachers,  who,  when  considered  competent  for  the  work  of  teaching,  by  be- 
coming thoroughly  versed  in  the  best  methods  of  instruction  in  the  various 
grades  they  are  expected  to  teach,  are  to  enter  our  schools  as  teachers.  This, 
it  is  believed,  is  a  very  advanced  step  in  the  work  of  instruction  in  our  city 
and  State. 

The  purchase  of  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church  property  at  so  reasonable 
a  rate,  and  its  central,  and  therefore  desirable  location  for  a  high  school,  is 
thought  to  be  worthy  of  special  commendation. 

The  erection  of  two  elegant  school  buildings,  the  purchase  of  two  other 
lots,  and  the  contract  made  for  the  erection  of  a  large  three  story  building 
in  the  Sixth  Ward,  which  is  to  be  completed  the  coming  autumn,  and  the 
avowed  intention  of  soon  erecting  a  large  buildmg  in  the  Second  Ward,  are 
also  worthy  of  special  notice  in  this  paper. 

The  improvements  in  school  accommodations  and  school  instruction  have 
been  chiefly  made  under  the  administration  of  the  present  School  Board  and 
Superintendent. 

The  plans  for  the  immediate  future,  so  far  as  school  buildings  and  course 
of  instruction  are  concerned,  have  been  matured  by  this  Board,  and  can,  we 
believe,  be  best  carried  out  by  them. 

The  time  for  the  election  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  is  at  hand.  Feeling, 
therefore,  that  a  change  of  administration  would,  at  the  present  time  espe- 
cially, work  serious  consequences  in  the  general  management  and  progress 
of  the  schools,  and  in  view  of  the  facts  herein  stated,  we,  the  teachers  of  the 
public  schools,  whose  names  are  hereunto  attached,  would  most  respectfully 
petition  your  honorable  body  to  continue  in  office  the  present  School  Board. 

If,  however,  there  should  seem  to  be  in  your  minds  sufficient  reason  for 
the  appointing  of  a  new  Board,  we  would  further  respectfully  suggest  that 
they  be  such  men  as  would  approve  and  continue  the  present  general  plans 
of  instruction. 

All  of  which  is  most  respectfully  submitted  for  your  consideration,  and,  as 
we  trust,  favorable  action.

Hon.  John  Caven: 

Sir: — By  yours  of  the  25th  inst.,  I  learn  you  wish  to  employ  a  gas  inspector. 
To  give  you  a  minute  description  of  the  arrangement  for  testing  the  gas  as 
to  quantity  and  quality,  I  am  unable  to  do,  except  by  actual  occular  demon- 
stration. It  has  cost  me  about  seven  years  hard  labor  to  combat  successfully 
a  rich  monopoly  here;  if,  however,  your  Council  has  the  interest  of  the  com- 
munity at  heart,  you  can  have  the  whole  control  of  how  the  instruments 
work,  in  about  a  fortnight.  It  is  impossible  for  me  to  let  you  know  how 
much  you  can  save.  To  do  so  1  must  know  how  many  lamps  you  keep  going, 
and  how  large  the  burners  are,  if  they  burn  all  night,  or  only  part  of  it;  but 
it  would  be  better  to  know  how  many  hours  they  actually  burn.  In  that 
case  I  can  let  you  know  how  much  you  ought  to  pay,  and  you  can  make 
your  own  calculations  how  much  you  can  save.  At  foot  you  will  find  how 
much  we  paid  during,  and  for  the  last  year.  I  am  not  able  to  give  you  a 
description  of  the  instruments  we  use,  but  can  state  to  you  the  difference  in 
the  quantity  and  quality  of  the  gas  used  since  we  applied  the  instruments.

At  8-10  of  an  inch  pressure,  they  burned  4  feet  of  gas  per  hour. 

At  1  inch,  the  lowest  pressure,  they  burned  4  56-100  feet  of  gas  per  hour. 

At  |  inch,  the  average  pressure,  they  burned  5  82-100  feet  of  gas  per  hour. 

At  2  8-10  inches,  the  highest  pressure,  they  burned  7  83-100  feet  of  gas  per 
hour. 

1  find  these  burners  will  not  stand  over  8-10  or  1  inch  pressure,  without 
blowing.  By  taking  the  greatest  pressure,  and  turning  the  gas  down  so  it 
will  not  blow,  they  will  then  burn  3  6-10  feet  of  gas  per  hour;  and  at  the 
average,  £  inch,  they  will  only  burn  2  6-30  feet  of  gas  per  hour. 

I  think  this  is  a  fair  average  of  the  burners,  but  if  you  wish  them  all  tested, 
please  direct  me  in  tho  matter.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  testing  the  different 
burners  for  the  street  lamps,  respectfully  report  that  having  tested  twenty 
burners,  comprising  nine  different  kinds,  under  the  different  pressures  of 
gas,  viz:  2  8-10  inches  the  highest,  l\  inches  the  average  and  1  inch  the  lowest, 
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we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  McHenry  burner  is  the  best  in  use,  for  the 
following  reasons,  viz:  That  it  cannot  be  tampered  with  or  altered,  also  that 
they  are  the  most  economical,  being  made  as  good  as  new  by  merely  re- 
newing the  tips,  (which  should  be  Scotch  tip?,)  and  we  would  respectfully 
recommend  their  purchnse. 

The  accompanying  statement  made  by  Mr.  Staples,  at  the  investigation, 
will  more  fully  and  clearly  show  the  full  results.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — -In  pursuance  of  an  ordinance  prssed  by  your  honorable  body 
April  1,  1867,  authorizing  the  City  Treasurer  to  borrow  one  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  upon  the  best  terms,  and  execute  the  necessary  papers  to  con- 
summate the  same,  I  would  beg  leave  to  report  progress  as  follows:  After 
having  called  upon  the  several  banks  of  the  city,  and  solicited  proposals  from 
them  for  a  part  or  all  of  said  loan,  I  received  the  following: 

1.  From  the  Citizens'  National  Bank,  the  sum  of  thirty-five  thousand 
dollars,  at  eleven  and  one-half  per  cent,  per  annum,  one-half  of  the  interest 
payable  in  advance,  the  remainder  when  the  note  or  loan  becomes  due,  the 
same  to  be  secured  by  a  deposit  of  city  bonds,  thirty  per  cent,  above  the 
amount  of  their  loan. 

2.  From  W.  &  I.  Mansur,  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  at  eleven  and  one- 
half  per  cent,  per  annum,  one-half  the  interest  payable  in  advance,  the  re- 
mainder when  the  loan  or  note  becomes  due,  and  to  be  secured  by  dejjosit  of 
bonds  thirty  per  cent,  above  the  amount  of  their  loan. 

3.  From  the  First  National  Bank,  the  sum  of  from  sixty  to  seventy-five 
thousand  dollars,  at  twelve  per  cent,  per  annum,  one-half  of  the  interest 
payable  in  advance  and  the  remainder  when  the  note  or  loan  becomes  due,a 
to  be  secured  by  a  deposit  of  bonds  thirty  per  cent,  above  the  amount  of 
their  loan,  and  also  the  money  to  be  left  in  their  bank  and  to  be  checked  out 
as  the  financial  interests  of  the  city  may  need,  also  preference  in  the  banking 
business  of  the  city  be  given  them. 

4.  From  Wm.  R.  Noffsinger,  proposing  to  renew  his  loan  of  forty  thou- 
sand dollars  upon  the  same  terms  as  the  old  agreement,  i.  e.  at  twelve  per 
cent,  per  annum,  interest  payable  quarterly  in  advance,  and  to  be  secured  by 
a  deposit  of  city  bonds  twenty-five  per  cent,  above  the  amount  of  loan. 

It  would  appear  from  the  foregoing  that  I  should  have  accepted  at  once, 
under  the  ordinance,  the  proposals  of  the  Citizens'  National  Bank,  W.  &  I. 
Mansur  and  W.  R.  Noffsinger,  as  being  the  most  favorable  terms  and  making 
the  amount  required,  but  I  find  the  First  National  Bank  holding  a  written 
agreement,  signed  by  Dr.  Jameson,  as  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee, 
agreeing  to  take  from  said  bank  from  sixty  to  seventy-five  thousand  dollars 
on  the  terms  as  specified  in  their  proposal  above,  the  loan  to  commence  on 
the  first  day  of  April.  Having  had  no  intimation  that  such  an  agreement 
was  in  existence,  or  that  even  any  bank  had  been  solicited  before  I  invited 
proposals  from  them,  I  feel  in  honor  and  in  duty  bound  to  consider  the 
various  propositions,  and  not  feeling  at  liberty  to  accept  this  agreement  to 
the  exclusion  of  other  bidders.  And  yet  willing  to  extend  all  courtesy  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  all  parties  concerned,  I  would  re- 
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spectfully  report  the  matter  back  to  your  honorable  body,  and  ask  whether  I 
am  to  be  governed  by  the  ordinance  as  its  reads,  or  whether  the  agreement 
of  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  is  binding  in  its  effects;  and  if  sor 
I  would  beg  that  the  ordinance  be  so  amended  as  to  strike  from  it  any  pro- 
vision giving  the  Treasurer  discretion  in  the  premises.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen: — Your  Chief  Fire  Engineer  having,  together  with  the  Com- 
mittee on  Fire  Department,  visited  the  city  of  Chicago  foF  the  purpose  of 
seeing  the  trial  of  one  of  the  improved  Amoskeag  Steam  Fire  Engines,  here- 
with submits  the  following  report: 

The  Engine  "A.  D.  Titsworth"  was  fired  up,  raised  steam,  and  threw  water 
through  fifty  feet  of  hose  in  6|  minutes;  threw  a  horizontal  stream  a  distance 
of  230  to  240  feet,  through  a  1}  inch  nozzle;  said  stream  was  kept  up  steady 
for  nearly  an  hour — the  engine  using  from  70  to  120  pounds  of  steam.  Weight 
of  the  engine  about  4,800  pounds,  without  any  of  its  supplies.  It  is  a  second 
class  double-plunger  engine,  and  perhaps  as  powerful  as  any  we  have  in  our 
city. 

There  are  some  objections  to  this  engine  on  account  of  its  great  speed, 
having  to  run  nearly  as  fast  as  a  rotary,  which  will  naturally  wear  her  ma- 
chinery considerably.  Another  objection  is,  that  the  suction  is  not  attached 
to  the  pump,  which  will  always  cause  some  delay  in  getting  the  engine  to 
work.     This,  however,  can,  perhaps,  be  remedied. 

We  also  had  a  trial  of  another  engine  of  the  same  manufacture,  but  some- 
what different  from  the  first  named.  This  is  also  of  the  second  class,  with  a 
single  engine  and  double  acting  plunger  pump.  It  not  being  in  perfect 
order,  I  do  not  give  the  result  of  the  throwing  or  time  of  raising  steam.  This 
engine  does  not  run  with  as  great  speed  as  the  first  named,  it  being  a  single 
pump,  with  long  stroke,  and  will  therefore  be  a  more  lasting  engine  in  this 
respect,  but  not  quite  as  powerful  as  the  first.  One  more  convenience  about 
this  one  is  that  the  front  wheels  turn  under,  thereby  allowing  it  to  make  a 
short  turn. 

The  boilers  of  the  two  engines  are  both  alike,  and  the  material  used  is 
about  the  same  for  strength  as  that  used  by  the  Seneca  Falls  Company. 

The  price  for  these  engines,  as  I  have  been  informed,  is  $4,500.  If  they 
will  make  steam  as  well  as  the  first  engine  named  in  this  report,  they  will 
perhaps  compete  for  durability  and  strength  with  any  other  engine  now 
made. 

On  our  return  home  we  had  a  trial  of  one  of  the  Seneca  Falls  new  engines, 
at  Lafayette,  Indiana.  The  time  of  the  engine  raising  steam  and  throwing 
water  was  twelve  minutes. 

I  would  say,  in  this  connection,  that  I  have  been  informed  that  one  of 
Latta's  engines  of  the  same  size  as  the  one  exhibited  here  a  year  ago,  leaving 
off  all  the  propelling  power,  and  making  the  engine  the  same  as  the  one  now 
owned  by  the  city,  same  size  pump,  with  the  exception  that  it  be  2,000  pounds 
lighter  in  weight,  can  be  bought  for  $6,000. 

I  would  also  report,  that  in  considering  the  proposition  from  the  agent  of 
the  Seneca  Falls  engine,  E.  Bickford,  our  old  engine  will  need  the  following 
repairs  to  make  her  as  good  as  a  new  engine,  to-wit:  A  new  set  of  wheels 
and  new  axles,  new  crown  sheet  in  boiler,  and  all  new  flues.

The  undersigned,  members  of  the  Indianapolis  Builders'  and  Manufac- 
turers' Association,  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  citizens  of  said  city,  rep- 
resent that  said  Association  obtained  of  the  city,  in  the  usual  form  and 
manner,  a  "building  permit,"  to  erect  a  plaining  mill  on  the  south  half  of 
the  north-west  quarter  of  square  eighteen,  in  said  city;  that  certain  good 
citizens  of  the  Second  Ward — wherein  the  mill  is  to  be  erected — and  of  the 
city,  under  the  pretense  that  the  erection  of  the  mill  "will  be  productive  of 
great  annoyance  to  the  Ward  School  and  to  the  occupants  of  residences  in 
the  neighborhood,  and  tend  greatly  to  the  depreciation  of  the  value  of  their 
property  by  the  smoke  and  noise  which  it  will  create,  and  by  increasing  the 
hazard  of  fire;  and  that  most  of  the  persons  in  that  vicinity  purchased  their 
property,  and  paid  cash  price  for  the  same,  because  by  general  consent  that 
quarter  of  the  city  seemed  to  have  been  set  apart  for  private  residences,  and 
was  free  from  the  inconveniences  and  risks  of  manufacturing  districts,"  have 
prayed  your  honorable  body  to  revoke  the  permit  granted  and  to  prohibit 
the  erection  of  the  mill.  That  the  manner  of  erecting  and  using  the  mill 
will  avoid  even  the  pretense  of  evil  assumed  by  the  remonstrants,  in  that  the 
mill  will  make  but  little  noise,  will  be,  so  far  as  practicable,  fire  proof,  and 
the  smoke  stack  be  near  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  feet  from  the  pave- 
ment and  a  greater  distance  from  the  nearest  building  and  further  still  from 
any  of  the  fine  residences  of  the  persons  in  that  vicinity,  who  "purchased 
their  property  and  paid  cash  prices"  for  the  same  twenty  years  ago,  "be- 
cause by  general  consent  that  quarter  of  the  city  seemed  to  have  been  set 
apart  for  private  residences,"  in  fact  was  so  private  the  cows  of  the  city  pas- 
tured on  the  very  ground  for  which  cash  prices  had  been  paid,  "  free  from  the 
inconvenience  and  risks  of  manufacturing  districts." 

That  the  Association  paid  greenback  prices  for  their  ground,  because,  by 
"general  consent,  that  quarter  of  the  city"  should  "be  set  apart"  to  work 
and  public  enterprise,  and  "free  from  the  inconvenience  and  risk"  of 
monopoly  and  that  exclusiveness  which  seeks  the  private  enjoyment  of  its 
own,  but  allows  the  same  right  to  no  one  else. 

That  if  "general  consent"  had  set  apart  this  city,  including  " that  quarter, 
to  private  residences,"  our  goodly  town  would  have  been  free  from  the  "in- 
convenience and  risks  of  manufacturing  districts,"  and,  at  the  same  time, 
free  from  the  wealth  which  gives  a  silver  lining  to  the  cloud  of  remonstrants, 
who  represent  that  a  plaining  mill  in  their  neighborhood  "  would  tend  greatly 
to  the  depreciation  of  the  value  of  their  property  by  the  smoke  and  noise 
which  it  will  create,"  and  that  the  boys  and  girls  of  the  Ward  School  like 
plaining  mills. 

That  the  undersigned  depend  upon  the  justice  and  public  spirit  of  the  men 

i  who  compose  your  honorable  body,  to  refuse  to  acknowledge  the  power  of 

l  "general  consent,"  by  setting  apart  any  quarter  of  the  city  to  special  private 

|  whim,  to  deprive  any  of  the  citizens  of  Indianapolis  of  the  free  use  of  their 

property,  while  using  it  without  injury  to  others. 
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We  therefore  pray  you,  from  the  prayers  of  the  remonstrants  to  deliver  us, 
and  that  you  long  may  "live  and  let  live."

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  your  Board  of  Police,  ask  to  make  the  fol- 
lowing report: 

Your  Board  of  Police  were  appointed  on  the  first  of  June  last,  under  ordi- 
nance No.  — ,  and  entered  into  the  discharge  of  their  duties  as  such  Board 
June  G,  1866. 

Judging  from  "  common  rumer,"  the  Police  Force  of  the  city  were  regard- 
ed as  not  in  the  highest  degree  efficient  or  entirely  adequate  to  the  emergen- 
cies of  the  time,  being  at  the  close  of  the  War,  which  circumstance  seemed 
to  flood  the  city  with  all  classes  of  bad  characters,  thus  requiring  a  vigilant 
force  to  maintain  order  and  protect  the  rights  of  citizens.  With  a  view  of 
rendering  said  force  more  efficient,  your  Board  ordered  the  force  to  be  thor- 
oughly uniformed,  and  established  other  regulations,  all  of  which  will  appear 
upon  the  Record  Book  of  your  Board,  and  to  which  your  Honor  and  the 
members  of  the  Council  are  respectfully  referred. 

Your  Board  have  the  honor  herewith  to  transmit  the  report  of  Capt.  Thos. 
S.  Wilson,  Chief  of  Police,  made  to  this  Board,  showing  the  total  number  of 
arrests  since  June  1st,  1866;  showing  the  workings  of  the  force  for  eleven 
months  ending  March  31st,  1867,  to  which  your  attention  is  directed. 

It  is  confidently  believed  by  your  Board  that  the  present  system  of  govern- 
ing the  Police  Force  is  trie  best  heretofore  introduced  in  this  city.  So  far  as 
our  information  extends,  and  we  have  taken  occasion  to  examine  into  mat- 
ters connected  with  the  Police  regulations  of  other  cities,  as  well  as  our  own, 
with  much  care  and  detail.  The  efficiency  of  the  present  system  and  force  is 
fully  established  by  the  number  of  convictions,  especially  in  State  cases, 
which,  by  reference  to  Capt.  Wilson's  report,  will  be  found  to  be  much  larger 
than  in  any  previous  year  in  our  history  as  a  city.  Indeed  we  consider  the 
present  system  as  being  entirely  adequate. 

The  report  of  the  Chief  of  Police  shows  clearly  that  the  force  under  his 
charge  have  acted  prudenily  and  efficiently,  having  made  2,792  arrests,  of 
which  99  were  convicted  as  criminals  and  sent  to  the  Penitentiary,  leaving 
2,693  who  were  found  guilty  of  misdemeanors  and  fined  accordingly. 

Your  Board  have  generally  before  making  new  appointments  consulted 
with  members  of  the  Council  from  the  Ward  in  which  a  change  was  contem- 
plated, and  in  all  matters  of  removal  consulted  what  they  deemed  to  be  the 
best  interests  of  the  city,  and  none  others. 

Most  of  the  present  force  are  married  men  who  have  served  in  the  army 
of  the  Union. 

The  undersigned  in  making  removals  have  acted  in  all  cases  upon  the  prin- 
ciple of  duty,  and  done  in  every  instance  as  any  business  man  should  do  in 
the  matter  of  his  employes,  by  removing  unprofitable  or  neglectful  officers 
upon  such  reasonable  evidence  as  was  in  every  case  at  our  service. 

All  of  which,  together  with  the  official  record  of  your  Board,  are  herewith 
submitted,  with  the  best  wishes  of  the  undersigned  for  the  future  efficiency 
and  good  conduct  of  the  Police  Force  of  the  city. 

At  all  times  during  the  meetings  of  the  undersigned,  and  otherwise,  we 
have  the  pleasure  here  to  acknowledge  the  valuable  services  rendered  to  the 
Board  by  His  Honor,  John  Caven  and  Capt.  Wilson,  Chief  of  Police.

Dear  Sir; — You  reported  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Council  that  the  con- 
tractors for  the  erection  of  lamp-posts  on  Tennessee  and  New  Jersey  streets 
had  not  put  them  up  according  to  contract. 

As  we  are  the  contractors  for  said  streets,  we  beg  to  trouble  you  with  a 
statement  of  all  the  facts  connected  with  said  contract. 

When  the  contract  was  awarded  to  us  we  at  once,  and  without  delay,  made 
the  posts  and  lamps  precisely  according  to  the  contract.  Owing  to  the  severe 
season  the  city  was  unable  to  do  the  digging.  Hence  the  necessity  for  an 
extension  of  our  contract,  which  was  granted. 

During  the  winter  the  Engineer  consulted  with  us  as  to  putting  on  galvan- 
ized iron  lamps,  desiring  to  know  whether  we  would  do  so.  We  signified  our 
willingness  to  do  so  for  the  residue  not  already  made,  stating  to  him  that  we  had 
48  lamps  made,  and  must  use  them,  as  they  would  be  worthless  on  our  hands. 
The  next  we  hear  from  him  is  in  his  prompting  Councilman  Coburn  to  offer 
a  resolution  that  we  be  required  to  put  on  galvanized  iron  lamps,  and  that, 
too,  without  informing  him  that  48  cast  iron  lamps  were  made. 

This  action,  on  the  part  of  the  Engineer,  was  the  more  inexcusable  from 
the  fact  that  we  stopped  making  the  cast  iron  lamps  at  his  request,  in  order 
to  give  him  time  to  determine  about  the  change  to  galvanized  iron  lamps. 

We  have  been  kept  out  of  the  money  on  these  contracts  since  last  fall,  not 
by  any  neglect  on  our  part,  but  from  causes  over  which  vve  have  had  no  con- 
trol, viz.,  the  inability  of  the  city  to  do  the  digging,  and  we  ask  that  we  may 
have  the  estimates  without  further  delay.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — In  accordance  with  the  requests  contained  in  the  accompa- 
nying communication,  I  have  examined  the  questions  propounded,  and  res- 
pectfully submit  the  following  opinion  : 

The  act  for  the  incorporation  of  cities,  enacted  at  the  last  session  of  the 
Legislature,  provides,  in  section  eight,  for  the  election  of  City  Auditor,  and 
that  the  Council  may  provide  by  ordinance  for  his  qualification  and  duties. 
Sections  21,  22  and  23  provide  that  many  of  the  duties  appertaining  to  the 
office  of  Auditor  shall  be  discharged  by  the  City  Clerk.  Section  87  continues 
in  force  all  ordinances  not  inconsistent  with  the  act. 

The  construction  which  I  place  upon  these  provisions  is  that  the  City  Clerk 
is  to  perform  the  duties  properly  appertaining  to  the  office  of  City  Auditor, 
in  case  no  Auditor  has  been  elected,  but  not  in  case  of  the  election  of  an 
Auditor.  I  base  this  construction  upon  the  familiar  general  rule  that  all 
parts  of  a  statute  are  to  be  given  effect  to  if  possible.  The  cardinal  rule  in 
the  interpretation  of  statutes  is  that  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  must 
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be  ascertained  and  given  effect.     It  would  be  absurd  to  say  that  the  Legisla- 
ture intended  to  create  an  office  without  duties. 

I  am  of  opinion,  therefore,  that  the  Council  may  assign  duties  to  the  Audi- 
tor properly  pertaining  to  the  office,  but  that  no  part  of  the  duties  usually  and 
properly  appertaining  to  the  office  of  Clerk  can  be  taken  from  the  Clerk  and 
assigned  to  the  Auditor. 

It  is  proper  to  add  that  there  are  other  sections  of  the  act  in  which  men 
tion  of  the  Auditor  and  his  official  duties  are  made,  but  I  have  not  thought 
it  necessary  to  speak  of  them  more  fully.

Since  entering  upon  my  duties  with  the  city  up  to  the  present  time,  I  have 
studiously  avoided  every  question  of  a  personal  character,  and  in  varying 
from  this  rule  now,  I  believe  I  am  actuated  only  by  the  demands  of  self-re- 
spect. 

At  your  last  meeting  (April  29th)  Councilman  Thompson  presented  a  com- 
munication from  D.  Root  &  Co.,  in  which,  speaking  of  the  City  Civil  Engi- 
neer, the  following  words  occur: 

"  The  next  we  hear  from  him  is  in  his  prompting  Councilman  Coburn  to 
offer  a  resolution  that  we  be  required  to  put  on  the  galvanized  iron  lamps, 
and  that,  too,  without  informing  him  that  48  cast  iron  lamps  were  made." 

This  statement  is  so  outrageously  false  that  I  cannot  let  it  pass.  To  prove 
it  so  I  need  no  other  testimony  than  your  own  records  of  Feb.  25,  1867,  page 
690,  where  you  will  find  that  the  motion  complained  of  was  not  made  by  Mr. 
Coburn,  but  by  Dr.  Thompson  himself,  upon  the  application  of  D.  Root  & 
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Co.  for  an  extension  of  time  upon  their  contract,  which  was  granted    upon 
condition  "  that  they  shall  use  galvanized  iron  lamps  instead  of  cast  iron.*' 

1  understand  it  to  be  my  business  simply  to  see  that  the  orders  of  the 
Council  are  carried  out  in  my  department. 

Root's  contracts  had  been  forfeited  by  the  expiration  of  the  time,  as  ac- 
knowledged by  themselves  in  asking  an  extension. 

The  extension  was  granted  with  the  amending  conditions  offered  by  Dr. 
Thompson,  without  any  conference  with  or  prompting  from  me,  as  Dr. 
Thompson  himself  must  in  honesty  testify. 

D.  Root  &  Co.  by  accepting  the  additional  time  without  protest  or  notice, 
must,  of  a  necessity,  accept  the  whole  condition. 

So  long  as  the  above  resolution  of  the  Council  stood  un-repealed,  I  could 
do  nothing  else  but  work  by  it. 

I  make  this  statement  with  no  other  feeling  than  a  desire  to  be  set  right 
on  the  record.

Gentlemen: — The  Board  of  Public  Improvements,  to  whom  the  matter 
was  referred,  would  respectfully  report  to  your  honorable  body  that  they 
have  bids  submitted  for  the  stone  crossing  on  Ohio  street  and  Indiana  Ave- 
nue with  Illinois  street,  and  find  that  it  will  cost  $150  to  make  the  crossings, 
and  as  neither  of  the  streets  are  bowldered,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  it 
would  be  very  difficult  to  keep  it  in  good  repair,  and  would  be  more  of  a  det- 
riment to  teams  than  benefit  to  footmen.  We  find  the  crossing  in  as  good 
condition  as  ordinary  crossings,  and  would  recommend,  (as  we  have  always 
done  heretofore,)  that  no  stone  crossings  be  made  on  any  street  until  it  is 
bowldered.

The  proceedings  of  the  regular  session  held  May  6th,  1867,  and 
of  the  special  session  held  May  8th,  1867,  were  read  and  approved. 
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Mr.  Colley,  President,  pro  tern.,  then  introduced  Gen.  Daniel  Ma- 
caul  ey,  the  Mayor  elect,  who,  having  filed  his  certificate  of  election 
and  oath  of  office  with  the  City  Clerk,  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  the  City  Charter,  took  his  seat,  and,  also,  delivered  the  fol- 


Genilemen  of  the  Council : 

In  compliance  with  custom  and  the  requirements  of  the  " Charter,"  I  have 
the  honor  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the  following  remarks  and  rec- 
ommendations : 

First.  We  have  reason  to  congratulate  ourselves  upon  the  rapid  growth 
and  general  prosperity  of  our  city  under  many  adverse  circumstances  inci- 
dent to  the  recent  great  national  transition  from  civil  war  to  peace. 

Our  city  limits  are  being  rapidly  filled  with  an  excellent  class  of  buildings, 
and  one  after  another  of  the  old  landmarks  of  "Indianapolis-as-it-was''  gives 
way  to  important  improvements  in  such  quick  succession  that  the  many  evi- 
dences of  our  advancement  are,  in  all  directions,  prominent  and  gratifying. 

We  have  much,  as  a  community,  to  be  thankful  for.  For  our  providential 
escape  from  the  great  pestilence  which  last  year  visited  Cincinnati,  St.  Louis, 
Chicago  and  other  surrounding  places;  for  our  almost  wonderful  exemption 
from  the  devastating  fires  so  frequent  in  less  fortunate  cities;  and  also,  for 
the  acknowledged  excellent  condition  of  our  finances,  due  in  a  great  meas- 
ure to  the  prudent  and  good  management  of  our  late  Mayor  and  Common 
Council. 

In  the  present  condition  of  affairs,  and  where  so  little  has  been  left  un- 
done, I  have  but  few  recommendations  of  importance  to  make,  one  of  which, 
however,  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  urge  almost  immediate  action  upon — the  pur- 
chase of  an  additional  Steam  Fire  Engine.  I  am  aware  the  subject  is  not  a 
new  one,  and  that  it  has  been  for  some  time  under  advisement,  but  I  am  also 
aware  that  pending  the  discussion  of  the  relative  cost  and  merits  of  differ- 
ent engines,  the  city  remains  without  the  desired  service  and  protection.  A 
fire,  destroying  some  valuable  block  of  buildings,  would,  I  am  sure,  develop 
the  necestity  for  the  prompt  purchase  of  one,  if  not  two,  machines,  and  I 
beg  that  no  such  terrible  lesson  find  us  unprepared. 

Another  subject  of  vital  importance  to  all  is  the  immediate  and  stringent 
enforcement  of  proper  laws  relative  to  the  cleanliness  of  the  city.     The  dan 
ger  of  pestilence  is  by  no  means  past,  and  neglect  in  this  matter  is  an  invita- 
tion too  plain  for  Cholera  to  be  disregarded. 

I  aho  reoommend  that  the  great  interests  involved  in  the  erection  of  the 
proposed  "House  of  Refuge"  and  "City  Jail,"  be  furthered  by  such  early 
action  as  the  Council  is  empowered  to  take. 

As  matters  of  minor  importance  and  yet  essential  to  comfort  and  pro- 
priety I  would  recommend  the  completion  of  lettering  the  names  of  streets 
and  alleys  on  the  street  lamps  or  corner  buildings ;  also,  such  action  as  will 
effectually  abolish  and  prohibit  the  long  endured  nuisance  common  on  our 
principal  business  streets,  called  corner  loafing,  and  finally,  such  improvement 
of  the  "Governor's  Circle"  as  will  alter  its  present  disgraceful  appearance,  too 
long  a  reproach  in  the  very  center  of  our  beautiful  city. 

And  now,  gentlemen,  our  duties  seem  to  me  to  be  clear.  Let  our  every 
action  tend  to  the  benefit  and  welfare  of  the  city  without  fear  or  favor.  Let 
us  practice  a  wise  economy  ;  and  with  mutual  forbearance  and  courtesy  to 
each  other  in  all  our  dealings,  move  unflinchingly  forward  with  our  charge 
in  the  front  ranks  of  human  rights  and  progress.

Your  petitioner,  John  W.  Coons,  would  respectfully  represent  to  your  hon- 
orable body,  that  at  a  meeting  ot  the  Common  Council,  had  and  held  on  the 
15th  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1866,  among  other  things  the  following  proceed- 
ings were  had,  to-wit :

In  the  Sixth  Ward  your  petitioner  received  418  votes,  and  said  Marshall 
received  359  votes. 

In  the  Seventh  Ward  your  petitioner  received  216  votes,  and  said  Marshall 
received  322  votes. 

In  the  Eighth  Ward  your  petitioner  received  349  votes,  and  said  Marshall 
received  402  votes. 

In  the  Ninth  Ward  your  petitioner  received  274  votes,  and  said  Marshall 
received  424  votes. 

That  your  petitioner  received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  for  said  office, 
and  was  duly  and  legally  elected  thereto.  He  states  that  he  is  informed 
and  believes  that  the  Board  of  Canvassers  of  the  votes  cast  at  said  election 
failed,  neglected  and  refused  to  certify  the  vote  thus  cast  for  said  office,  that
